APPOINTMENT  OF  NORMAL  GRAD- 
UATES. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Feb.  7,  1910, 
calling  attention  to  the  conditions  with 
reference  to  the  appointment  of  teachers 
in  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  and  particu- 
larly wiih  reference  to  the  effect  of  the 
eligible  list  upon  the  appointment  of  Nor- 
mal School  graduates. 

During  the  three  years  since  the  eligible 
lists  have  been  in  operation,  the  proportion 
of  Normal  graduates  appointed  to  elemen- 
tary school  positions  has  increased.  This 
increase  has  been  due  in  part  to  a  deliber- 
ate intention  to  favor  the  anpointment  of 
Normal  graduates,  but  to  a  greater  extent 
to  the  fact  that  under  the  eligible  list  only 
those  Normal  graduates  who  have  shown 
ability  as  teachers  have  been  able  to  se- 
cure appointment.  There  has  accordingly 
been  a  growing  confidence  among  the  prin- 
cipals in  the  ability  of  Normal  graduates 
to  fill  successfuUy  the  positions  to  which 
they  are  appointed.  As  a  result  of  these 
appointments,  the  number  of  Normal  grad- 
uates awaiting  appointment  has  been  re- 
duced so  low  that  it  is  nearly  impossible 
to  secure  a  sufficient  number  of  teachers 
to  act  as  substitutes.  It  seems  evident, 
therefore,  that  in  the  future,  graduates 
from  the  Normal  School  will  be  appointed 
to  permanent  positions  much  sooner  after 
graduation  than  has  hitherto  been  possible. 

The  time  seems  opportune,  therefore,  to 
put  into  operation  the  extension  of  the 
Normal  School  course  that  has  been  pre- 
viously discussed,  and  he  would  recom- 
mend that  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
be  requested  to  report  as  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  extending  the  Normal  School 
course,  under  some  plan  that  will  provide 
for  at  least  a  half  year  of  teaching  in  the 
schoo's  under  actual  c'ass-room  conditions, 
the  Normal  pupils  to  be  paid  for  such 
teaching. 

,Under  such  a  plan,  the  rating  of  the  cur- 
rent clacs  in  each  year  would  be  based  to 
a  much  larger  extent  upon  ability  to  teach 
than  is  now  possible.  It  woul '  affect  un- 
favorably the  first  twelve  or  eighteen  mem- 
bers of  the  class  by  delaying  for  six 
months  or  more  their  permanent  appoint- 
ment. To  the  other  members  of  the  class 
it  would  be  an  advantage  by  giving  them 
an  opportunity  to  secure  a  rating  based 
more  largely  upon  teaching  ability  than  it 
now  is,  and  at  the  same  time  assuring 
them  of  a  regular  income  during  their  last 
year  in  the  Normal  School.

On  motion  of  the  Superintendent,  it  was 
ORDERED.  That  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents be,  and  hereby  is,  directed  to  re- 
port as  to  the  advisability  of  extending  the 
Normal  School  course  so  as  to  provide  at 
least  a  half  year  of  teaching  in  the  schools 
under  actual  class-room  conditions,  and 
that  said  Board  be,  and  hereby  is.  further 
directed  to  specify  the  plan  by  which  said 
extension  should  be  conducted. 

CENTRAL    CLERICAL    HIGH    SCHOOL. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Feb.  7,  1910. . 
recommending  the  establishment  of  a 
Central  Clerical  High  School,  in  order  to 
make  the  present  instruction  in  commercial 
branches  in  high  schools  more  effective. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  this 
high  .'chool  should  be  one  or  more  years 
of  high  school  instruction  as  may  be  later 
determined,   said  instruction  to  be  devoted 
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to  sound  training  in  subjects  essential  to 
success  in  clerical  lines.  He  would  recom- 
mend that  the  Central  Clerical  High  School 
be  in  session  from  9  until  5  o'clock  during 
twelve  months  in  the  year,  and  that  no 
fixed  general  course  be  established,  but 
that  each  pupil  be  given  highly  specialized 
work  in  the  lines  chosen  and  be  advanced 
as  rapidly  as  h''s  ability  permits.  Gradua- 
tion from  the  ~:chool  should  depend  upon 
the  attainment  of  a  high  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency in  certain  specified  subjects  and 
not  upon  length  of  attendance. 

He  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  a  school 
will  enable  many  pupils  now  studying 
bookkeeping  and  stenography  in  the  gen- 
eral high  schools  to  secure  a  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency that  will  aid  them  to  obtain  posi- 
tions of  greater  importance  and  at  higher 
salaries  than  they  could  otherwise  secure. 
The  establishment  of  such  a  school  will 
also  tend  to  relieve  to  some  extent  the 
present»overcrowding  in  high  schools,  and 
it  is  probable  that  the  saving  in  the  cost 
of  instructing  these  pupils  in  high  schools 
will  in  a  large  measure,  if  not  entirely, 
counterbalance  the  cost  of  the  new  school.

High  School  be,  and  hereby  is,  established, 
to  begin  on  July  11,  1910,  and  that  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  be,  and  hereby 
is,  directed  to  report  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee a  plan  for  the  organization  of  said 
school.

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Feb.  7, 
1910,  transmitting  a  report  received  from 
William  C.  Crawford  and  George  S.  Bur- 
gess suggesting  means  of  securing  better 
fire  protection   in   school  buildings.

The  communication  was  placed  on  file, 
and  the  Secretary  directed  to  reply  thereto 
to  the  effect  that  the  Board  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  scope  and  general  effect 
of  the  bill  is  admirable,  and  while  it  feels 
that  it  has  no  -special  facilities  for  deal- 
ing with  children  over  fourteen  yea"s  an<t 
under  sixteen  yee^s  of  age  who  are  not 
attending  school,  nevertheless,  if  it  is  felt 
by  the  Legislature  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee is  the  proper  body  to  undertake  the 
licensing  of  such  minors,  the  Committee  Is 
willing  to  do  it,  and  will  endeavor  to  per- 
form the  work  satisfactorily. 


House  Bill  No.  391.  An  Act  Relative  to 
the  Age  at  which  Children  Shall  be  Re- 
quired to  Attend  School:— 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  inform  the 
Committee  on  Education  of  the  Legislature 
that  this  Board  feels  that,  in  the  event  of 
the  passage  of  this  bill,  the  funds  avail- 
able for  school  purposes  should  be  in- 
creased sufficiently  to  enable  the  Board  to 
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provide  accommodations  and  teachers  for 
the  very  large  additional  number  of  chil- 
dren who  would  be  obliged  to  attend  school.

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Feb.  11,  1910,  recommending  that  the  Course 
of  Study  for  the  Evening  High  Schools, 
School  Document  No.  13,  1906,  be  amended 
as  follows: — 

Pages  37  and  38.  Strike  out  the  provision 
for  typewriting  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following:— 
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TYPEWRITING  I. 

1.  A  thorough  mastery  of  the  keyboard 
by  the  touch  method;  finger  exercises, 
using  four  fingers  of  each  hand;  copying 
words,  sentences,  letters;  dictation  of  plain 
matter  not  to  exceed  15  to  20  words  per 
minute;  tabulating,  arranging  simple  mat- 
ter in  three  columns;  centering  matter. 

2.  Mechanism  of  the  machine;  use  of 
line  space  gauge,  marginal  stops,  release 
key,  scales,  paper  guides,  upper  case  or 
shift  keys,  upper  case  lock,  marginal  re- 
lease,  and  tabulating  device. 

Note  17.  The  touch  method  is  generally 
recognized  as  the  logical  way  to  operate  a 
machine  rapidly  and  accurately.  Speed 
should  always  be  secondary  to  accuracy. 
Repetition  is  necessary  to  secure  mastery; 
therefore  learners  should  be  kept  at  each 
exercise  until  it  can  be  written  by  touch. 
Progress  to  be  thorough  is  necessarily 
slow. 

TYPEWRITING  II. 

Finger  exercises  to  perfect  touch  method; 
spelling  a  selected  list  of  common  words 
frequently  misspelled;  copying  from 
stenographic  notes;  addressing  envelopes 
and  post  cards;  composing  letters  on  the 
machine  without  copy;  advanced  tabulat- 
ing and  setting-up  matter;  exercises  in 
punctuation,  applying  the  simple  rules  of 
punctuation;  dictation  for  speed;  writing 
from  copy  reports;  statements,  specifica- 
tions, legal  papers,  etc.;  manifolding,  car- 
bon work. 

2.  Mechanism  of  machine;  pupils  should 
be  able  to  replace  ribbon,  clean  and  oil 
machine,  and  have  a  general  idea  of  how  to 
locate  trouble,— in  a  word,  keep  the  ma- 
chine   in    running    order. 

Note  18.  Drills  for  speed  should  find  a 
prominent  place  in  advanced  work,  but 
not  at  the  sacrifice  of  accuracy.  The  bud- 
get system,  binding  together  pages  of  like 
exercises,  if  reasonably  perfect,  encourages 
accuracy.

ASSISTANCE  TO  INSTRUCTOR  IN 
PRINTING,  PRE-APPRENTICE 

'  SCHOOL  OF  PRINTING  AND  BOOK- 
BINDING. 

On  motion  of  the  Superintendent,  it  was 
ORDERED,  That  the  acting  principal  of 
the  Pre-Apprentice  School  of  Printing  and 
Bookbinding  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized 
to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  dol- 
lars ($15)  for  assistance  to  the  instructor 
in  printing  in  that  school. 

SEATING    CONDITIONS    IN     ELEMEN- 
TARY SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Feb.  14,  1910, 
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stating  that  the  Department  of  School 
Hygiene  has  conducted  a  very  careful  in- 
vestigation of  the  seating  conditions  in 
1880  elementary  school-rooms,  and  that  it 
would  appear  that  sufficient  attention  has 
not  been  given  to  the  proper  use  of  the 
furniture  supplied;  and  recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following  order: — 

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  be 
amended  as  follows: — 

Section  217.  Strike  out  the  section  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  following:— 

Sect.  217.  1.  A  register  shall  be  kept  in 
every  school  of  the  names,  ages,  dates  of 
admission,  and  places  of  residence  of  the 
pupils.  Other  records  shall  also  be  kept 
of  the  absence  and  tardiness  of  pupils,  and 
of  their  advancement  and  standing. 

2.  Each  pupil  shall  be  seated  in  accord- 
ance with  his  physical  requirements  only, 
and  not  according  to  rank  in  scholarship 
or  in  conduct,  or  in  both.  Adjustable  furni- 
ture shall  be  requested  by  the  principal  on 
regular  requisition  to  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission, so  that  the  demands  of  those  pu- 
pils unfitted  by  size  for  the  standard  fixed 
furniture  may  be  met  properly.  All  ad- 
justable furniture  shall  be  altered  suffi- 
ciently often  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
each  pupil. 

Re-number  paragraphs  2  and  3  as  para- 
graphs 3  and  4  respectively. 

The  communication  was  placed  on  file, 
and  the  order  laid  over.

TEMPERATURE    OF    SCHOOL    ROOMS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Feb.  14,  1910, 
transmitting  a  report  from  the  Director  of 
School  Hygiene,  showing  the  results  of  the 
investigation  of  the  temperature  in  1880 
class  rooms  in  elementary  school  districts, 
and  stating  that  the  investigation  shows 
that  a  large  number  of  the  class  rooms  are 
maintained  at  a  temperature  both  above 
and  below  that  considered  best  for  health 
and  efficiency,  namely,  67  degrees  Fahren- 
heit, and  recommending  the  passage  of 
the  following  orders: — 

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  be 
amended  as  follows:— 

Section  226.  Strike  out  the  section  and 
insert    in    place    thereof    the    following: 

Sect.  226.  1.  Teachers  in  elementary 
schools  shall  so  arrange  their  daily  exer- 
cises in  their  classes  that  each  pupil  shall 
have,  each  forenoon  and  afternoon,  regu- 
lar exercises  from  the  course  of  study  in 
physical  education.  These  exercises  shall 
be  given  between  10  o'clock  A.M.  and  10:10 
o'clock  A.M.,  and  for  a  ten-minute  period 
in  the  afternoon'  beginning  50  minutes  after 
the  afternoon  session  opens.  The  time 
designated  for  regular  physical  exercises 
shall  be  in  addition  to  the  time  devoted  in 
each  session  to  recess.  Windows  shall  be 
opened,  top  and  bottom,  for  a  sufficient 
portion  of  each  period  allotted  to  physical 
exercises  to  ensure  the  thorough  flushing 
of  each  room  with  outside  air. 

2.  Principals  in  each  high  school  shall 
so  arrange  their  daily  exercises  in  the 
various  classes  that  each  pupil  shall  have, 
each  forenoon,  a  ten  minute  setting-up 
drill.  This  exercise  should  occur  between 
periods  two  and  three.  The  time  desig- 
nated for  this  physical  exercise  shall  be  in 
addition  to  the  time  devoted  to  regular  les- 
sons in  physical  training  required  by  the 
course  of  study.  Windows  shall  be  opened, 
top  and  bottom,  for  a  sufficient  portion  of 
each  period  allotted  to  the  setting-up  drill 
to  ensure  the  thorough  flushing  of  each 
room  with  outside  air. 

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  be 
amended  as  follows:— 

Section  231.  Strike  out  the  section  and  in- 
sert in  place  thereof  the  following: 


Section  231.  1.  Teachers  shall  at  all 
times  give  vigilant  attention  to  the  venti- 
lation and  temperature  of  their  classrooms 
to  the  end  that  the  air  be  kept  pure,  and 
the  temperature  maintained  as  near  67 
degress   Fahrenheit  as   possible. 

2.  They  shall  record  the  temperature  of 
each  room,  each  session,  in  a  permanent 
form  accessible  to  inspection,  the  reading 
to  be  made  and  recorded  at  a  time  mid- 
way between  the  opening  of  the  session 
and  the  time  for  physical  exercises  or  re- 
cess. 

3.  They  shall  thoroughly  air  each  class- 
room by  opening  the  windows,  top  and 
bottom,  a  sufficient  portion  of  each  recess 
period  and  of  the  period  allotted  to  physi- 
cal exercises,  so  as  to  ensure  the  flushing 
of  each  room  with  fresh  air  from  outside 
the  building. 

4.  They  shall  thoroughly  air  each  class- 
room and  dressing-room  by  opening  the 
windows,  top  and  bottom,  at  the  close  of 
the  forenoon  session  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  ten  min- 
utes. 

5.  Any  failure  of  adjustment  of  the  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  apparatus  to  meet  the 
prescribed  requirements  shall  be  immedi- 
ately reported  by  the  teacher  to  the  prin- 
cipal or  teacher  in  charge,  who  shall  re- 
port the  same,  in  writing,  immediately  to 
the  Director  of  School   Hygiene. 

Section  255.  Number  the  present  section 
as  paragraph  1  and  add  paragraph  2:— 

2.  They  shall  report  to  the  Director  of 
School  Hygiene  immediately  any  failure  of 
the  heating  and  ventilating  system  to  meet 
the  prescribed  requirements. 

ORDERED,  That  the  Rules  for  Janitors, 
Engineers  and  Matrons  be  amended  as  fol- 
lows:— 

Rule  30.  Strike  out  the  present  rule  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  following:— 

Rule  30.  Janitors  shall  have  the  tempera- 
ture of  every  room  occupied  for  school  pur- 
poses at  not  less  than  60  degrees  F.  at  8:30 
o'clock  A.  M.,  each  school  day,  and  shall 
maintain  the  temperature  in  such  rooms  as 
near  67  degrees  Fahrenheit  as  possible  dur- 
ing the  hours  of  session,  except  during 
periods   allotted    to   physical   exercises   and 
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Janitors  shall  bank  their  fires  one-half 
hour  after  the  close  of  the  regular  school 
hours  in  elementary  schools,  and  not  be- 
fore half  past  three  in  the  high  schools. 

Rule  31.  Strike  out  the  rule  and  insert  in 
place   thereof  the  following:— 

Rule  31.  Janitors  shall  have  the  ventilat- 
ing apparatus  in  full  and  complete  opera- 
tion as  early  as  8:30  o'clock  A.  M.,  and 
shall  run  the  same  to  its  full  capacity  dur- 
ing the  hours  of  sessions,  except  during 
the  periods  allotted  to  physical  exercises 
and  recesses,  during  which  periods  the  win- 
dows are  to  be  opened  top  and  bottom. 

Rule  32.  Strike  out  the  rule  and  insert 
In  place  thereof  the  following:— 

Rule  32.  Janitors  shall  thoroughly  air 
out  all  buildings  by  opening  the  windows 
and  doors  of  class-rooms  at  the  close  of 
the  afternoon  session  and  also  at  the  close 
of  the  evening  session,  if  any  be  held. 

They  shall  thoroughly  air  each  room  or 
basement  used  as  a  lunch  room  by  the 
opening  of  windows  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  five  minutes  terminating  ten  min- 
utes before  the  beginning  of  the  regular 
lunch  period. 

Rule  34.  Strike  out  the  rule  and  insert 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Rule  34.  Janitors  are  required  to  be 
careful  and  economical  in  the  use  of  fuel 
and  other  supplies;  and  shall  make  a 
monthly  report  to  the  Schoolhouse  Custo- 
dian of  the  quantity  of  fuel  on  hand  in 
their  respective  buildings  and  an  estimate 
of  the  amount  whirh  will  probably  be  con- 
sumed during  the  six  weeks  following. 
They  are  reminded,  however,  that  the  com- 
mittee does  not  desire  the  saving  of  fuel 
at  the  expense  of  the  health  of  pupils  by 
failure  to  provide  a  sufficient  amount  of 
heat  and  of  fresh  air  in  class  rooms. 
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The  communication  was  placed  on  file, 
the  Secretary  directed  to  send  a  copy 
thereof  to  each  member  of  the  Board,  and 
the  orders  were  laid  over. 


SALARIES  OF  TEACHERS  OF  SPECIAL 
CLASSES. 

A  communication  received  from  the  Sup- 
erintendent, under  date  of  Feb. 19,1910,  trans- 
mitting a  communication  received  from 
Mary  A.  Stillman  and  eight  other  teach- 
ers of  special  classes,  requesting  that  when 
the  question  of  increasing  the  salaries  of 
teachers  is  taken  up,  they  also  be  given 
consideration.

COURSE     OF     STUDY     FOR     EVENING 
INDUSTRIAL   SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Feb.  21,  1910,  as  follows:  The  Course  of 
Study  for  the  Evening  Industrial  Schools 
is  planned  to  meet,  so  far  as  possible,  the 
present  industrial  conditions.  The  charac- 
ter of  the  instruction  is  shaped  to  meet  the 
practical  needs  of  the  individual  pupil  and 
class  work  is,  of  necessity,  limited.  The 
Board  is,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  it 
is  advisable  to  discontinue  the  issue  of 
diplomas  to  pupils  of  the  Evening  Indus- 
trial Schools,  and  recommends  that  here- 
after no  diplomas  be  issued,  but  that  in- 
stead thereof  certificates  be  granted  to 
those  pupils  who  satisfactorily  complete  at 
least  two  years'  work. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  recommendation 
adopted. 

OPEN-AIR  INSTRUCTION. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Board 
of  Superintendents,  under  date  of  Feb.  14, 
1910,  relative  to  open-air  instruction,  con- 
taining the  following  recommendations:— 

(a)  That  an  experimental  open-air  room 
be  provided  in  the  Hancock  and  in  the 
Qumcy  Districts.  That  under  such  condi- 
tions as  the  Assistant  Superintendent  in 
charge  may  find  feasible,  one  or  more 
open-air  rooms  be  provided  in  the  Wells 
District  and  one  additional  room  in  the 
Hancock  District. 

That  in  the  Thomas  Gardner  District  per- 
mission be  granted  to  establish  a  cookery 
class  for  mothers  of  anaemic  children 

That  a  special  teacher  of  cookery  be 
authorized  to  instruct  this  class.  That  the 
class  be  held  at  hours  convenient  for  its 
members.  That  the  district  nurse  be  di- 
rected to  encourage  home  application  of 
instruction  received  in  this  class  and  re- 
port monthly  to  the  Principal  in  regard 
to  the  changes  in  the  physical  condition 
of  the  children  whose  mothers  attend  this 
class.  That  an  amount  not  exceeding  $5 
per  month  be  authorized  for  the  purchase 
of   materials   for   the   use   of   this   class. 

That  in  the  Dillaway  District  a  class  of 
not  more  than  thirty  pupils  be  housed  in 
the  second  story  room  of  the  Old  Thorn- 
ton-street School.  That  this  room  be  sup- 
plied with  hinged  windows  and  that  the 
teacher  be  directed  to  open  these  windows 
at  least  every  thirty  minutes  for  a  five 
minute  recess. 

(b)  The  Board  further  recommends  that 
the  matter  of  the  expense  of  renting  and  of 
fitting    up    suitable    rooms    in    the    above- 


mentioned   districts     be     referred     to     the 
Schoolhouse  Commission. 

(c)  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
be  authorized  to  co-operate  with  organiza- 
tions expressing  a  willingness  to  furnish 
food  or  milk  at  cost. 

(d)  That  the  Director  of  School  Hygiene 
be  authorized  to  assign  special  duties  to 
the  nurses  in  districts  where  open-air 
classes  are  established. 

(e)  That  the  services  of  an  extra  teach- 
er be  authorized  in  districts  where  the  or- 
ganization is  such  as  would  be  seriously 
affected  by  the  establishment  of  an  open- 
air  class. 

(f)  That  principals  be  directed  to  con- 
tinue authorized  experiments  now  in  oper- 
ation for  the  purpose  of  improving  the 
conditions  of  anaemic  children  in  their 
district. 

(g)  That  the  experiment  now  in  opera- 
tion in  the  Prescott  District  for  the  pur- 
pose of  improving  the  condition  of  anae- 
mic children  be  continued,  and  that  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission  be  requested  to 
provide  suitable  awnings  therefor. 

(h)  The  Board  of  Superintendents  asks 
permission  to  offer  at  a  later  date  further 
recommendations  with  reference  to  open- 
air  rooms. 

The  report  was  placed  on  file,  the  recom- 
mendations appended  thereto  adopted,  and 
.he  Superintendent  requested  to  carry  them 
into  effect  as  soon  as  possible. 


TEMPORARY     ASSISTANT,      SECRE-

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDER. 

The  Board  took  up  for  consideration  the 
annual  appropriation  order,  prepared  and 
submitted  by  the  Auditor  in  accordance 
with  the  rules,  as  follows:— 

SCHOOLS. 

Appropriation,   1909-1910. 

To  the  School  Committee:— 
The    undersigned    would    state    that    the 
Board  of  Assessors   has   certified  that  the 
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average  taxable  valuation  of  the  city  on 
which  the  sum  allowed  the  School  Commit- 
tee is  based  amounts  to  $1,323,892,973. 

In  addition  to  forty  cents  on  each  $1000 
of  the  valuation,  which  may  be  appropri- 
ated solely  for  new  school  buildings,  lands, 
yards  and  furnishings,  which  can  be  ap- 
propriated later  and  is  not  waived  by  the 
present  budget,  the  School  Committee  is 
authorized  by  statute  to  appropriate  "for 
the  support  of  the  public  schools",  "for  re- 
pairs and  alterations  of  school  buildings", 
and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  pen- 
sions to  teachers,  three  dollars  and  thirty- 
one  cents  ($3.31)  upon  each  $1000  of  the  tax- 
able valuation  of  the  city.  This  amounts 
this  year  to  $4,382,085.74.  The  School  Com- 
mittee may  also  appropriate:—

Unexpended  balance,  1909-1910 7,920.06 

Excess  of  income  over  amount  estimated

Of  the  amount  appropriated  last  year 
solely  for  pensions  to  teachers,  the  unex- 
pended balance,  $56,968.07,  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  permanent  investment  fund. 
Last  year  $62,213.01  was  transferred  to  said 
fund,  making  the  total  amount  invested 
$119,181.08.  The  unexpended  balance,  on 
Physical  Education,  $25.48,  may  be  used  in 
addition  to  the  four  cents  on  each  thou- 
sand dollars  of  the  valuation  allowed  by 
law  each  year.  The  total  amount  which 
the  School  Committee  and  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  may  expend  for  carrying  on 
the  schools,  and  for  the  maintenance  of 
school  buildings  (excluding  pensions)  dur- 
ing the  current  year  is  $4,388,830.83.  Of 
this  amount  not  less  than  $330,973.24  (being 
twenty-five  cents  on  each  thousand  dollars 
of  the  valuation)  must  be  appropriated 
solely  for  repairs  and  alterations  of  school 
buildings,  $52,955.72  may  be  appropriated 
solely  for  expenditures  pertaining  to  Physi- 
cal Education,  as  authorized  by  Chapter 
295  of  the  Acts  of  1907,  and  can  be  appropri- 
ated for  no  other  purpose.  In  addition  to 
this  amount  a  further  sum  of  $15,000  is  ap- 
propriated under  the  head  of  Physical  Ed- 
ucation, "Special",  to  pay  salaries  of  addi- 
tional instructors,  and  equipment  that  may 
be  needed  in  that  department.  As  author- 
ized by  Chapter  589  of  the  Acts  of  1908  the 
sum  of  $66,194.65  is  appropriated  for  the 
payment  of  pensions  to  teachers  in  the 
public  day  schools.

The  arftount  of  money  available  the  com- 
ing year,  exclusive  of  what  is  set  aside 
for  pensions,  and  what  is  allowed  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission  for  rents  and  re- 
pairs of  school-houses  will  permit  of  an  in- 
crease in  expenses  of  $186,561.60.  The  action 
of  the  Legislature  the  past  year  in  allow- 
ing the  School  Committee  to  appropriate 
for  school  purposes  a  larger  portion  of  the 
tax  levy  than  formerly  will  enable  the 
Committee  to  take  care  of  the  annual  in- 
creased expenses  occasioned  by  additional 
pupils,  be  more  liberal  in  the  furnishing  of 
supplies,  and  also  enlarge  to  some  extent 


its  sphere  of  action  in  the  line  of  industrial 
education. 

In  accordance  with  Section  1,  Chapter  448 
of  the  Acts  of  1901,  and  acts  in  addition 
thereto  or  amendments  thereof,  the  pas- 
sage of  the  accompanying  order  is  recom- 
mended.

ADDITIONAL     SCHOOL     ACCOMMODA- 
TIONS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Feb.  21,  1910, 
as    follows:— 

Additional  school  accommodations  are 
needed  in  the  city  of  Boston  first  to  pro- 
vide for  present  requirements  and  second 
to  provide  for  future  growth.  These 
additional  accommodations  are  needed  in 
order  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
schools  by  preventing  the  assignment  of 
an  excessive  number  of  pupils  to  any 
teacher;  to  protect  the  health  of  the  chil- 


dren, by  discontinuing  the  use  of  unsani- 
tary and  poorly  lighted  buildings;  and  to 
serve  the  convenience  of  citizens,  by  lo- 
cating schools  so  that  they  are  reasonably 
accessible. 

I.  Buildings  are  needed  for  present  re- 
quirements as  follows: — 

1.  To  provide  for  the  reduction  of  all 
regular  classes  in  elementary  schools  to  44 
pupils  per  teacher.  The  schools  cannot  be 
expected  to  do  efficient  work  with  classes 
ranging  from  50  to  70  pupils  to  a  teacher 
as  is  now  the  case  in  many  places. 

2.  To  provide  for  the  abandonment  of 
rented  quarters  for  which  the  city  will  ex- 
pend during  the  present  year  approximate- 
ly twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000). 
Stores,  halls  and  churches  are  seldom  prop- 
erly ventilated  or  lighted  for  school  pur- 
poses, and  at  the  best  are  very  unsatisfac- 
tory and  undesirable.  Permanent  accom- 
modations should  be  provided  not  only  for 
the  purpose  of  saving  the  money  now  ex- 
pended for  rentals  but  also  for  the  purpose 
of  protecting  the  health  of  the  pupils. 

3.  To  provide  for  the  removal  of  chil- 
dren from  the  basements,  corridors  and 
halls  of  school-houses.  The  heating,  light- 
ing and  ventilation  of  these  temporary 
school  rooms  are  far  below  the  standard 
required  for  good  health.  The  use  of  the 
school  hall  for  class  room  purposes  inter- 
feres seriously  with  many  important  ac- 
tivities and  influences  of  the  school. 

4.  To  provide  for  a  reduction  in  the  num- 
ber of  portables.  A  portable  building, 
when  suitably  located,  furnishes  a  fairly 
satisfactorv  school  room.  The  shifting 
of  population  and  the  gradual  growth  in 
school  attendance  will  always  make  it  ne- 
cessary to  use  some  portables.  It  is  evi- 
dent, however,  that  when  the  number  ot 
pupiis  housed  in  portables  in  a  single  dis- 
trict is  sufficient  to  fill  a  regular  building, 
such  a  building  should  be  erected. 

5.  To  provide  for  the  abandonment  of 
old  buildings  that  are  in  varying  degrees 
unsatisfactory,  unsafe  and  unsanitary. 
There  are  some  buildings  that  undoubtedly 
should  be  immediately  abandoned  and  many 
others  that  will  soon  reach  the  limit  of 
proper  service.

In  order  to  provide  these  rooms,  I  recom- 
mend that  new  buildings  be  erected  as 
indicated  below.  Since  the  erection  of  a 
new   building   will   often   render   necessary 
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a  change  of  district  lines,  the  necessity 
for  these  buildings  must  be  determined  by 
considering  the  whole  section  affected,  and 
not  by  taking  into  account  the  needs  of 
a  single  district  only.  Since  none  of  these 
buildings  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  prior 
to  Sept.  1,  1911,  and  others  not  until  Sept. 
1,  1913,  it  ic  evidently  desirable  that  each 
building  exceed  slightly  the  present  re- 
quirements, in  order  to  provide  for  the 
probable  growth  of  the  district  during  the 
next  three  years.  Consideration  has  also 
been  given  to  the  standard  size  of  build- 
ings that  the  Schoolhouse  Commission  has 
found  to  be  economical  in  construction. 
All  rooms  provided  in .  these  buildings  in 
excess  of  present  requirements  are  ac- 
counted for  later  in  the  discussion  of  pro- 
visions for  future  growth.  The  cost  of  the 
buildings  themselves  may  be  estimated 
with  reasonable  accuracy.  The  size  of 
school  yards  vary  from  30,000  to  45,000 
square  feet  each,  and  the  cost  must  neces- 
sarily be  an  estimate,  based  upon  previous 
experience  in  the  purchase  of  land  in  the 
localities  indicated.  These  recommendations 
have  been  carefully  considered  and  repre- 
sent my  best  judgment  upon  the  facts  now 
available.  The  list  should  be  considered, 
however,  merely  as  a  tentative  program 
for  action,  subject  to  such  later  modifica- 
tion as  varying  conditions  may  from  time 
to  time  render  desirable.

The  average  annual  increase  in  element- 
ary schools,  including  kindergartens,  for 
the  past  five  years,  has  been  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven  (1,787). 
Two  factors  have  made  this  increase  less 
than  was  to  be  expected:  First— The 
change  from  nine  grades  to  eight  reduced 
the  numbers  in  elementary  schools  and 
increased  the  numbers  in  high  schools. 
Second — Owing  to  financial  conditions, 
practically  no  additional  kindergarten  fa- 
cilities were  provided  during  these  years. 
The  normal  rate  of  increase  in  kinder- 
gartens, has,  therefore,  been  prevented. 
Undoubtedly  reasonable  additions  to  kin- 
dergarten facilities  should  be  furnished, 
and  the  number  of  applicants  warrants  the 
belief  that  the  increase  in  kindergarten 
attendance  during  the  coming  years  will 
exceed  the  rate  above  given.  The  increased 
building  activity  in  Brighton,  Dorchester 
and  East  Boston  seems  to  indicate  that 
the  growth  of  the  city  in  population  during 
the  next  three  years  will  equal,  if  not  ex- 
ceed, that  of  the  past  five.  On  the  basis 
of  an  average  annual  increase  of  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
(1,787)  pupils,  one  hundred  and  twenty-two 
(122)  school  rooms  will  be  needed  for  the 
next  three  years,  of  which  seventy-five  (75) 
will  be  provided  as  above  indicated.  The 
cost  of  the  remaining  forty-seven  (47; 
rooms  will  be  approximately  as  follows:

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It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  citizens 
of  Boston  must  be  content  to  leave  the 
children  for  some  years  to  come  in  over- 
crowded rooms,  in  corridors,  halls,  port- 
ables, rented  quarters,  and  unsatisfactory 
buildings,  or  provide  additional  funds  sub- 
stantially in  accord  with  the  above  state- 
ment. 

Account  has  not  been  taken  of  a  few. un- 
occupied rooms  now  existing  that  will  in 
theory  become  available  for  additional 
growth,  because  experience  has  shown  that 
it  is  impossible  to  locate  buildings  so  that 
every  room  is  available  for  use  immedi- 
ately upon  its  completion.  Neither  has 
account  been  taken  of  accommodations  in 
parochial  schools  that  will  probably  be 
erected,  because  the  relief  furnished  by 
these  schools  will  depend  upon  the  loca- 
tion. For  example,  the  parochial  school 
now  in  process  of  erection  in  the  William 
E.  Russell  District  will  prevent  future 
overcrowding  in  that  district,  and  possibly 
relieve  the  present  overcrowding  in  the 
John  A.  Andrew  District;  but  rooms  ren- 
dered vacant  in  these  two  districts  be- 
cause of  thj  erection  of  this  parochial 
school  cannot  be  used  to  relieve  the  over- 
crowded conditions  in  other  sections  of  the 
city. 

No  provision  is  made  in  the  foregoing 
list  of  buildings  for  industrial  schools, 
with  the  exception  of  the  possible  use  of 
the  old  Brimmer  Building  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Abraham  Lincoln  School; 
nor  has  any  provision  been  made  for  re- 
lieving present  congested  conditions  in 
high  schools,  the  replacing  of  at  least  one 
high  school  that  is  very  unsatisfactory,  or 
for  much  needed  enlargements  of  school 
yards. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  Legis- 
lature be  asked  for  authority  to  borrow 
one  million  dollars  ($1,000,000)  in  1910,  one 
million  dollars  ($1,000,000)  in  1911,  and  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000)  in  1912. 
These  loans,  in  addition  to  those  now  au- 
thorized by  law,  will  provide  a  total  of 
four  million  dollars  ($4,000,000),  of  which  a 
trifle  over  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($800,000)  will  be  available  for  such  use  in 
connection  with  industrial  high  schools  and 
the  extension  of  school  yards  as  may  later 
be  deemed  expedient. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  directed 
to  send  a  copy  thereof  to  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  to  the  Finance  Commission. 

Supplementary  to  the  foregoing  report 
on  the  amount  needed  for  additional  school 
accommodations,  the  Superintendent  sub- 
mitted a  resume  of  the  conditions  in  the 
several  elementary  school  districts  in  sub- 
stantiation of  the  statements  and  tables 
contained  therein. 

Placed  on  file.

It  also  believes  that  the  Prescott  School 
in  Charlestown  either  should  be  replaced 
by  a  new  structure,  or  so  made  over  in 
connection  with  a  new  structure  as  to  be 


entirely  habitable  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  health  and  safety  of  the  children 
who  are  to  occupy  it. 

When  compelled,  however,  to  choose  be- 
tween having  children  housed  unsatisfac- 
torily in  regular  buildings  and  housing 
them  equally  unsatisfactorily  in  portable 
buildings  or  rented  quarters  at  the  expense 
of  funds  for  repairs  which  are  already 
insufficient,  or  at  the  expense  of  funds 
which  should  be  devoted  to  supplies  which 
have  been  insufficient  for  years,  the  School 
Committee  deems  it  best  to  choose  the 
former  alternative. 

ORDERED,  That  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  450  of  the.  Acts  of  1907,  the  follow- 
ing-named school  districts  be,  and  hereby 
are,  designated  as  the  school  districts  in 
wmich  additional  school  accommodations 
are  necessary,  the  said  school  districts  be- 
ing named  in  the  order  in  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  School  Committee,  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  additional  school 
accommodations  from  the  funds  that  may 
become  available  during  the  current  year 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  said 
chapter,  and  the  number  of  pupils  set  op-

APPOINTMENTS  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  Chairman  stated  the  question  was 
on  approving  the  appointments  of  teachers 
on  probation,  as  reported  by  the  Superin- 
tendent and  laid  over  at  the  last  meet- 
ing. 

The  appointments  were  approved. 

COMPENSATION  OF  JANITORS. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  grant  a  hearing 
to  a  committee  representing  the  Janitors' 
Association  on  the  application  of  said  as- 
sociation received  at  the  meeting  of  Jan. 
17,  1910  (see  p.  203),  for  a  ten  per  cent  in- 
crease in  the  schedule  of  compensation  for 
janitor  service,  and  also  with  reference  to 
the  compensation  for  extra  inside  window 
cleaning,  use  of  halls  after  hours,  and  other 
extra  work  not  included  in  the  schedule. 

Walter  H.  Bickford,  Chairman  of  the 
Arbitration  Committee  of  the  Janitors'  As- 
sociation, appeared  and  conducted  the  hear- 
ing for  the  petitioners,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  the  question  of  compensation  for  ex- 
tra window  cleaning  be  deferred. 

Patrick  H.  Brennan,  janitor  of  the  Old 
Mather  School-house,  was  heard  on  the 
question  of  the  supplies  furnished  to  jani- 
tors, objecting  to  the  kind  and  quality  of 
various  articles  of  that  nature. 

William  M.  Kendricken,  janitor  of  the 
Dillaway  School-house,  also  referred  to  the 
same  subject,  and  went  into  the  question 
of  the  regular  hours  of  service  required  of 
janitors  by  the  rules,  and  requested  an  ad- 
justment of  pay  for  extra  work  performed 
by  them,  and  of  the  methods  of  paying  the 
amounts  due  for  such  service. 

Walter  H.  Bickford  addressed  the  Com- 
mittee in  support  of  the  proposition  that 
janitors  on  account  of  the  increased  cost 
of  living  since  the  establishment  of  the 
present  schedule  of  compensation  are  equi- 
tably entitled  to  an  increase  of  at  least 
ten  per  cent  on  the  present  schedule,  and 
cited  instances  wherein  the  rate  of  pay- 
ment for  various  items  in  connection  with 
their  work  is  inadequate. 

The  hearing  was  then  declared  closed,  the 
Committee  taking  the  various  matters  pre- 
sented to  it  under  further  consideration. 

Subsequently,  a  communication  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Joint  Council  of  City  Em- 
ployees Unions  in  Boston,  under  date  of 
March  5,  1910,  informing  the  Board  that  at 


a  regular  meeting  of  said  council  it  was 
unanimously  voted  to  endorse  the  petition 
of  the  school  janitors  for  a  ten  per  cent 
increase  over  the  wages  they'  are  now  re- 
ceiving. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  directed 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  said  com- 
munication, and  to  inform  said  Council  that 
the  Board  thanks  it  for  this  expression  of 
its  interest  in  the  matter  and  will  give  the 
subject  careful  consideration. 


PENSIONS  FOR  TRUANT  OFFICERS. 

The  Board  took  from  the  table  the  peti- 
tion from  the  truant  officers,  received  at 
the  meeting  of  Jan.  17,  1910  (se:s  p.  203), 
that  application  be  made  to  the  Legisla- 
ture for  the  passage  of  a  bill  providing 
for  the  retirement  and  pensioning  of  truant 
officers,  and  John  T.  Hathaway,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Pensions  for  said  of- 
ficers, appeared,  and  was  heard  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  submitted  a  statement  relating 
to  the  duties  performed  by  the  truant  offi- 
cers and  the  responsibilities  imposed  upon 
them.  Mr.  Hathaway  stated  that  the  truant 
officers  desire  a  pension  of  one-half  their 
salary,  and  do  not  wish  to  be  included  in 
any  general  pension  bill  applicable  to 
teachers  giving  a  pension  of  a  less  amount, 
and  being  informed  that  the  Committee 
could  not  undertake  to  recommend  that 
the  truant  officers  be  paid  a  larger  rate  of 
pension  than  may  be  granted  to  the  teach- 
ing force  generally,  stated  that  the  officers 
preferred  to  withdrawr  their  application. 

The  hearing  was  then  closed,  the  Board 
taking  the  matter  under  advisement,  and 
the  petition  was  again  laid  on  the  table.

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Mar.  7,  1910, 
enclosing  a  report  of  W.  Stanwood  Field 
with  reference  to  the  establishment  ol  a 
continuation  course  for  employees  in  the 
shoe  and  leather  industry,  together  with 
a  communication  from  the  New  England 
Shoe  and  Leather  Association  containing 
the  following  recommendations,  and  a  pro-

First.  That  the  class  be  located  in  some 
building  convenient  to  the  shoe  and  leather 


houses,— the  room  to  be  equipped  with 
desks  and  chairs  for  forty  pupils— the  As- 
sociation not  to  be  responsible  for  any  ex- 
pense whatsoever  in  connection  there- 
with.

for  the  academic  part  of  the  promotional 
examinations  of  teachers.

UNGRADED   CLASSES. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Mar.  7,  1910,  with  reference  to  ungraded 
classes,  submitting  the  following  recom- 
mendations, to  take  effect  on  Sept.  1,  1910:— 

1.  That  each  new  appointee  on  proba- 
tion to  an  ungraded  class  be  required  to 
visit  other  and  similar  classes  for  three 
days  prior  to  taking  charge  of  a  class; 
me  appointment  in  each  case  to  date  from 

9    ^,t5inning'  of  these  tnree  days- 

Z.  That  each  teacher  of  an  ungraded 
ciass  be  required  to  visit  other  ungraded 
classes  one-half  day  each  month. 

6.  lhat  three  institutes  for  teachers  of 
u"°raded  classes  be  held  each  year. 

4.  That  the  maximum  salary  of  assist- 
ants in  the  elementary  schools  assigned 
to  ungraded  classes  be  increased  $48  per 
annum,   provided  that  no  teacher  shall  be 


placed  on  the  maximum  salary  of  the  rank 
until  she  is  recommended  therefor  by  the 
principal  of  the  district  and  the  assistant 
superintendent  in  charge. 

5.  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  be 
authorized  to  make  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  putting  into  effect  the  foregoing 
recommendations. 

The  communication  was  placed  on  file, 
and  the  following  action  taken  on  the  rec- 
ommendations :—

ORDERED,     That     the     regulations     be 
amended  as  follows: 

Section  263.  Insert  the  following  in  the 
fourth  line  to  follow  the  word  "disci- 
pline": 

Principals  of  elementary  districts  may 
permit  teachers  of  ungraded  classes  to 
visit  other  schools  one-half  day  in  each 
month,  so  that  the  section  wil1  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Sect.  263.  They  may  permit  their  sub- 
ordinate teachers  to  be  absent,  without  loss 
of  pay,  two  days  in  each  school  year  to 
visit  other  schools  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
serving methods  of  instruction  and  disci- 
pline. Principals  of  elementary  districts 
may  permit  teachers  of  ungraded  classes 
to  visit  other  schools  one-half  day  in  each 
month.  Substitutes  for  teachers  so  absent 
may  be  employed  in  the  regular  manner. 
Reports  of  all  such  visits,  giving  the  names 
of  the  teachers,  the  names  of  their  sub- 
stitutes and  the  names  of  the  schools  and 
teachers  visited,  shall  be  reported  to  the 
superintendent  immediately  after  each 
such  visit. 

Section  318.  Add  the  following  at  the  close 
of  the  paragraph:— 

Teachers  assigned  to  ungraded  classes 
may,  with  the  consent  of  the  principal  of 
the  district,  be  absent  one-half  day  in  each 
month  to  visit  other  ungraded  classes,  so 
that  the  section  will  read  as  follows:— 

Sect.  318.  Any  day  school  teacher  may, 
with  the  consent  of  the  principal  of  the 
school  or  district,  be  absent  two  days  in 
each  school  year  to  visit  other  schools  for 
the  purpose  of  observing  methods  of  in- 
struction and  discipline.  Teachers  as- 
signed to  ungraded  classes  may,  with  the 
consent  of  the  principal  of  the  district,  be 
absent  one  half  day  in  each  month  to  visit 
other  ungraded  classes. 

Section  344.  Insert  the  following  in  the 
fourth  line  of  paragraph  1,  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  word  "year"— and  for  teachers 
of  ungraded  classes,  not  exceeding  one-half 
day  in  each  month,  so  that  the  paragraph 
will  read  as  follows .- 

1.  The  salaries  of  members  of  the  super- 
vising staff  and  of  teachers  absent  from 
duty  to  visit  other  schools,  not  exceeding 
two  days  in  each  school  year,  and  for 
teachers  of  ungraded  classes,  not  exceed- 
ing one-half  day  in  each  month,  or  under 
leave  granted  by  the  superintendent  (1)  be- 
cause of  death  in  the  immediate  family  of 
the  teacher,  for  not  more  than  five  days,  (2) 
to  attend  the  funeral  of  a  teacher  or  school 
officer  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  for  not 
more  than  one  day,  (3)  for  service  in  teach- 
ers' institutes  held  under  the  direction  of 
state  boards  of  education  or  to  take  part 
in  teachers'  associations,  for  not  more  than 
three  days.

Teachers'  Council  on  Pensions,  under  date 
of  Mar.  7,  1910,  submitting  the  following 
draft  of  a  proposed  act  amending  Section 
589  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  relative  to  the 
retirement  on  pension  of  teachers  in  the 
public  school  service  of  Boston:— 
Commonwealth    of    Massachusetts. 

In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hun- 
dred and  Ten. 

An  Act  Relative  to  the  Retirement  on 
Pension  of  Teachers  in  the  Public  Day 
Schools  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Be  it  enacted,   etc.,  as  follows:— 

Section  one  of  chapter  five  hundred  and 
eighty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  eight  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  "at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  eighty  dollars 
a  year,"   so  as  to  read  as  follows: — 

Section  1.  The  school  committee  ol  the 
city  of  Boston  shall  forthwith  establish 
a  permanent  pension  fund  for  the  payment 
of  pensions  as  hereinafter  set  forth  to  the 
members  of  the  teaching  or  supervising 
staff  of  the  public  day  schools  of  the  said 
city. 

Section  2.  Section  four  of  said  chapter  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  words:  "The  School  Committee 
shall  also  annually  appropriate  for  the  pur- 
poses contemplated  by  this  act,  an  amount 
equal  to  all  money  deducted  or  withheld  on 
account  of  absence  from  the  salary  of  any 
member  or  members  of  said  teaching  or 
supervising  staff,  except  that  during  the 
years  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  nineteen 
hundred  and  eleven,  and  nineteen  hundred 
and  twelve  the  amount  so  appropriated 
shall  be  respectively  equal  to  one-fourth, 
two-fourths,  and  three-fourths  of  all  such 
deductions"— so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
Section  4.  In  addition  to  the  amount  which 
the  School  Committee  is  now  authorized 
by  law  to  appropriate  for  the  support  of 
the  public  schools  of  this  city,  and  for 
other  purposes,  it  shall  annually  appro- 
priate for  the  purposes  contemplated  by 
this  act,  and  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
it  makes  appropriations  for  other  school 
purposes,  the  sum  of  five  cents  upon  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  on 
which  the  appropriations  of  the  city  coun- 
cil of  the  city  are  based,  and  shall  from 
time  to  time  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
permanent  pension  fund  such  portions  of 
the  proceeds  of  said  five  cents  upon  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation 
aforesaid  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Schooi 
Committee,  wilJ  not  be  needed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  pensions  to  teachers  during 
that  year.  The  School  Committee  shall  also 
annually  appropriate  for  the  purposes  con- 
templated by  this  act,  an  amount  equal  to 
all  money  deducted  or  withheld  on  account 
of  absence  from  the  salary  of  any  membe" 
or  members  of  said  teaching  or  supervising 
staff,  except  that  during  the  years  nineteen 
hundred  and  ten,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  and  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve 
the  amount  so  appropriated  shall  be  re- 
spectively equal  to  one-fourth,  two-fourths 
and  three-fourths  of  all  such  deductions. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  is  further 
amended  by  striking  out  sections  six  ai*d 
seven,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sections:  Section  6.  The  total 
amount  of  pensions  payable  hereunder  in 
any  one  year  shall  not  exceed  the  proceeds 
of  the  said  five  cents  upon  each  thou- 
sand dollars  of  the  valuation  aforesaid, 
and  the  aforesaid  deductions  from  the  sal- 
aries of  said  teaching  and  supervising 
staff,  together  with  the  interest  accru- 
ing during  that  year  from  the  investment 
of  the  permanent  fund.  Section  7.  The 
school  committee  of  said  city,  by  a  major- 
ity vote  of  all  its  members,  may  retire 
with  a  pension  any  member  of  the  teach- 
ing or  supervising  staff  of  the  public  day 
schools  of  the  city  of  Boston  who  has 
attained  the  age  of  sixty-fiveyears,  andsuch 
other  members  of  the  teaching  or  supervis- 
ing staff  of  said  schools    as,  in    the    opinion 
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of  said  school  committee,  are  mentally  or 
physically  incapacitated  for  further  effi- 
cient service.  If  a  person  so  retired  has 
been  employed  in  teaching  or  supervising 
in  public  day  schools  for  a  period  aggre- 
gating thirty  years  or  more,  ten  years  of 
which  shall  have  been  in  the  public  day 
schools  of  the  city  of  Boston,  such  a  per- 
son shall  be  paid  a  pension  at  the  annual 
rate  of  one-third  of  the  annual  salary  paid 
to  said  person  at  the  time  of  retirement. 
And  in  no  case  shall  the  pension  of  any 
person  so  retired  after  thirty  years  of 
service,  be  less  than  three  hundred  and 
twelve  dollars.  If  a  person  so  retired  has 
been  employed  in  teaching  or  supervising 
in  public  day  schools  for  a  period  aggre- 
gating less  than  thirty  years,  said  per- 
son shall  be  paid  a  pension  which  bears 
the  same  ratio  to  the  pension  provided  for 
on  retirement  after  thirty  years  of  ser- 
vice as  the  total  number  of  years  of  ser- 
vice of  said  person  bears  to  thirty  years. 
The  pension  of  any  teacher  retired  be- 
cause of  mental  or  physical  incapacity 
shall  terminate  if,  and  when,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  school  committee  such  per- 
son's mental  or  physical  incapacity  shall 
have  ceased. 

In  determining  the  aggregate  length  of 
service  of  any  person  retired  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  any  period  of  leave 
of  absence  under  salary  shall  be  considered 
as  equivalent  to  an  equal  amount  of  teach- 
ing service.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  of 
Boston  shall  pay  pensions  under  this  act  in 
accordance  with  monthy  pay  rolls  pre- 
pared and  certified  to  by  the  school  com- 
mittee. The  school  committee  of  the  city 
of  Boston  shall  establish  a  schedule  of  pen- 
sions in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  The  pensions  of  persons  already 
retired  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  589 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  eight  shall  be  re-established  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  pro- 
vided, that  the  pension  already  established 
for  any  such  person  shall  not  be  decreased. 
The  annual  pension  of  persons  who  come 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  537  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine  shall  be 
one  hundred  and  eighty  dollars.  Section 
8.  The  term  "teaching  and  supervising  staff 
of  the  public  day  schools  of  the  city  of 
Boston,"  in  this  act  shall  include  the  super- 
intendent, assistant  superintendents,  super- 
visors, assistant  supervisors,  directors,  as- 
sistant directors,  principals  and  all  regu- 
lar and  special  teachers  permanently  em- 
ployed in  giving  or  supervising  instruction 
in  the  public  day  schools  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  for  the  purposes  enumerated 
in  this  act,  the  principal  and  the  assist- 
ants of  the  Boston  Parental  School  and 
the  director  of  evening  schools.  Section  9. 
All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed.  Section  10.  This 
act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

school  in  America,  the  position  to  which 
he  was  thus  assigned  being  one  of  the 
most    prominent    in    the    school    system. 


During  his  thirty-six  years  of  service, 
the  sincere  devotion  to  his  duties  which 
he  has  always  displayed,  his  zeal  and  effi- 
ciency, and  his  genial,  unassuming  per- 
sonality have  merited  and  won  the  high 
regard  of  his  associates  and  pupils.  The 
fruits  of  his  work  and  the  inspiration  of 
his  life  will  leave  a  lasting  impression, 
and  his  influence  will  long  be  felt  in  the 
community.

der Chapter  537  of  the  Acts  of  1909.

The  Board  proceeded  to  discuss  the  pro- 
posed act  amending  Chapter  589  of  the  Acts 
of  1908,  relative  to  the  retirement  of  teach- 
ers on  pension,  as  submitted  at  the  meet- 
ing of  Mar.  7  (see  pp.  37,  38),  and  were  ad- 
dressed on  behalf  of  the  Teachers'  Council 
on  Pensions  by  Loea  P.  Howard  in  support 
of  the  plan  recommended  by  said  Council.

Mar.  21,  1910. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in 
the  School  Committee  Chamber,  Mason- 
street  Building,  at  5:18  o"  clock  P.  M.,  the 
Chairman  presiding.

APPROVAL   OF    RECORDS. 

The  reading  of  the  records  ofi  the  last 
two  meetings  was  omitted,  the  Board  ap- 
proving them  as  printed. 

PENSIONS. 

The  Superintendent  presented  the  follow- 
ing redraft  of  a  proposed  act  relative  to 
the  payment  of  pensions  to  members  or 
the  teaching  or  supervising  staff  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  City  of  Boston,  which 
had  been  approved  by  the  Teachers'  Coun- 
cil on  Pensions:— 

The    Commonwealth    of    Massachusetts,     in    the 
Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Ten. 

AN  ACT   Relative   to   the  Payment   of  Pensions 

to  the  Members  of  the  Teaching-  or  Supervising 

Staff    of    the    Public    Schools    of    the    City    of 

Boston. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled,  and 
by  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: — 

Section  1.  Section  one  or  chapter  five  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  eight  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  "at  a  rate  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty  dollars  a  year"  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  The  school  committee  of  the  city  of 
Boston  shall  forthwith  establish  a  permanent 
pension  fund  for  the  payment  of  pensions  as 
hereinafter  set  forth  to  the  members  of  the 
teaching  or  supervising  staff  of  the  public  day 
schools  of  the  said  city. 

Section  2.  Section  4  of  said  chapter  is  further 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: "Accrued  interest  not  expended  during 
any  year  shall  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund" 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  4.  In  addition 
to  the  amount  which  the  school  committee  is 
now  authorized  by  law  to  appropriate  for  the 
support  of  the  pubLc  schools  of  this  city,  and 
for  other  purposes,  it  shall  annually  appropriate 
for  the  purposes  contemplated  by  this  act,  and 
in  the  same  manner  in  which  it  makes  appro- 
priations for  other  school  purposes,  the  sum  of 
five  cents  upon  each  one  thousand  dollai-s  of  the 
valuation  on  which  the  appropriations  of  the 
city  council  of  the  city  are  based,  and  shall 
from  time  to  time  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
permanent  pension  fund  such  portions  of  the 
proceeds  of  said  five  cents  upon  each  one  thou- 
sand dollars  of  the  valuation  aforesaid  as,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  school  committee,  will  not  be 
needed  for  the  purpose  of  paying  pensions  to 
teachers  during  that  year.  Accrued  interest  not 
expended  during  any  year  shall  be  added  to  the 
permanent  fund. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  is  further  amended  by 
striking  out  sections  six  and  seven  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following  sections: 
Section  6.  The  total  amount  of  pensions  payable 
hereunder  in  any  one  year  shall  not  exceed  the 
proceeds  of  the  said  five  cents  upon  each  one 
thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  aforesaid, 
together  with  the  interest  aecuring  during  that 
fron:  the  investment  of  the  permanent 
fund.  In  case  the  amount  available  in  any  on"? 
under  thin  act  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the 
pensions  that  have  been  granted,  the  amount  so 
available  shall  be  divided  pro  rata  among  those 
to  whom  pensions  have  b&en  or  may  be  granted 
on  the  basis  of  the  amount  of  the  pension  each 


is  then  receiving.  Section  7.  The  school  com- 
mittee of  said  city,  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its 
members,  may  retire  with  a  pension  any  mem- 
bers of  the  teaching  or  supervising  staff  of  the 
public  day  schools  of  the  city  of  Boston,  who 
shall  have  attained  the  age  of  sixty-five  years, 
and  such  other  members  of  the  teaching  or 
supervising  staff  of  said  schools,  as,  in  the 
opinion  of  said  school  committee,  shall  be  in- 
capacitated for  further  efficient  service.  If  a 
person  so  retired  has  been  employed  in  teaching 
or  supervising  in  public  day  schools  for  a 
period  aggregating  thirty  years  or  more,  ten 
years  of  which  shall  have  been  in  the  employ 
of  the  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
such  a  person  shall  be  paid  a  pension  at  the 
annual  rate  of  one-third  of  the  annual  salary 
paid  to  said  person  at  the  time  of  retirement; 
provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  pension  of 
any  person  so  retired  after  thirty  years  of 
service,  be  less  than  three  hundred  and  twelve 
dollars.  If  a  person  so  retired  has  been  em- 
ployed in  teaching  or  supervising  in  the  public 
day  schools  for  a  period  aggregating  less  than 
thirty  years,  ten  years  of  which  shall  have  been 
in  the  employ  of  the  school  committee  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  said  person  shall  be  paid  a  pen- 
sion which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  the  pension 
provided  for  on  retirement  after  thirty  years  of 
service  as  the  total  number  of  years  of  service 
of  said  person  bears  to  thirty  years.  The  pen- 
sion of  any  teacher  retired  because  of  incapacity 
shall  terminate  if,  and  when,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  school  committee  such  person's  incapacity 
shall  have  ceased  and  said  teacher  shall  have 
been  tendered  reappointment  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  city  of  Boston.  In  determining 
the  aggregate  length  of  service  of  any  person 
retired  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  any 
period  of  leave  of  absence  under  salary  shall  >*•• 
considered  as  equivalent  to  an  equal  amount  of 
teaching  service.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  of 
Boston  shall  pay  pensions  under  this  act  in 
accordance  with  monthly  pay  rolls  prepared 
and  certified  to  by  the  school  committee.  The 
school  committee  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall 
establish  a  schedule  of  pensions  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  pensions 
of  persons  already  retired  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  589  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  eight  shall  be  reestablished  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  date 
from  the  first  day  of  the  calendar  month  next 
following  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  The  school  committee  of  said  city  may 
from  time  to  time  grart  a  pension  to  any  person 
who  was  an  annuitant  of  the  Boston  Teachers' 
Retirement  Fund  Association  at  the  time  when 
chapter  589  of  the  acts  of  the  year  1908  took 
effect,  and  to  any  other  teacher  who  had  retired 
previous  to  said  time,  and  who  had  taught  in 
the  public  day  schools  for  a  period  aggregating 
thirty  years,  twenty  of  which  had  been  in  the 
public  day  schools  of  the  city  of  Boston,  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  eighty  dol- 
lars per  annum,  which  shall  be  payable  from 
the  fund  established  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Section  5.  The  term  "teaching  or  supervising 
staff  of  the  public  day  schools  of  the  city  of 
Boston"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  include  the 
superintendent,  assistant  superintendents,  super- 
visors, assistant  supervisors,  directors,  assistant 
directors,  principals  and  all  other  persons  perma- 
nently employed  in  giving  or  supervising  instruc- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Boston 
and  the  principal  and  the  teachers  of  the  Par- 
ental School  of  the  city  of  Boston,  provided, 
that  all  appointments  of  principals  or  of  teach- 
ers in  the  Parental  School  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  approved 
by  the  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
before  said  principals  or  teachers  begin  service. 

Section  6.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

Unanimously  approved  for  presentation 
to  the  Legislature,  and  the  Chairman  and 
the  Superintendent  authorized  to  appear 
before  the  Committee  on  Education  of  the 
Legislature  at  the  hearing  to  be  held  on 
Mar.  22,  1910,  in  support  thereof.

(1)  That  the  Schoolhouse  Commission  in- 
stall in  the  school  buildings  in  different  sec- 
tions of  the  city  a  sufficient  number  of 
jet  fountains  to  guarantee  a  fair  test  and 
comparison. 

(2)  That  a  series  of  bacteriological  ex- 
aminations be  taken  to  learn,  if  possible, 
the  efficiency  of  this  method  in  doing  away 
with  the  dangers  now  recognized  in  tiie 
use  of  common  drinking  cups. 

(3)  That  the  discontinuance  of  common 
drinking  cups  be  encouraged,  and  bubbling 
fountains  instituted  as  soon  as  satisfac- 
torily perfected,  and  that  the  facilities  for 
obtaining  water  from  faucets  for  other 
than  drinking  purposes  should  be  retained 
on  each  corridor  or  wherever  faucets  are 
now  installed. 

Accepted,  and  a  copy  thereof  ordered  to 
be  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse 
Commissioners,  and  the  following  action

3.  That  these  subjects  be  presented  with 
the  object  in  view  of  preparing  pupils  for 
commercial   or  secretarial  work. 

4.  That  much  freedom  be  allowed  pupils 
in  the  selection  of  subjects  of  study,  and 
that  these  subjects,  so  far  as  possible,  be 
adapted  to  meet  the  pupils'  individual 
needs. 

5.  That  pupils  be  advanced  as  rapidly  as 
their  ability  and  application  will  permit, 
and  that  a  certificate  be  granted  at  any 
time  that  the  subject  is  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted. 

6.  That  the  work  of  the  school  be  de- 
cidedly practical  and  such  as  will  acquaint 
the  pupils  with  up-to-date  business  trans- 
actions that  may  be  made  of  immediate 
value  to  them  in  business  pursuits.

temporary  employment  of  James  Fountain 
as  janitor  of  the  continuation  school,  lo- 
cated in  that  building. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  recommendation 
adopted. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian,  under  date  of  Apr. 
18,  1910,  stating  that  the  area  of  premises 
No.  91  Bedford  street,  which  have  been 
secured  for  occupancy  by  the  continuation 
school,  is  about  equal  to  that  of  a  portable 
building,  and  recommending,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  janitor  is  not  required  to 
heat  the  premises,  his  compensation  be 
fixed  at  the  rate  of  $1.38  per  week,  being 
the  minimum  rate  in  accordance  with  the 
schedule. 

Placed  on  file,  and  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  salary  of  .the  jan- 
itor of  the  room  at  No.  91  Bedford  street, 
occupied  by  the  continuation  classes,  be 
established  at  the  rate  of  $1.38  per  week, 
to  date  from  Apr.  11,  1910. 

JANITORSHIP,    MT.    VERNON-STREET 
SCHOOL-HOUSE. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian,  under  date  of  Apr. 
18,  1910,  stating  that  Simeon  Robinson,  sub- 
stitute janitor,  ifs  the  only  candidate  for 
transfer  to  the  janitorship  of  the  Mt.  Ver- 
non-street School-house,  and  recommend- 
ing that  he  be  transferred  to  this  position 
to  date  from  Apr.  29,  1910. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  transfer  of  Simeon 
Robinson  to  said  position  approved,  from 
the  date  stated. 

CONDITION    OF    GROUNDS,     EDWARD 
EVERETT  SCHOOL. 

Mr.  Brock,  to  whom  was  referred  at  the 
meeting  of  Apr.  4,  1910,  a  communication 
from  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sioners relating  to  the  condition  of  the 
grounds  of  the  Edward  Everett  School, 
reported  that  he  had  given  attention  to  the 
matter,  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  chil- 
dren in  our  schools,  at  least,  should  be 
taught  to  respect  and  to  exercise  due  care 
for  school  property,  and  that  this  Board 
should  cooperate  with  the  Schoolhouse  De- 
partment   in    the    protection    and    care    of 


grounds  upon  which  that  Department  has 
expended  money  in  beautifying,  and  rec- 
ommended that  proper  instructions  to  this 
effect  be  issued  to  janitors  by  the  School- 
house  Custodian,  to  principals  of  schools 
and  districts  by  the  Superintendent,  and 
that  a  copy  of  this  report  be  transmitted 
to  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commission- 
ers. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  placed  on 
file,  and  the  recommendations  contained 
therein  adopted. 

INDEPENDENT  LIGHTING  PLANT, 
HIGH  SCHOOL  OF  COMMERCE  AND 
SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATION  BUILD- 
ING. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Co.,  under 
date  of  Apr.  6,  1910,  with  reference  to  the 
installation  of  an  independent  lighting 
plant  in  the  High  School  of  Commerce  and 
School  Administration  Building,  stating 
that  said  company  would  like  to  have  its 
representative  point  out  to  the  School 
Committee  the  many  points  of  expenditure 
and  efficiency  to  be  considered  in  operat- 
ing one's  own  plant,  which  expenses  are 
often  overlooked  in  compiling  preliminary 
figures,  and  asking  that  an  appointment  be 
made  with  him  for  this  purpose. 

Referred  to  Mr.  Magenis  for  attention.

The  Board  proceeded  to  the  election  of 
an  assistant  superintendent  for  the  term 
of  six  years,   to  date  from  Sept.  1,  1910.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION, 
ADDITIONAL  SCHOOL  ACCOMMODA- 
TIONS. 

The  report  received  from  the  Finance 
Commission  at  the  meeting  of  Apr.  4,  1910 
(see  p.  53),  addressed  to  the  Committee 
on  Cities  of  the  Legislature,  with  refer- 
ence to  House  Bill  No.  441— authorizing  the 
City  of  Boston  to  incur  additional  indebt- 
edness for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
furnishing  additional  elementary  school 
accommodations  and  acquiring  land  as 
sites  therefor— was  taken  from  the  table, 
placed  on  file  and  the  Secretary  directed  to 
inform  the  Finance  Commission  of  the  re- 
cent action  of  the  Board  appropriating 
$529,557  for  additional  school  accommoda- 
tions to  be  met  from  the  tax  levy,  under 
chapter  388  of  the  acts  of  1909. 

USE  OF  SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS 
FOR  ELECTION  AND  OTHER  MUNICI- 
PAL PURPOSES  AND  PAYMENT 
THEREFOR. 

The    communication    received    from    the 
Board    of    Election    Commissioners,    under 
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date  of  Mar.  11,  1910,  requesting  the  use 
of  accommodations  in  school  buildings 
for  polling  places,  was  taken  up  and  tne 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  transmit  a 
communication  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
on  the  subject,  to  the  effect  that  the  Com- 
mittee is  credibly  informed  that  the  use  of 
such  accommodations  will  result  in  a  sub- 
stantial saving  to  the  Election  Department, 
amounting  to  $12,000  or  $15,000;  that  the 
policy  laid  down  by  the  Mayor  with  re- 
spect to  various  city  departments  bearing 
their  own  expenses  is  applicable  to  such 
use  of  school  premises;  that  the  School 
Committee  is  therefore  willing  to  approve 
the  application,  a  rental  charge  of  $2o 
per  day  for  each  polling  place,  and  $10  per 
day  for  each  wardroom  in  a  school  build- 
ing, exclusive  of  janitor  service,  and  in- 
clusive of  light   and   heat. 

Also  to  call  the  Mayor's  attention  to  the 
municipal  concerts  held  in  school  buildings, 
for  which  the  Committee  feels  that  a  rent- 
al charge  of  $5  each  should  be  made,  ex- 
clusive  of   janitor   service. 

Also  that  the  Committee  feels  that  a 
reasonable  rental  for  that  portion  of  the 
old  East  Boston  High  School-house,  which 
is  now  occupied  by  the  East  Boston  Dis- 
trict Court  and  a  Branch  of  the  Public  Li- 
brary, and  is  therefore  unavailable  for 
school  purposes,  exclusive  of  janitor  ser- 
vice, light  and  heat,  would  be  $5000. 

Also  that  the  passageway  between  the 
building  occupied  by  the  School  Committee 
on  Mason  street  and  the  Engine  House  ad- 
joining, which  belongs  to  the  school  estate, 
is  used  very  largely  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, for  which  use  the  Committee  does 
not  now  feel  disposed  to  urge  that  the  Fire 
Department  be  required  to  pay. 

And  that  a  copy  of  the  communication 
be  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  and  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mission. 

CLEANING    OF    WINDOWS,    DORCHES- 
TER HIGH  SCHOOL. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Mr. 
Charles  J.  Lincoln,  Head-Master  of  the 
Dorchester  High  School,  stating  that  the 
double  windows  in  the  upper  part  of  that 
building  are  in  such  condition  as  to  seri- 
ously interfere  with  their  usefulness,  and 
the  'construction  of  the  building  renders 
the  cleaning  of  them  attendant  with  some 
expense  and  danger,  as  the  windows 
cannot  be  cleaned  unless  one  of  them  is 
removed  from  the  frame. 

Referred  to  the  Secretary  for  investiga- 
tion and  report. 


USE    OF    PUBLIC    BATHS    BY    QUINCY 
SCHOOL    PUPILS. 

Two  communications  were  received  from 
Frederick  W.  Swan,  Master  of  the  Quincy 
District,  under  date  of  Apr.  18,  1910,  re- 
questing that  an  arrangement  with  the 
Bath  Department  be  authorized  whereby 
six  hundred  boys  attending  the  Quincy 
School  be  permitted  to  take  a  weekly  bath 
at  the  city  gymnasium  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  school,  the  School  Committee  paying 
the  Bath  Department  one  cent  per  pupil 
per  bath,  the  total  annual  expense  not  to 
exceed  $240  per  annum. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  in- 
structed to  inform  Mr.  Swan  that  while 
the  Board  sympathizes  with  this  propo- 
sition, it  does  not  feel  that  in  the  use  of 
a  city  bath,  an  exception  should  be  made 
against  children  attending  a  public  school 
by  the  requiring  of  a  fee  for  the  use  of 
such  facilities. 


GIFT    TO    WASHINGTON    SCHOOL. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
Benjamin  J.  Hinds,  Master  of  the  Wash- 
ington School,  under  date  of  Apr.  12,  1910, 
stating  that  the  Public  School  Art  League 
has  presented  to  that  school  sixty-four 
photographs  which  have  been  hung  in  va- 
rious rooms,  and  recommending  that  the 
gift  be  accepted. 

Placed  on  file,  the  gift  accepted  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Draw- 
ing and  Manual  Training,  and  the  Secre- 
tary directed  to  extend  the  thanks  of  the 
Board   therefor. 


AMENDMENT   TO   RULES. 

The  order  offered  at  the  meeting  of  Apr. 
4,  1910  (see  p.  57).  amending  section  138, 
paragraph  IV.  of  the  rules,  with  reference 
to  exempting  certain  teachers  in  the  ser- 
vice who  desire  to  obtain  the  IV.

Proceedings  of  School  Committee. 


Apr.  25,  1910. 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in 
the  School  Committee  Chamber,  Mason- 
street  Building,  at  5:20  o'clock  P.M.,  the 
Chairman  presiding.

APPROVAL  OF  RECORDS. 

The  reading  of  the  records  of  the  last 
meeting  was  omitted,  the  Board  approving 
them  as  printed. 

APPROPRIATION      FOR      ADDITIONAL 
SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  following  communication  was  re- 
ceived:— 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 

Apr.  21,  1910. 
To  the  School  Committee, 

Gentlemen:— 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  ap- 
proval, your  order  presented  to  me  on 
April  12,  appropriating  $529,557  from  the 
tax  levy  of  this  year  for  land  and  build- 
ings for  schools.  This  amount  is  in  addi- 
tion to  the  sum  of  $500,000  already  appro- 
priated by  you  for  this  purpose,  payable 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  bonds, 
and  to  the  further  sum  of  $300,000  which 
you  are  authorized  to  appropriate  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  administration  build- 
ing, which  is  also  to  contain  the  High 
School  of  Commerce.  If  all  three  appro- 
priations should  be  made,  the  total  ex- 
penditures for  school  buildings  this  year 
would  be  $1,329,557.  The  appropriation  for 
maintenance  is  $4,455,000,  and  the  amount 
due  for  interest  and  sinking  funds  on 
schoolhouse  loans,  already  issued,  will  be 
$848,319.  This  total  of  $6,632,876  for  school 
expenditures  in  one  year  is  so  large  as  to 
invite  a  careful  scrutiny. 

The  effect  of  your  recent  order  will  be 
to  increase  the  tax  rate  of  the  city  this 
year  by  40  cents.  Before  sanctioning  this 
increase,  it  becomes  my  duty,  as  mayor, 
to   inquire: 

(1)  Are  all  the  new  schoolhouses  desired 
by  your  Board  actually  needed? 

(2)  Can  the  city  afford  to  build  them 
now? 

(3)  If  so,  is  the  method  of  payment  from 
taxes  preferable  to  the  method  of  payment 
from  loans? 

'On  the  first  question,  it  is  fair  to  point 
out  that  of  the  $20,000,000  which  is,  in  round 
numbers,  the  present  valuation  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  Boston,  over  $14,000,003  has 
been  appropriated  since  1895.  This  is  equiv- 
alent to  the  cost,  at  present  rates,  of  1400 
elementary  school  rooms  or  100  14-room 
schools.  A  government  that  has  made  such 
an  expenditure  in  15  years  cannot  be  ac- 
cused of  remissness  or  parsimony.  It  has 
earned  the  right,  by  a  munificence  which 
approaches  prodigality,  to  challenge  further 
appeals,  and  to  demand  convincing  evi- 
dence that  the  additions  asked  for  are 
needed. 

This  evidence  is  set  forth  in  a  series  of 
letters  from  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
to  your  board,  copies  of  which  have  been 
furnished  me.  Omitting  high  schools,  kin- 
dergartens, and  the  extension  of  school 
yards,  for  which  he  gives  no  specific  esti- 
mates, the  Superintendent  enumerates   un- 


der five  separate  heads  the  pupils  who  will 
require  new  accommodations  during  the 
next  three  years.  An  abstract  of  his  enum- 
eration follows:—

It  is,  of  course,  an  accident  that  this 
total  happens  to  coincide  almost  exactly 
with  the  number  of  unoccupied  desks  in 
the  elementary  schools  on  Oct.  31  1909, 
which  was  13,874.  But  it  is  suggestive  to 
observe  that  the  dearth  of  accommodations 
which  your  board  now  seeks  to  remedy  has 
been  created  by  the  abandonment  of  space 
and  equipment  originally  regarded  as  satis- 
factory. The  following  list,  showing  the 
percentage  of  unoccupied  desks  in  some  of 
the  more  conspicuously  vacant  schools,  re- 
veals a  condition  that  seems  to  be  fairly 
distributed  throughout  the  different  sec- 
tions of  the  city:

While  the  problem  of  the  distribution  of 
pupils  is  a  difficult  one,  I  find  it  hard  to 
believe  that  by  a  skilful  rearrangement  of 
the  district  lines,  some,  at  least,  of  this  dis- 
carded furniture  and  unprofitable  space 
might  not  be  utilized.  Your  board  appears 
to  possess  numerous  school  buildings,  some 
of  them  almost  new,  which  are  from  a 
quarter  to  two-fifths  empty;  yet  pupils  are 
sent  out  into  portables  and  rented  rooms  on 
th*3  plea  of  over-crowding. 

Taking  up  the  items  in  the  superinten- 
dent's enumeration  I  find  varying  degrees 
of  necessity  among  them,  and  most,  if  not 
all  of  them,  leave  room  for  serious  ques- 
tion. The  superintendent  estimates,  for 
example,  an  addition  of  1787  pupils  each 
year  to  the  elementary  school  population. 
But  the  average  increase  in  the  maximum 
registration  (which  occurs  about  Nov.  30 
of  each  year)  for  the  last  five  years  has 
been  only  832,  which,  if  maintained,  would 
reduce  the  superintendent's  estimate  for 
three   years   by   2865  pupils. 

It  is  true  that  the  change  from  a 
nine  years'  to  an  eight  years'  course  of 
study  has  been  a  disturbing  factor;  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  growth  of  the 
parochial  school  system  seems  certain  to 
diminish  the  rate  of  increase  of  the  pub- 
lic school  population  in  the  near  future. 
The  following  parochial  schools,  either  un- 
der way  or  contemplated,  will  all  have 
been  completed  within  two  years  and  most 
of    them    within    a    twelvemonth:— 

St.    Margaret's,    Dorchester,   18  rooms.    .. 

Cathedral,   South  End,   10  rooms. 

St.   Anne's,   Neponset,   12  rooms. 

St.     Catherine's,     Charlestown,    about    10 
rooms. 

St.  Francis  de  Sales',  Roxbury,  about  18 
rooms. 

Here  is  a  total  of  68  rooms,  accommo- 
dating over  3000  pupils,  who  will  soon  be 
withdrawn  from  the  elementary  schools.  A 
trustworthy  and  exhaustive  estimate 
should  give  due  weight  to  this  factor. 

Many  other  factors  that  cannot  be  fore- 
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seen  enter  into  such  a  calculation— the 
birth  and  death  rates,  good  and  bad  times, 
immigration,  modifications  in  the  school 
laws— but  if  the  low  average  rate  of  in- 
crease of  the  last  five  years  should  con- 
tinue, then  the  establishment  of  the  pa- 
rochial schools  mentioned  will  more  than 
offset  the  accessions  and  will  bring  about 
a  positive  decline  in  numbers.  The  mere 
possibility  of  this  should  impose  a  check 
on  the  liberality  of  your  board.  A  station- 
ary registration  in  the  elementary  schools 
during  the  next  three  years  would  mean 
the  saving  of  about  $1,220,000,  or  $406,000  each 
year,  which  wTould  go  far  toward  extin- 
guishing the  entire  sum  appropriated  in  the 
order  before  me. 

As  for  the  pupils  in  unsafe  or  unsanitary 
buildings,  no  one  will  dispute  their  right 
to  proper  accommodations.  Unfortunately, 
however,  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion 
about  some  of  the  items  under  this  head. 
Experts  might  be  cited  who  hold  views  en- 
tirely opposed  to  those  of  your  board,  and 
whose  knowledge  of  this  particular  field 
is  unexcelled.  From  information  conveyed 
to  me  by  them,  I  am  led  to  believe  that 
more  than  one  of  the  condemned  buildings 
might  serve  for  many  years  to  come,  with 
a  moderate  expenditure  for  repairs. 

The  pupils  in  rented  quarters  are  all 
young  children,  who  are  destined  to  pass 
soon  into  the  regular  school  buildings.  The 
same  is  true  of  those  in  the  portable 
schools,  to  which  the  chief  objection  seems 
to  be  that  they  intrude  upon  the  play- 
ground space. 

Neither  the  portable  buildings  nor  the 
rented  quarters  are  more  than  an  episode 
in  the  school  life  of  any  of  the  pupils  who 
attend  classes  in  them,  and,  while  they 
cannot  be  considered  entirely  satisfactory, 
it  is  quite  possible  to  magnify  their  disad- 
vantages. 

The  reduction  of  the  number  of  pupils 
in  each  class  from  48  to  44  has  much  to 
commend  it;  but,  since  it  calls  for  increased 
expenditures  for  land,  buildings,  teachers 
and  equipment,  it  can  only  be  brought 
about  gradually,  as  the  resources  of  the 
city  permit  of  the  change. 

This  consideration  leads  directly  to  the 
question  of  the  ability  of  the  city  to  expend 
$1,329,000  for  school  buildings  this  year— a 
question  not  to  be  answered  in  the  affirma- 
tive without  hesitation.  It  is  natural  that 
you  should  be  impressed  with  the  value  of 
vour  special  work,  and  quite  conscien- 
tiously exaggerate  its  claims,  but  my  rela- 
tion to  other  departments  of  municipal 
activity  may  enable  me  to  view  its  impor- 
tance in  a  truer  perspective. 

From  every  section  there  come  to  me 
demands  for  new  streets,  sewers,  bridges, 
playgrounds,  incinerators,  hospitals,  muni- 
cipal buildings,  fire  apparatus,  and  a  hun- 
dred other  conveniences  and  necessities, 
some  of  them  quite  as  vital  to  the  welfare  of 
the  children  themselves  as  the  difference 
between  44  and  48  pupils  in  a  room  con- 
structed to  seat  56. 

At  best,  the  city  can  not  meet  half  ot 
these  demands,  particularly  in  the  present 
year  when  a  prospective  increase  of  the 
state  and  metropolitan  charges  may  defeat 
our  most  strenuous  efforts  to  reduce  the 
tax  rate.  In  view  of  this  likelihood,  the 
vote  of  your  board,  which  will  add  another 
40  cents  to  the  burden,  seems  singularly  in- 
opportune. „   . 

It  is  neither  equitable  nor  judicious  to 
hold  down  expenditures  in  every  other  de- 
partment, while  the  expenditures  from  the 
tax  levy  for  school  purposes  are  allowed  to 
double  in  the  short  space-of  12  years. 

On  the  third  question,  that  of  the  best 
method  of  paying  for  improvements  which, 
while  admittedly  of  a  permanent  character, 
are  alleged  to  be  annually  recurrent,  there 
is  no  unanimity  of  opinion.  Mayor  Collins 
vetoed  an  attempt  of  your  predecessors  to 
do  what  vou  now  seek  to  do.  Successive 
school  boards,  including  the  present  one, 
have  apparently  accepted  this  policy.  The 
Finance  Commission  has  suggested  a  tem- 


porary compromise.  Large  business  cor- 
porations, other  cities  and  the  Common- 
wealth itself  certainly  borrow  in  order  to 
provide  permanent  additions  to  their  equip- 
ment. I  shall  not,  however,  undertake  to 
decide  in  which  of  the  two  ways  the  de- 
sired amounts  should  be  raised  until  I  am 
more  fully  convinced  that  it  is  necessary 
to  raise  them  at  all. 

In  view  of  the  many  debatable  items  in 
your  list,  of  the  urgent  demands  of  other  de- 
partments, and  of  the  new  financial  bur- 
dens anticipated  during  the  present  year,  I 
respectfully  request  your  board  to  recon- 
sider its  vote  and  to  submit  this  question 
specifically  to  the  Finance  Commission, 
which,  with  the  special  appropriation 
which  it  has  received  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  school  expenditures,  should 
be  able  to  render  an  authoritative  report. 
In  the  meantime,  you  may  still  avail  your- 
selves of  the  $500,000  loan  authorized  for 
this  year,  which  will  build  four  large 
schools,  containing  about  50  rooms  and  ac- 
commodating about  2250  pupils.

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  School  Corn- 
mi  Ltee  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in 
the  School  Committee  Chamber,  Mason- 
street  Building,  at  5:20  o'clock  P.M.,  the 
Chairman  presiding.

APPROPRIATION      FOR      ADDITIONAL 
SCHOOL   ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  following  communication  was  re- 
ceived:— 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 

Apr.  21,  1910. 
To  the  School  Committee, 

Gentlemen:— 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  ap- 
proval, your  order  presented  to  me  on 
April  12,  appropriating  $529,557  from  the 
tax  levy  of  this  year  for  land  and  build- 
ings for  schools.  This  amount  is  in  addi- 
tion to  the  sum  of  $500,000  already  appro- 
priated by  you  for  this  purpose,  payable 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  bonds, 
and  to  the  further  sum  of  $300,000  which 
you  are  authorized  to  appropriate  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  administration  build- 
ing, which  is  also  to  contain  the  High 
School  of  Commerce.  If  all  three  appro- 
priations should  be  made,  the  total  ex- 
penditures for  school  buildings  this  year 
would  be  $1,329,557.  The  appropriation  for 
maintenance  is  $4,455,000,  and  the  amount 
due  for  interest  and  sinking  funds  on 
schoolhouse  loans,  already  issued,  will  be 
$848,319.  This  total  of  $6,632,876  for  school 
expenditures  in  one  year  is  so  large  as  to 
invite  a  careful  scrutiny. 

The  effect  of  your  recent  order  will  be 
to  increase  the  tax  rate  of  the  city  this 
year  by  40  cents.  Before  sanctioning  this 
increase,  it  becomes  my  duty,  as  mayor, 
to   inquire: 

(1)  Are  all  the  new  schoolhouses  desired 
by  your  Board  actually  needed? 

(2)  Can  the  city  afford  to  build  them 
now? 

(3)  If  so,  is  the  method  of  payment  from 
taxes  preferable  to  the  method  of  payment 
from  loans? 

'On  the  first  question,  it  is  fair  to  point 
out  that  of  the  $20,000. 000  which  is,  in  round 
numbers,  the  present  valuation  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  Boston,  over  $14,000,000  has 
been  appropriated  since  1895.  This  is  equiv- 
alent to  the  cost,  at  present  rates,  of  1400 
elementary  school  rooms  or  100  14-room 
schools.  A  government  that  has  made  such 
an  expenditure  in  15  years  cannot  be  ac- 
cused of  remissness  or  parsimony.  It  has 
earned  the  right,  by  a  munificence  which 
approaches  prodigality,  to  challenge  further 
appeals,  and  to  demand  convincing  evi- 
dence that  the  additions  asked  for  are 
needed. 

This  evidence  is  set  forth  in  a  series  of 
letters  from  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
to  your  board,  copies  of  which  have  been 
furnished  me.  Omitting  high  schools,  kin- 
dergartens, and  the  extension  of  school 
yards,  for  which  he  gives  no  specific  esti- 
mates,  the  Superintendent  enumerates   un- 


der five  separate  heads  the  pupils  who  will 
require  new  accommodations  during  the 
next  three  years.  An  abstract  of  his  enum- 
eration follows:—

It  is,  of  course,  an  accident  that  tiiis 
total  happens  to  coincide  almost  exactly 
with  the  number  of  unoccupied  desks  in 
the  elementary  schools  on  Oct.  31,  1939, 
which  was  13,874.  But  it  is  suggestive  to 
observe  that  the  dearth  of  accommodations 
which  your  board  now  seeks  to  remedy  has 
been  created  by  the  abandonment  of  space 
and  equipment  originally  regarded  as  satis- 
factory. The  following  list,  showing  the 
percentage  of  unoccupied  desks  in  some  of 
the  more  conspicuously  vacant  schools,  re- 
veals a  condition  that  seems  to  be  fairly 
distributed  throughout  the  different  sec- 
tions of  the  city:

While  the  problem  of  the  distribution  of 
pupils  is  a  difficult  one,  I  find  it  hard  to 
believe  that  by  a  skilful  rearrangement  of 
the  district  lines,  some,  at  least,  of  this  dis- 
carded furniture  and  unprofitable  space 
might  not  be  utilized.  Your  board  appears 
to  possess  numerous  school  buildings,  some 
of  them  almost  new,  which  are  from  a 
quarter  to  two-fifths  empty;  yet  pupils  are 
sent  out  into  portables  and  rented  rooms  on 
thp  plea  of  over-crowding. 

Taking  up  the  items  in  the  superinten- 
dent's enumeration  I  find  varying  degrees 
of  necessity  among  them,  and  most,  if  not 
all  of  them,  leave  room  for  serious  ques- 
tion. The  superintendent  estimates,  for 
example,  an  addition  of  1787  pupils  each 
year  to  the  elementary  school  population. 
But  the  average  increase  in  the  maximum 
registration  (which  occurs  about  Nov.  30 
of  each  year)  for  the  last  five  years  has 
been  only  832,  which,  if  maintained,  would 
reduce  the  superintendent's  estimate  for 
three   years   by  2865  pupils. 

It  is  true  that  the  change  from  a 
nine  years'  to  an  eight  years'  course  of 
study  has  been  a  disturbing  factor;  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  growth  of  the 
parochial  school  system  seems  certain  to 
diminish  the  rate  of  increase  of  the  pub- 
lic school  population  in  the  near  future. 
The  following  parochial  schools,  either  un- 
der way  or  contemplated,  will  all  have 
been  completed  within  two  years  and  most 
of    them    within    a    twelvemonth:—

Proceedings  of  School  Committee. 


Apr.  25,  1910. 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in 
the  School  Committee  Chamber,  Mason- 
street  Building,  at  5:20  o'clock  P.M.,  the 
Chairman  presiding.

APPROPRIATION      FOR      ADDITIONAL 
SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  following  communication  was  re- 
ceived:— 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 

Apr.  21,  1910. 
To  the  School  Committee, 

Gentlemen:— 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  ap- 
proval, your  order  presented  to  me  on 
April  12,  appropriating  $529,557  from  the 
tax  levy  of  this  year  for  land  and  build- 
ings for  schools.  This  amount  is  in  addi- 
tion to  the  sum  of  $500,000  already  appro- 
priated by  you  for  this  purpose,  payable 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  bonds, 
and  to  the  further  sum  of  $300,000  which 
you  are  authorized  to  appropriate  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  administration  build- 
ing, which  is  also  to  contain  the  High 
School  of  Commerce.  If  all  three  appro- 
priations should  be  made,  the  total  ex- 
penditures for  school  buildings  this  year 
would  be  $1,329,557.  The  appropriation  for 
maintenance  is  $4,455,000,  and  the  amount 
due  for  interest  and  sinking  funds  on 
schoolhouse  loans,  already  issued,  will  be 
$848,319.  This  total  of  $6,632,876  for  school 
expenditures  in  one  year  is  so  large  as  to 
invite  a  careful  scrutiny. 

The  effect  of  your  recent  order  will  be 
to  increase  the  tax  rate  of  the  city  this 
year  by  40  cents.  Before  sanctioning  this 
increase,  it  becomes  my  duty,  as  mayor, 
to   inquire: 

(1)  Are  all  the  new  schoolhouses  desired 
by  your  Board  actually  needed? 

(2)  Can  the  city  afford  to  build  them 
now? 

(3)  If  so,  is  the  method  of  payment  from 
taxes  preferable  to  the  method  of  payment 
from  loans? 

'On  the  first  question,  it  is  fair  to  point 
out  that  of  the  $20,000,000  which  is,  in  round 
numbers,  the  present  valuation  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  Boston,  over  $14,00O,00J  has 
been  appropriated  since  1895.  This  is  equiv- 
alent to  the  cost,  at  present,  rates,  of  1400 
elementary  school  rooms  or  100  14-room 
schools.  A  government  that  has  made  such 
an  expenditure  in  15  years  cannot  be  ac- 
cused of  remissness  or  parsimony.  It  has 
earned  the  right,  by  a  munificence  which 
approaches  prodigality,  to  challenge  further 
appeals,  and  to  demand  convincing  evi- 
dence that  the  additions  asked  for  are 
needed. 

This  evidence  is  set  forth  in  a  series  of 
letters  from  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
to  your  board,  copies  of  which  have  been 
furnished  me.  Omitting  high  schools,  kin- 
dergartens, and  the  extension  of  school 
yards,  for  which  he  gives  no  specific  esti- 
mates, the  Superintendent  enumerates   un- 


der five  separate  heads  the  pupils  who  will 
require  new  accommodations  during  the 
next  three  years.  An  abstract  of  his  enum- 
eration follows:—

It  is,  of  course,  an  accident  that  this 
total  happens  to  coincide  almost  exactly 
with  the  number  of  unoccupied  desks  in 
the  elementary  schools  on  Oct.  31,  19J9, 
which  was  13,874.  But  it  is  suggestive  to 
observe  that  the  dearth  of  accommodations 
which  your  board  now  seeks  to  remedy  has 
been  created  by  the  abandonment  of  space 
and  equipment  originally  regarded  as  satis- 
factory. The  following  list,  showing  the 
percentage  of  unoccupied  desks  in  some  of 
the  more  conspicuously  vacant  schools,  re- 
veals a  condition  that  seems  to  be  fairly 
distributed  throughout  the  different  sec- 
tions of  the  city:

While  the  problem  of  the  distribution  of 
pupils  is  a  difficult  one,  I  find  it  hard  to 
believe  that  by  a  skilful  rearrangement  of 
the  district  lines,  some,  at  least,  of  this  dis- 
carded furniture  and  unprofitable  space 
might  not  be  utilized.  Your  board  appears 
to  possess  numerous  school  buildings,  some 
of  them  almost  new,  which  are  from  a 
quarter  to  two-fifths  empty;  yet  pupils  are 
sent  out  into  portables  and  rented  rooms  on 
the  plea  of  over-crowding. 

Taking  up  the  items  in  the  superinten- 
dent's enumeration  I  find  varying  degrees 
of  necessity  among  them,  and  most,  if  not 
all  of  them,  leave  room  for  serious  ques- 
tion. The  superintendent  estimates,  for 
example,  an  addition  of  1787  pupils  each 
year  to  the  elementary  school  population. 
But  the  average  increase  in  the  maximum 
registration  (which  occurs  about  Nov.  30 
of  each  year)  for  the  last  five  years  has 
been  only  832,  which,  if  maintained,  would 
reduce  the  superintendent's  estimate  for 
three   years   by  2865  pupils. 

It  is  true  that  the  change  from  a 
nine  years'  to  an  eight  years'  course  of 
study  has  been  a  disturbing  factor;  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  growth  of  the 
parochial  school  system  seems  certain  to 
diminish  the  rate  of  increase  of  the  pub- 
lic school  population  in  the  near  future. 
The  following  parochial  schools,  either  un- 
der way  or  contemplated,  will  all  have 
been  completed  within  two  years  and  most 
of    them    within    a    twelvemonth:— 

St.    Margaret's,    Dorchester,   18  rooms.    .. 

Cathedral,   South  End,   10  rooms. 

St.   Anne's,   Neponset,   12  rooms. 

St.     Catherine's,     Charlestown,    about    10 
rooms. 

St.   Francis  de  Sales',  Roxbury,   about  18 
rooms. 

Here  is  a  total  of  68  rooms,  accommo- 
dating over  3000  pupils,  who  will  soon  be 
withdrawn  from  the  elementary  schools.  A 
trustworthy  and  exhaustive  estimate 
should  give  due  weight  to  this  factor. 

Many  other  factors  that  cannot  be  fore- 
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seen  enter  into  such  a  calculation— the 
birth  and  death  rates,  good  and  bad  times, 
immigration,  modifications  in  the  school 
laws— but  if  the  low  average  rate  of  in- 
crease of  the  last  five  years  should  con- 
tinue, then  the  establishment  of  the  pa- 
rochial schools  mentioned  will  more  than 
offset  the  accessions  and  will  bring  about 
a  positive  decline  in  numbers.  The  mere 
possibility  of  this  should  impose  a  check 
on  the  liberality  of  your  board.  A  station- 
ary registration  in  the  elementary  schools 
during  the  next  three  years  would  mean 
the  saving  of  about  $1,220,000,  or  $406,000  each 
year,  which  would  go  far  toward  extin- 
guishing the  entire  sum  appropriated  in  the 
order  before  me. 

As  for  the  pupils  in  unsafe  or  unsanitary 
buildings,  no  one  will  dispute  their  right 
to  proper  accommodations.  Unfortunately, 
however,  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion 
about  some  of  the  items  under  this  head. 
Experts  might  be  cited  who  hold  views  en- 
tirely opposed  to  those  of  your  board,  and 
whose  knowledge  of  this  particular  field 
is  unexcelled.  From  information  conveved 
to  me  by  them,  I  am  led  to  believe  that 
more  than  one  of  the  condemned  buildings 
might  serve  for  many  years  to  come,  with 
a  moderate  expenditure  for  repairs. 

The  pupils  in  rented  quarters  are  all 
young  children,  who  are  destined  to  pass 
soon  into  the  regular  school  buildings.  The 
same  is  true  of  those  in  the  portable 
schools,  to  which  the  chief  objection  seems 
to  be  that  they  intrude  upon  the  play- 
ground space. 

Neither  the  portable  buildings  nor  the 
rented  quarters  are  more  than  an  episode 
in  the  school  life  of  any  of  the  pupils  who 
attend  classes  in  them,  and,  while  they 
cannot  be  considered  entirely  satisfactory, 
it  is  quite  possible  to  magnify  their  disad- 
vantages. 

The  reduction  of  the  number  of  pupils 
in  each  clues  from  48  to  44  has  much  to 
commend  it;  but,  since  it  calls  for  increased 
expenditures  for  land,  buildings,  teachers 
and  equipment,  it  can  only  be  brought 
about  gradually,  as  the  resources  of  the 
city  permit  of  the  change. 

This  consideration  I^ads  uirectiy  to  the 
question  of  the  ability  of  the  city  to  expend 
$1,329,000  for  school  buildings  this  year— a 
question  not  to  be  answered  in  the  affirma- 
tive without  hesitation.  It  is  natural  that 
you  should  be  impressed  with  the  value  of 
your  special  work,  and  quite  conscien- 
tiously exaggerate  its  claims,  but  my  rela- 
tion to  other  departments  of  municipal 
activity  may  enable  me  to  view  its  impor- 
tance in  a  truer  perspective. 

From  every  section  there  come  to  me 
demands  for  new  streets,  sewers,  bridges, 
playgrounds,  incinerators,  hospitals,  muni- 
cipal buildings,  fire  apparatus,  and  a  hun- 
dred other  conveniences  and  necessities, 
some  of  them  quite  as  vital  to  the  welfare  of 
the  children  themselves  as  the  difference 
between  44  and  48  pupils  in  a  room  con- 
structed to  seat  56. 

At  best,  the  city  can  not  meet  half  of 
these  demands,  particularly  in  the  present 
year,  when  a  prospective  increase  of  the 
state  and  metropolitan  charges  may  defeat 
our  most  strenuous  efforts  to  reduce  the 
tax  rate.  In  view  of  this  likelihood,  the 
vote  of  your  board,  which  will  add  another 
40  cents  to  the  burden,  seems  singularly  in- 
opportune. 

It  is  neither  equitable  nor  judicious  to 
hold  down  expenditures  in  every  other  de- 
partment, while  the  expenditures  from  the 
tax  levy  for  school  purposes  are  allowed  to 
double  in  the  short  space  of  12  years. 

On  the  third  question,  that  of  the  best 
method  of  paying  for  improvements  which, 
while  admittedly  of  a  permanent  character, 
are  alleged  to  be  annually  recurrent,  there 
is  no  unanimity  of  opinion.  Mayor  Collins 
vetoed  an  attempt  of  your  predecessors  to 
do  what  you  now  seek  to  do.  Successive 
school  boards,  including  the  present  one, 
have  apparently  accepted  this  policy.  The 
Finance  Commission  has  suggested  a  tem- 


porary compromise.  Large  business  cor- 
porations, other  cities  and  the  Common- 
wealth itself  certainly  borrow  in  order  to 
provide  permanent  additions  to  their  equip- 
ment. I  shah  not,  however,  undertake  to 
decide  in  which  of  the  two  ways  the  de- 
sired amounts  should  be  raised  until  I  am 
more  fully  convinced  that  it  is  necessary 
to  raise  them  at  all. 

In  view  of  the  many  debatable  items  in 
your  list,  of  the  urgent  demands  of  other  de- 
partments, and  of  the  new  financial  bur- 
dens anticipated  during  the  present  year,  I 
respectfully  request  your  board  to  recon- 
sider its  vote  and  to  submit  this  question 
specifically  to  the  Finance  Commission, 
which,  with  the  special  appropriation 
which  it  has  received  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  school  expenditures,  should 
be  able  to  render  an  authoritative  report. 
In  the  meantime,  you  may  still  avail  your- 
selves of  the  $500,000  loan  authorized  for 
this  year,  which  will  build  four  large 
schools,  containing  about  50  rooms  and  ac- 
commodating about  2250  pupils.

Proceedings  of  School  Committee. 


Apr.  25,  1910. 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in 
the  School  Committee  Chamber.  Mason- 
street  Building,  at  5:20  o'clock  P.M.,  the 
Chairman  presiding.

APPROPRIATION      FOR      ADDITIONAL 
SCHOOL   ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  following  communication  was  re- 
ceived:— 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 

Apr.  21,  1910. 
To  the  School  Committee, 

Gentlemen:— 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  ap- 
proval, your  order  presented  to  me  on 
April  12,  appropriating  $529,557  from  the 
tax  levy  of  this  year  for  land  and  build- 
ings for  schools.  This  amount  is  in  addi- 
tion to  the  sum  of  $500,000  already  appro- 
priated by  you  for  this  purpose,  payable 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  bonds, 
and  to  the  further  sum  of  $300,000  which 
you  are  authorized  to  appropriate  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  administration  build- 
ing, which  is  also  to  contain  the  High 
School  of  Commerce.  If  all  three  appro- 
priations should  be  made,  the  total  ex- 
penditures for  school  buildings  this  year 
would  be  $1,329,557.  The  appropriation  for 
maintenance  is  $4,455,000,  and  the  amount 
due  for  interest  and  sinking  funds  on 
schoolhouse  loans,  already  issued,  will  be 
$848,319.  This  total  of  $6,632,876  for  school 
expenditures  in  one  year  is  so  large  as  to 
invite  a  careful  scrutiny. 

The  effect  of  your  recent  order  will  be 
to  increase  the  tax  rate  of  the  city  this 
year  by  40  cents.  Before  sanctioning  this 
increase,  it  becomes  my  duty,  as  mayor, 
to   inquire: 

(1)  Are  all  the  new  schoolhouses  desired 
by  your  Board  actually  needed? 

(2)  Can  the  city  afford  to  build  them 
now? 

(3)  If  so,  is  the  method  of  payment  from 
taxes  preferable  to  the  method  of  payment 
from  loans? 

'On  the  first  question,  it  is  fair  to  point 
out  that  of  the  $20,000,000  which  is,  in  round 
numbers,  the  present  valuation  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  Boston,  over  $14,000,003  has 
been  appropriated  since  1895.  This  is  equiv- 
alent to  the  cost,  at  present  rates,  of  1400 
elementary  school  rooms  or  100  14-room 
schools.  A  government  that  has  made  such 
an  expenditure  in  15  years  cannot  be  ac- 
cused of  remissness  or  parsimony.  It  has 
earned  the  right,  by  a  munificence  which 
approaches  prodigality,  to  challenge  further 
appeals,  and  to  demand  convincing  evi- 
dence that  the  additions  asked  for  are 
needed. 

This  evidence  is  set  forth  in  a  series  of 
letters  from  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
to  your  board,  copies  of  which  have  been 
furnished  me.  Omitting  high  schools,  kin- 
dergartens, and  the  extension  of  school 
yards,  for  which  he  gives  no  specific  esti- 
mates, the  Superintendent  enumerates  un- 


der five  separate  heads  the  pupils  who  will 
require  new  accommodations  during  the 
next  three  years.  An  abstract  of  his  enum- 
eration follows:—

It  is,  of  course,  an  accident  that  this 
total  happens  to  coincide  almost  exactly 
with  the  number  of  unoccupied  desks  in 
the  elementary  schools  on  Oct.  31,  19J9, 
which  was  13,874.  But  it  is  suggestive  to 
observe  that  the  dearth  of  accommodations 
which  your  board  now  seeks  to  remedy  has 
been  created  by  the  abandonment  of  space 
and  equipment  originally  regarded  as  satis- 
factory. The  following  list,  showing  the 
percentage  of  unoccupied  desks  in  some  of 
the  more  conspicuously  vacant  schools,  re- 
veals a  condition  that  seems  to  be  fairly 
distributed  throughout  the  different  sec- 
tions of  the  city:

While  the  problem  of  the  distribution  of 
pupils  is  a  difficult  one,  I  find  it  hard  to 
believe  that  by  a  skilful  rearrangement  of 
the  district  lines,  some,  at  least,  of  this  dis- 
carded furniture  and  unprofitable  space 
might  not  be  utilized.  Your  board  appears 
to  possess  numerous  school  buildings,  some 
of  them  almost  new,  which  are  from  a 
quarter  to  two-fifths  empty;  yet  pupils  are 
sent  out  into  portables  and  rented  rooms  on 
the  plea  of  over-crowding. 

Taking  up  the  items  in  the  superinten- 
dent's enumeration  I  find  varying  degrees 
of  necessity  among  them,  and  most,  if  not 
all  of  them,  leave  room  for  serious  ques- 
tion. The  superintendent  estimates,  for 
example,  an  addition  of  1787  pupils  each 
year  to  the  elementary  school  population. 
But  the  average  increase  in  the  maximum 
registration  (which  occurs  about  Nov.  30 
of  each  year)  for  the  last  five  years  has 
been  only  832,  which,  if  maintained,  would 
reduce  the  superintendent's  estimate  for 
three   years   by  2865  pupils. 

It  is  true  that  the  change  from  a 
nine  years'  to  an  eight  years'  course  of 
study  has  been  a  disturbing  factor;  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  growth  of  the 
parochial  school  system  seems  certain  to 
diminish  the  rate  of  increase  of  the  pub- 
lic school  population  in  the  near  future. 
The  following  parochial  schools,  either  un- 
der way  or  contemplated,  will  all  have 
been  completed  within  two  years  and  most 
of    them    within    a    twelvemonth:— 

St.    Margaret's,    Dorchester,   18  rooms.    .. 

Cathedral,   South  End,  10  rooms. 

St.   Anne's,   Neponset,   12  rooms. 

St.     Catherine's,     Charlestown,    about    10 
rooms. 

St.   Francis  de  Sales',  Roxbury,   about  18 
rooms. 

Here  is  a  total  of  68  rooms,  accommo- 
dating over  3000  pupils,  who  will  soon  be 
withdrawn  from  the  elementary  schools.  A 
trustworthy  and  exhaustive  estimate 
should  give  due  weight  to  this  factor. 

Many  other  factors  that  cannot  be  fore- 
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seen  enter  into  such  a  calculation— the 
birth  and  death  rates,  good  and  bad  times, 
immigration,  modifications  in  the  school 
laws— but  if  the  low  average  rate  of  in- 
crease of  the  last  five  years  should  con- 
tinue, then  the  establishment  of  the  pa- 
rochial schools  mentioned  will  more  than 
offset  the  accessions  and  will  bring  about 
a  positive  decline  in  numbers.  The  mere 
possibility  of  this  should  impose  a  check 
on  the  liberality  of  your  board.  A  station- 
ary registration  in  the  elementary  schools 
during  the  next  three  years  would  mean 
the  saving  of  about  $1,220,000,  or  $406,000  each 
year,  which  would  go  far  toward  extin- 
guishing the  entire  sum  appropriated  in  the 
order  before  me. 

As  for  the  pupils  in  unsafe  or  unsanitary 
buildings,  no  one  will  dispute  their  right 
to  proper  accommodations.  Unfortunately, 
however,  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion 
about  some  of  the  items  under  this  head. 
Experts  might  be  cited  who  hold  views  en- 
tirely opposed  to  those  of  your  board,  and 
whose  knowledge  of  this  particular  field 
is  unexcelled.  From  information  conveyed 
to  me  by  them,  I  am  led  to  believe  that 
more  than  one  of  the  condemned  buildings 
might  serve  for  many  years  to  come,  with 
a  moderate  expenditure  for  repairs. 

The  pupils  in  rented  quarters  are  all 
young  children,  who  are  destined  to  pass 
soon  into  the  regular  school  buildings.  The 
same  is  true  of  those  in  the  portable 
schools,  to  which  the  chief  objection  seems 
to  be  that  they  intrude  upon  the  play- 
ground space. 

Neither  the  portable  buildings  nor  the 
rented  quarters  are  more  than  an  episode 
in  the  school  life  of  any  of  the  pupils  who 
attend  classes  in  them,  and,  while  they 
cannot  be  considered  entirely  satisfactory, 
it  is  quite  possible  to  magnify  their  disad- 
vantages. 

The  reduction  of  the  number  of  pupils 
in  each  class  from  48  to  44  has  much  to 
commend  it;  but,  since  it  calls  for  increased 
expenditures  for  land,  buildings,  teachers 
and  equipment,  it  can  only  be  brought 
about  gradually,  as  the  resources  of  the 
city  permit  of  the  change. 

This  consideration  leads  uirectly  to  the 
question  of  the  ability  of  the  city  to  expend 
$1,329,000  for  school  buildings  this  year— a 
question  not  to  be  answered  in  the  affirma- 
tive without  hesitation.  It  is  natural  that 
you  should  be  impressed  with  the  value  of 
vour  special  work,  and  quite  conscien- 
tiously exaggerate  its  claims,  but  my  rela- 
tion to  other  departments  of  municipal 
activity  may  enable  me  to  view  its  impor- 
tance in  a  truer  perspective. 

From  every  section  there  come  to  me 
demands  for  new  streets,  sewers,  bridges, 
playgrounds,  incinerators,  hospitals,  muni- 
cipal buildings,  fire  apparatus,  and  a  hun- 
dred other  conveniences  and  necessities, 
some  of  them  quite  as  vital  to  the  welfare  of 
the  children  themselves  as  the  difference 
between  44  and  48  pupils  in  a  room  con- 
structed to  seat  56. 

At  best,  the  city  can  not  meet  half  of 
these  demands,  particularly  in  the  present 
year  when  a  prospective  increase  of  the 
state  and  metropolitan  charges  may  defeat 
our  most  strenuous  efforts  to  reduce  the 
tax  rate.  In  view  of  this  likelihood,  the 
vote  of  your  board,  which  will  add  another 
40  cents  to  the  burden,  seems  singularly  in- 
opportune. . 

It  is  neither  equitable  nor  judicious  to 
hold  down  expenditures  in  every  other  de- 
partment, while  the  expenditures  from  the 
tax  levy  for  school  purposes  are  allowed  to 
double  in  the  short  space  of  12  years. 

Oh  the  third  question,  that  of  the  best 
method  of  paying  for  improvements  which, 
while  admittedly  of  a  permanent  character, 
are  alleged  to  be  annually  recurrent,  there 
is  no  unanimity  of  opinion.  Mayor  Collins 
vetoed  an  attempt  of  your  predecessors  to 
do  what  you  now  seek  to  do.  Successive 
school  boards,  including  the  present  one, 
have  apparently  accepted  this  policy.  The 
Finance  Commission  has  suggested  a  tem- 


porary compromise.  Large  business  cor- 
porations, other  cities  and  the  Common- 
wealth itself  certainly  borrow  in  order  to 
provide  permanent  additions  to  their  equip- 
ment. I  shall  not,  however,  undertake  to 
decide  in  which  of  the  two  ways  the  de- 
sired amounts  should  be  raised  until  I  am 
more  fully  convinced  that  it  is  necessary 
to  raise  them  at  all. 

In  view  of  the  many  debatable  items  in 
your  list,  of  the  urgent  demands  of  other  de- 
partments, and  of  the  new  financial  bur- 
dens anticipated  during  the  present  year,  I 
respectfully  request  your  board  to  recon- 
sider its  vote  and  to  submit  this  question 
specifically  to  the  Finance  Commission, 
which,  with  the  special  appropriation 
which  it  has  received  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  school  expenditures,  should 
be  able  to  render  an  authoritative  report. 
In  the  meantime,  you  may  still  avail  your- 
selves of  the  $500,000  loan  authorized  for 
this  year,  which  will  build  four  large 
schools,  containing  about  50  rooms  and  ac- 
commodating about  2250  pupils.

Proceedings  of  School  Committee, 


May  3,  1910. 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in 
the  School  Committee  Chamber,  Mason- 
street  Building,  at  7  o'clock  P.  M.,  the 
Chairman  presiding. 

Present:  Messrs.  Brock,  Ellis,  Lee,  Ma- 
genis  and  Scannell. 

APPOINTMENTS  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  ap- 
pointments of  teachers  on  probation,  as 
reported  by  the  Superintendent  and  laid 
over  at  the  meeting  of  May  2,  were  ap- 
proved. 

APPROPRIATION      FOR      ADDITIONAL 
SCHOOL    ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  communication  from  His  Honor  the 
Mayor,  returning  without  his  approval,  the 
following  order  passed  by  the  Board  on 
Apr.  8,  1910  (see  p.  61),  making  an  appro- 
priation under  Chapter  388  of  the  Acts  of 
1909,  for  additional  school  accommoda- 
tions, was  taken  from  the  table  and  placed 
on  file: — 

ORDERED,  That  in  addition  to  the 
amount  already  appropriated  by  this 
Committee  for  current  expenses  there 
be  appropriated  under  Chapter  388  of 
the  Acts  of  1909,  for  constructing  and 
furnishing  new  school  buildings,  in- 
cluding the  taking  of  land  therefor, 
and  for  school  yards,  and  the  prepar- 
ing of  school  yards  for  use,  the  sum 
of  $529,557. 

The  Chairman  stated  the  question  was  on 
the  passage  of  the  aforesaid  order,  not- 
withstanding the  objections  of  His  Honor 
the  Mayor. 

The  order  unanimously  passed  by  the 
following  vote: — 

Yeas— Messrs.  Brock,  Ellis,  Lee,  Magenis 
and  Scannell— 5. 

Nays— 0. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  transmit 
the  following  communication  to  His  Honor 
the  Mayor  in  explanation  of  this  action:— 

Your  Honor's  message,  returning  with- 
out your  approval  the  School  Committee's 
order  appropriating  $529,557  for  land  and 
buildings  for  schools,  was  duly  received. 
Your  Honor  gives  as  the  principal  reason 
for  your  veto  that  you  are  not  convinced 
of  the  need  of  the  new  school  buildings 
which  this  appropriation  is  intended  to 
supply.  You  also  question  whether  if  the 
need  exists  it  should  not  be  met  by  bor- 
rowing rather  than  out  of  the  tax  levy. 

As  to  the  method  of  raising  the  money, 
the  School  Committee  believes  that,  in  the 
case  of  an  annually  recurrent  expenditure, 
borrowing  should  be  considered  the  extra- 
ordinary, and  raising  the  money  directly 
out  of  the  tax  levy  the  normal,  method. 
The  present  appropriation  is  of  that  sum 
which  the  Legislature  has  permitted  the 
School  Committee  to  appropriate  every 
year  for  school  buildings.  It  represents 
approximately  the  amount  necessary  to 
meet  an  annually  recurrent  need.  The 
School  Committee  believes  that  in  appro- 
priating it  to  meet  such  need  it  is  adopt- 
ing a  sound  financial  policy. 


Tax  Rate  Depends  on  Mayor. 

The  making  of  this  appropriation  does 
not,  as  your  Honor  has  assumed,  neces- 
sarily involve  the  raising  of  the  present 
tax  rate  by  40  centc.  The  former  Finance 
Commission  pointed  out  methods  by  which 
very  large  sums  could  be  saved,  without 
loss  of  efficiency,  in  departments  other 
than  the  public  schools.  Some  of  its  sug- 
gestions have  not  yet  been  adopted.  The 
raising  or  lowering  of  the  tax  rate  will 
depend  to  some  extent,  at  least,  upon  the 
action  of  Your  Honor  in  regard  to  them. 

The  city's  annual  income  will  be  in- 
creased by  a  sum  variously  estimated  at 
from  $135,000  to  $200,000  by  the  recent  passage 
of  Senate  Bill  No.  347.  While  this  income 
will  not  affect  the  tax  rate  for  this  year 
it  will  furnish  a  sum  equivalent  to  about 
15  cents  on  the  tax  rate  in  future  years, 
and  this  fact  ought  not  to  be  lost  sight  of 
in  considering  the  adoption  of  the  general 
policy  of  paying  for  school-houses  as  we 
go. 

Present  Overcrowding. 

As  to  the  present  need  of  more  school 
buildings,  the  question,  so  far  as  this  ap- 
propriation is  concerned,  is  not,  as  Your 
Honor  suggests,  dependent  upon  any  esti- 
mate, correct  or  otherwise,  of  future 
growth.  In  making  its  estimates  on  that 
point,  the  School  Committee  has  always 
considered  the  effect  of  parochial  schools. 
But  the  question  now  is  not  of  future 
growth  but  of  present  exigency. 

Nor  so  far  as  this  present  appropriation 
is  concerned  is  the  question  of  reducing 
the  size  of  classes  from  48  to  44  involved. 
The  appropriation  would  be  needed  if  no 
further  reductions  in  the  size  of  classes 
below  the  number  48  were  to  be  made. 

Unwholesome  Buildings. 

The  needs  which  this  appropriation  will 
help  to  satisfy  include  such  items  as  the 
following:  There  is  the  Austin  School  in 
East  Boston,  abandoned  for  school  pur- 
poses as  long  ago  as  1895,  and  later  re- 
luctantly reoccupied,  where  tide  water  oc- 
casionally backs  up  into  the  basement, 
where  the  rooms  are  so  dark  that  the 
school  has  been  frequently  dismissed,  where 
the  walls  are  damp  and  the  books  get 
mouldy. 

There  is  the  Way-street  School,  immedi- 
ately adjoining  many  railroad  tracks,  sub- 
jected to  constant  noise,  and  enveloped 
daily  in  a  cloud  of  smoke,  steam  and  coal 
gas  from  passing  locomotives. 

There  is  the  Baldwin  School  on  Chardon 
court,  situated  at  the  end  of  a  blind  alley, 
with  the  blank  wall  of  a  theatre  on  one 
side,  a  stable  on  the  other  and  the  Way- 
farers' Lodge  on  a  third. 

There  is  the  Prescott  School  in  Charles- 
town,  condemned  as  dangerous  to  life  and 
health  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and 
which  should  be  either  abandoned  or  re- 
modeled. 

There  are,  besides,  other  instances  in 
various  parts  of  the  city  in  which  the 
health  of  the  children,  and  in  some  cases 
their  safety,  is  endangered  by  unfit  build- 
ings. 

Halls,  Basements  and  Corridors. 

Even  if  all  the  buildings  above  enumer- 
ated were  to  be  considered  wholesome  and 
proper  places  for  the  housing  of  the  chil- 
dren in  our  schools,  there  would  remain  other 
needs  calling  for  the  present  appropriation. 
There  are,  for  instance,  seven  classes  of 
children  in  the  basement  of  the  Washington 
School  in  the  West  End,  and  there  are 
many  other  classes  in  halls  and  corridors, 
most  of  these  being  unfit  places  for  class- 
rooms and  all  of  them  interfering  with  the 
proper  use  of  the  school  building  for  edu- 
cational purposes. 
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Portables  and  Hired  Rooms. 

This  appropriation  is  also  required  in  or- 
der to  permit  the  removal  of  some  of  the 
pupils  from  portable  buildings  and  from 
hired  quarters.  The  latter  are  not  only 
unfit  for  school  purposes  and  a  handicap 
to  the  children  placed  in  them,  but  they 
cost  in  rentals  about  $25,000  a  year,  an 
amount  which,  capitalized,  more  than 
equals  this  appropriation,  and  which  can 
be  greatly  reduced  if  the  appropriation  is 
made. 

Summary. 

In  brief,  eliminating  all  question  of  fu- 
ture growth,  eliminating  all  question  of 
the  desirability  of  replacing  any  building, 
eliminating  all  question  of  reduction  of  the 
number  of  pupils  per  class,  the  fact  re- 
mains, and  must  be  faced,  that  all  of  tuis 
appropriation  is  required  to  ivm;  dy  the  in- 
disputable conditions  of  improper  housing 
of  school  children  which  now  actually 
exists. 

The  Improper  Housing  Not  an  Episode. 

Your  Honor  states  that  the  pupils  in 
portable  buildings  and  rented  quarters  are 
all  young  children.  There  are  in  fact 
children  of  all  grades,  including  600  high 
school  pupils  in  such  places.  Your  Honor 
states  that  being  housed  under  such  con- 
ditions constitutes  but  an  episode  in  the 
child's  school  life.  Such  an  episode,  how- 
ever, even  if  it  were  always  confined  to 
a  single  year,  would  be  in  the  opinion  of 
this  Committee  a  serious  one.  It  means 
the  passing  under  unfavorable  condi- 
tions of  one  of  those  precious  years. 
upon  the  most  advantageous  use  of  which 
the  child's  whole  future  depends.  Such 
an  episode  is  too  important  to  be  slighted 
when  we  consider  that  the  health,  as  well 
as  the  successful  education,  of  the  child  is 
involved. 

Overcrowded  Rooms. 

There  are  many  instances  in  which  the 
number  of  children  in  a  room  is  not  44  nor 
4S,  but  50,  or  even  60.  Such  conditions 
represent  not  only  overcrowding,  but  the 
placing  under  one  teacher  of  a  class  so 
large  as  to  make  it  impossible  that  each 
child  shall  receive  the  attention  to  which 
he  is  entitled,  and  which  is  necessary  to  his 
successful  education. 

Your  Honor's  Figures. 

Upon  this  matter  of  overcrowding,  Your 
Honor  has  presented  certain  figures  in  re- 
gard to  unoccupied  desks  in  school  build- 
ings. 

It  is  not  clear  whether,  in  arriving  at  the 
number  of  unoccupied  desks.  Your  Honor 
has  intended  to  include  all  the  pupils  be- 
longing to  the  school  on  a  given  day,  or 
whether,  on  the  other  hand,  you  have  in- 
cluded only  those  pupils  who  happened  to 
be  present  on  a  given  day,  and  have  count- 
ed as  unoccupied  the  desks  of  pupils  who 
then  happened  to  be  absent. 

If  the  former  is  the  basis  of  your  figures, 
Your  Honor  has  been  grossly  misinformed 
as  to  the  facts.  Take,  for  instance,  the 
Wait  School,  the  first  one  on  your  list. 
Your  Honor  has  given  the  proportion  of 
vacancy  as  43  p.c.  The  total  number  of 
seats  in  that  school  is  400.  The  number  of 
pupils  belonging  to  the  school  on  October 
1  was  390,  leaving  a  vacancy  of  10  seats  or 
of  2%  p.c.  The  number  of  pupils  belonging 
to  the  school  on  Monday,  April  25,  which 
would  probably  show  as  low  a  membership 
as  the  school  has  had  this  year,  was  369, 
leaving  a  vacancy  of  31  seats  or  of  7%  p.c 

The  School  Committee  has  canvassed  the 
other  eight  schools  in  which  Your  Honor 
has  named  the  percentage  of  vacant  seats, 
and  finds  that  in  no  case  does  your  per- 
centage correspond,  even  approximately, 
with  the  actual  number  of  vacant  seats 
based  on  the  number  of  pupils  belonging. 


If,  on  the  other  hand,  Your  Honor  has 
intended  to  include  all  the  desks  unoccu- 
pied on  a  given  date,  such  a  figure  is 
worthless  as  an  indication  of  the  number 
of  desks  actually  needed  in  any  school. 

In  the  first  place  an  average  of  about  8 
p.c.  of  the  children  in  the  elementary 
schools  are  absent  on  any  given  day,  from 
sickness  and  other  causes.  The  desk  of  a 
child  who  is  temporarily  absent  is  not 
available  for  any  other  child.  Seats  in  a 
school-room  must  be  provided  for  all  the 
children  who  belong;  their  number  cannot 
be  shrunk  or  expanded  each  day,  accord- 
ing to  the  number  that  happen  to  be  pres- 
ent. 

Again,  unoccupied  space  in  a  room  used 
by  one  grade  cannot  be  made  available 
for  other  grades.  Partitions  in  our  school 
buildings  not  being  movable,  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  transfer,  for  instance,  to  an  ex- 
ceptionally large  fourth  grade  the  unused 
part  of  a  room  occupied  by  a  seventh  grade 
which  happens  to  be  unusually  small,  a 
condition  illustrated  in  the  Wells  School, 
in  the  case  of  the  seventh  and  fourth 
grades,  and  in  the  Roger  Clap  School,  in 
the  case  of  the  first  and  fourth  grades, 
both  of  them  being  instances  cited  by  Your 
Honor. 

Many  vacant  seats  are  in  basements  and 
corridors  or  other  unfit  places.  For  in- 
stance, the  25  per  cent  of  vacant  seats  re- 
ported by  Your  Honor  in  the  Mather  School, 
presumably  included  one  room  in  the  base- 
ment which  the  School  Committee  has 
fortunately  been  able  to  vacate. 

Again,  many  unoccupied  desks  are  in 
rooms  containing  56  seats,  in  which  the 
number  of  pupils  has  been  reduced  to  15 
or  50.  The  utilization  of  this  space  would 
represent  not  economy,  but  waste,  if  we 
regard  the  education,  rather  than  the 
mere  housing,  of  the  children  as  the  object 
to  be  attained.  The  Mather  School  is  one 
of  the  instances  cited  by  Your  Honor  in 
which  this  condition  obtains. 

Finally,  -the  total  number  of  vacant  seats 
has  in  any  case  little  bearing  on  the  ques- 
tion of  overcrowding.  A  child  in  East 
Boston,  for  example,  cannot  utilize  an  un- 
occupied desk  in  Dorchester,  or  even  in  a 
distant  part  of  East  Boston  itself— as  in 
the  case  of  the  Bishop  Cheverus  School, 
cited  by  Your  Honor — without  involving  an 
expense  in  transportation  which  would  be 
greater  than  his  share  of  the  cost  of  a 
new  school  building  in  the  district  in 
which  he  lives. 

Save   the  Present  Pupils. 

The  existing  overcrowding  in  the  schools 
is  not  a  matter  of  theory  or  of  estimate, 
but  a  fact.  It  is  a  matter  upon  which  the 
School  Committee  has  spent  much  thought 
and  as  to  which  it  believes  itself  to  be 
fairly  accurately  informed.  It  represents 
a  very  serious  situation  now  existing. 

The  remedy  for  this  condition  should  be 
immediate.  Your  Honor  asks  whether  the 
can  afford  to  build  these  buildings 
now.  So  far  as  the  children  now  in  the 
schools  are  concerned,  the  remedy  must  be 
applied  now  if  it  is  to  have  the  desired 
et.  If  adopted  some  years  hence,  it 
will  be  too  late;  the  loss  to  them,  and  to 
the  city  through  their  impaired  health,  or 
want  of  proper  schooling,  will  be  irrep- 
arable. 

Mayors   Not   School   Committees   Responsi- 
ble for  Expensive  Buildings. 

Your  Honor  has  alluded  to  the  heavy  ex- 
penditures for  school  buildings  which,  with 
this  appropriation,  will  be  made  this  3'ear. 
It  is  true  that  the  expenditure  is  heavy, 
namely.  $1,329,557  in  all.  But  of  this  amount 
$300,000  is  for  the  High  School  of  Commerce, 
the  erection  of  "which  will  not  affect  the 
overcrowding  in  the  elementary  schools, 
and  the  cost  of  which  will  be  in  great  part 
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covered  by  the  sale  of  the  Mason-street 
and  Winthrop  School  sites.  v/Qu  allude 
also  to  the  expenditure  of  $848,319  for  inter- 
est and  sinking-  fund.  This  last  is  a  bur- 
den which  would  not  now  rest  upon  the 
tax  payers  if  the  policy  of  pay  as  you  go, 
which  the  School  Committee  has  now 
adopted,  but  which  Your  Honor  opposes, 
had  been  applied  in  past  years. 

It  may  well  be  questioned,  moreover 
whether,  if  the  money  raised  for  school 
buildings  in  past  years  had  been  econom- 
ically expended,  the  present  appropriation 
would  be  necessary.  We  would  respect- 
fully point  out,  however,  that  the  money 
has  been  spent  by  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission, controlled  under  past  administra- 
tions, as  it  is  now,  not  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee, but  by  the  Mayor.  The  responsi- 
bility for  any  extravagance  that  may  have 
existed  is  not  therefore  with  the  School 
Committee. 

But  whatever  the  extravagance  may  have 
been,  and  wherever  responsibility  for  it 
may  properly  be  laid,  its  effects,  at  all 
events,  should  not  be  visited  on  the  chil- 
dren. 

Health  of  the  School  Children  Paramount. 
As  to  the  wisdom  of  a  parsimonious 
policy  where  the  health  of  the  school  chil- 
dren is  involved,  as  compared  with  other 
kinds  of  economy  that  might  be  exercised, 
the  School  Committee  is  convinced  that 
economies  in  other  departments  are  to  be 
preferred.  Your  Honor  suggests  that  the 
School  Committee  wait  until  the  Finance 
Commission  can  investigate  this  question. 
But  the  question  is  one  upon  which  the 
Finance  Commission  could  not  intelligent- 
ly pass  without  making  an  investigation 
not  only  of  the  School  Committee,  but  of 
all  the  other  departments  of  the  City  Gov-' 
ernment  in  order  to  judge  intelligently  be- 
tween them  as  to  where  restriction  could 
be  most  wisely  made.  Such  an  investiga- 
tion would  necessarily  occupy  more  than 
an  entire  year,  as  was  shown  in  the  case 
of  the  previous  Finance  Commission,  and 
would  seem  to  be  unnecessary  while  so 
many  economies  recommended  by  the  for- 
mer Finance  Commission  remain  to  be 
adopted.  It  seems  clear,  without  waiting 
for  a  second  investigation,  that  it  would 
be  more  economical  to  eliminate  some  of 
those  expenses  which  the  previous  investi- 
gation has  shown  to  yield  little  or  no  re- 
turn to  the  citizens,  rather  than  to  omit 
an  expenditure  necessary  to  the  healtn 
and  well-being  of  the  children  in  the  pub- 
lic schools. 

Conclusion. 

The  School  Committee  knows  that  severe 
overcrowding  exists  in  the  public  schools 
to  an  extent  calling  for  a  much  larger  ap- 
propriation than  that  which  Your  Honor- 
has  vetoed.  The  School  Committee  be- 
lieves that  the  best  way  to  raise  the  money 
to  remedy  this  condition  is  by  appropria- 
tion and  not  by  borrowing.  The  appropri- 
ating of  the  money  out  of  the  tax  levy  will 
not  necessarily  result  in  an  increase  of  40 
cents  in  the  tax  rate  if  Your  Honor  should 
decide  to  adopt  some  of  the  economies 
recommended  by  the  former  Finance  Com- 
mission. The  School  Committee  believes 
that  such  economies  as  it  is  thus  within 
Your  Honor's  power  to  make  without  im- 
pairing any  service  that  the  city  now  ren- 
ders to  the  citizens  are  to  be  preferred  to 
a  saving  of  money  at  the  expense  of  the 
well-being  of  the  children  in  the  public 
schools. 

The  School  Committee  has  in  this  matter 
of  the  existing  improper  housing  of  the 
school  children  the  legal  right,  and  there- 
fore the  responsibility,  of  applying  the 
remedy,  so  far  as  the  present  aoproprintion 
will  permit.  This  is  a  responsibility  which 
it  can  neither  ignore  nor  delegate.  The  en- 
tire burden  of  this  responsibility  the  School 


Committee  cheerfully  accepts.  Therefore 
with  great  regret  at  having  to  dis- 
agree with  Your  Honor  upon  this  ques- 
tion, the  School  Committee  has  again,  by 
unanimous  action,  voted  the  appropriation 
of  40  cents  in  the  tax  levy  which  it  is  by 
law  authorized  to  make.

ADDITIONAL     SCHOOL     ACCOMMODA- 
TIONS. 

The   following  preamble  and   order  were

Recognizing  the  urgent  requirements  for 
additional  permanent  school  accommoda- 
tions, the  School  Committee  has  recently 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $529,557  from  the 
tax  levy  to  be  expended  for  that  purpose. 
In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
473  of  the  Acts  of  1901,  the  School  Commit- 
tee now  designates  the  school  districts 
within  which  the  additional  accommoda- 
tions shall  be  provided.  The  School  Com- 
mittee is  perfectly  well  aware  that  the  cost 
of  these  accommodations  will  far  exceed 
the  total  amount  which  it  has  appropriated 
for  the  purpose,  and  that  the  urgent  needs 
of  a  number  of  districts  must,  for  the  pres- 
ent, remain  unsatisfied.  It  has,  however, 
now  exhausted  its  legal  powers  in  its  en- 
deavor to  provide  adequate  school  accom- 
modations, and  it  remains  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  to  see 
that  the  funds  recently  appropriated  are 
expended  promptly  and  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage. In  the  opinion  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, the  accommodations  which  are  pro- 
vided from  the  appropriation  that  has  been 
made  should  be  completed  and  ready  for 
occupancy  not  later  than  September  1,  1911. 
In  the  selection  of  particular  sites,  and  in 
the  character,  size  and  construction  of  the 
new  buildings  contemplated,  the  School 
Committee  has  no  doubt  the  Board  of 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners  will  proceed 
promptly  and  intelligently  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  respective  districts.  In  order 
that  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sioners may  undertake  its  duties  without 
delav.  it  is  hereby 

ORDERED,  That  the  following-named

ABATEMENT   OP  WATER  CHARGE. 
The    following    communication    was    re- 
ceived:— „  _      .

Gentlemen:— 

Information  has  reached  me  that  the 
charge  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($£0,owj 
for  water  used  in  public  schools,  which  you 
were  notified  to  meet  this  year,  has  oc- 
casioned a  serious  disarrangement  of  your 
program  and  may  compel  the  abandon- 
ment of  plans  for  the  maintenance  ana 
equipment  of  the  playgrounds  under  your 
control.  ,.   .  ,. 

I  believe  that  this  result  would  be  most 
nn  fortunate  and  beg  to  inform  you  that  1 
have  this  day  directed  the  Water  Commis- 
sioner t&  remit  this  charge,  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  next  year  all  school 
buildings  shall  be  metered  and  bills  ren- 
dered at  the  regular  rates  for  the  quan- 
tities of  water  consumed. 

1  suggest  that  of  the  additional  amount 
thus  made  available  your  committee  ex- 
pend1 half  for  the  maintenance  and  half 
for  the  equipment  of  playgrounds.  This 
recommendation  re  made,  however,  subject 
t&  your  own  superior  knowledge  of  the 
pressing  necessities  of  the  school  system.

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  directed 
to  extend  the  thanks  of  the  Board  to  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  for  his  action  in  this

APPROPRIATION  FOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
OF  COMMERCE  AND  SCHOOL  AD- 
MINISTRATION  BUILDING.

Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  approval, 
your    vote    of    May    16,    1910*    appropriating 


three  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000)  for 
the  High  School  of  Commerce  and  Admin- 
istration Building  of  the  School  Committee 
and  Schoolhouse  Commission. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  this  building  should 
be  erected  out  of  the  five  hundred  twenty- 
nine  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
dollars  ($529,557)  which  your  Board  has  ap- 
propriated from  the  tax  levy  this  year.  I 
am  informed  that  there  is  no  legal  obstacle 
to  this  course  and  the  assurances  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse 
Commissioners  that  the  money  cannot  be 
advantageously  spent  otherwise  this  year 
reinforce  my  belief  that  the  wisest  course 
to  pursue  would  be  to  utilize  this  amount 
for  construction  work  which  is  already  in 
a  sense  under  way.  The  three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ($300,000)  which  will  thereby  be 
saved  to  the  city  is  absolutely  required  to 
meet  certain  unexpected  expenses  about  to 
be  imposed  upon  us  by  the  National  gov- 
ernment. 

At  the  present  time  the  borrowing  capa- 
city of  the  city  may  be  practically  esti- 
mated at  about  one  million  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($1,600,000).  Either  this 
year  or  next,  according  to  the  estimates 
of  the  City  Engineer  and  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, the  city  is  likely  to  be  called  upon 
to  pay  one  and  a  half  million  dollars  for 
the  rebuilding  of  Chelsea  Bridge,  which 
has  just  been  recommended  to  the  War 
Department  by  Engineer  Herbert  W.  Burr. 
Such  a  large  item  must  inevitably  disturb 
to  some  extent  our  financial  plans  and 
should  impress  upon  all  city  officials  the 
need  of  exercising  extreme  caution  in  the 
incurring  of  unnecessary  debt. 

The  city  is  also  liable  for  a  sum  esti- 
mated at  from  eight  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars to  a  million  and  a  quarter  for  the 
damages  incurred  by  the  construction  of 
the  Cove-street  Bridge.  In  addition,  the 
loan  orders  now  under  consideration  by  the 
Committee  on  Finance  of  the  City  Council, 
if  passed,  would  amount  to  over  one  and  a 
half  million  dollars  and  many  of  these  are 
of  an  importance  equal  to  that  of  the  High 
School  of  Commerce.  Various  desirable  im- 
provements, notably  playgrounds  and 
bridges,  recommended  by  the  heads  of  city 
departments,  would  swell  the  total  expen- 
diture by  nearly  nine  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($900,000).  The  adoption  of  all  these 
propositions,  with  the  regular  school,  sewer 
and  street  extension  loans  next  year  would 
compel  the  city  to  borrow  over  three  mil- 
lion  dollars  outside  of  the  debt  limit. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances  it  seems 
to  me  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
confine  the  activities  of  your  department 
within  the  limits  of  absolute  necessity.  By 
utilizing  a  part  of  the  sum  voted  for  schools- 
house  construction  from  the  tax  levy  for 
the  building  of  a  High  School  of  Com- 
merce, your  department  would  enjoy  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  it  has  con- 
tributed its  share  toward  the  general  effort 
which  other  departments  are  making  to 
keep  down  the  city  debt. 

Trusting  that  our  views  on  this  subject 
may  prove  to  be  in  harmony,  I  remain,

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The  Chairman  stated  the  question  was  on 
the  passage  of  the  aforesaid  order,  not- 
withstanding the  objections  of  His  Honor 
the  Mayor..

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  transmit 
the  following  communication  to  His  Honor 
the  Mayor  in  explanation  of  this  action:— 

Your  Honor's  message,  returning  with- 
out your  approval,  the  order  passed  by  the 
School  Committee  on  May  16,  1910,  appro- 
priating $300,000  for  a  High  School  of  Com- 
merce and  school  administration  building, 
in  accordance  with  chapter  446  of  the  acts 
of  1909,  has  been  received  and  carefully 
considered. 

While  there  may  be  no  legal  obstacle  to 
meeting  the  expense  of  the  High  School 
of  Commerce  and  school  administration 
building  from  the  appropriation  of  $529,557 
already  made  from  the  tax  levy,  the  ob- 
jections to  pursuing  this  course  which 
Your  Honor  recommends  are  vital. 

Your  Honor's  suggestion  is,  in  effect,  to 
divert  a  portion  of  the  appropriation  made 
from  the  tax  levy  expressly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  additional  elementary 
school  accommodations,  and  which  if  di- 
verted from  this  purpose  cannot  subse- 
quently be  replaced,  to  high  school  and 
school  administration  accommodations. 
Such  a  course  would,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  School  Committee,  be  unwise,  more 
especially  as  under  chapter  446  of  the  acts 
of  1909— an  act  to  provide  for  a  High  School 
of  Commerce  and  school  administration 
building  in  the  City  of  Boston— it  is  prob- 
able that  the  cost  of  this  building  will  not 
necessarily  involve  any  addition  to  the 
city  debt. 

In  this  connection,  the  Committee  de- 
sires, respectfully,  to  call  Your  Honor's 
attention  to  that  part  of  this  act  which 
expressly  provides  that  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  the  estate  on  Mason  street, 
now  occupied  by  the  School  Committee  for 
office  and  other  purpses,  and  of  the 
Winthrop  School  estate  on  Tremont  street, 
shall  be  applied  toward,  the  cost  of  the 
land  and  building  to  be  occupied  by  the 
High  School  of  Commerce  and  for  school 
administration  purposes,  and  the  amount 
of  bonds  which  may  be  issued  under  the 
act  shall  be  reduced  by  an  amount  equiv- 
alent to  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  or  ap- 
plied to  the  retirement  or  redemption  of 
the  bonds,  if  any  shall  have  been  issued 
prior  to  the  sale  of  these  estates.  Thus, 
by  pursuing  the  course  laid  down  by  the 
act  in  question,  it  is  very  probable  that 
the  city  debt  will  not  in  the  end  be  ma- 
terially increased  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee's action,  which  Your  Honor  disap- 
proves. The  assessed  value  of  the  land 
alone  of  these  two  estates  is  $565,000,  and 
should  this  amount  be  realized  from  their 
sale,  the  increase  in  the  city  debt  would  be 
but  the  relatively  small  sum  of  $35,000. 

The  School  Committee  regrets  that  Your 
Honor  fears  that  unexpected  expenses  are 
about  to  be  imposed  upon  the  city  by  the 
National  Government,  but  does  not  believe 
that  these  expenses,  if  they  must  be  met 
at  all,  should  be  at  the  cost  of  school  ac- 
commodations. 

Your  Honor  is,  of  course,  aware  that 
there  is  a  distinction  between  the  making 
of  an  appropriation  and  its  expenditure. 
Should  the  School  Committee  fail  to  make 
the  appropriation  in  question  during  the 
time  specified  by  the  act  which  authorizes 
it,  it  absolutely  loses  the  right  to  make  it 
at  a  subsequent  period,  and  whether  or  not 
the  money  can  be  advantageously  expend- 
ed during  the  current  year  is  a  question  to 
be  determined  by  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission and  not  by  the  School  Committee. 


The  issue  of  the  bonds  under  this  appro- 
priation does  not  immediately  follow  the 
making  of  the  appropriation  itself,  but 
waits  rather  upon  the  necessity  for  meet- 
ing the  cost  of  the  work  contemplated. 
But  the  Schoolhouse  Commission,  which 
has  the  sole  authority,  "subject  to  Your 
Honor's  approval,  of  making  the  expendi- 
tures, has  no  authority  to  contract  to  ex- 
pend moneys  for  which  no  appropriation 
has  previously  been  made,  and  all  the 
sums  which  have  been  referred  to  as  being 
in  the  hands,  of  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission and  available  for  expenditure, 
have  been  definitely  appportioned  and  set 
aside  to  meet  the  cost  of  accommodations 
which  are  now  under  way.  The  School 
Committee  has  recently  designated  the 
school  districts  within  which  the  appro- 
priation of  $529,557  made  from  the  tax  levy 
for  additional  elementary  school  accom- 
modations shall  be  expended,  and  the  ac- 
tual expenditure  of  the  appropriation,  and 
the  rate  of  progress  in  the  providing  of 
the  accommodations  rests  entirely  with  the 
Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners. 

The  School  Committee  has  no  desire  to 
embarrass  the  city  finances  by  extending 
its  activities  beyond  the  limits  of  absolute 
necessity.  The  point  at  issue,  however,  is 
not  an  extension  of  school  activities,  but 
rather  the  providing  of  adequate  accom- 
modations for  the  public  school  children  of 
Boston. 

The  School  Committee  regrets  exceeding- 
ly that  it  cannot  agree  with  Your  Honor's 
suggestion,  and  has  therefore  passed  the 
order  in  question  over  your  veto.

FURNISHING  OF  LUNCHES  IN  SCHOOL 
BUILDINGS. 

The  following  communication  was  re- 
ceived :—

the  School  Committee, 
Boston,   Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

On  May  16,  1910,  Mr.  Joseph  Lee  of  the 
School  Committee  addressed  a  letter  to 
Mr.  J.  C.  L.  Dowling  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission in  which  he  discussed  some  propo- 
sitions which  had  previously  been  discussed 
by  Mr.  Dowling  and  himself  relative  to  the 
furnishing  of  luncheons  to  high  school  chil- 
dren. From  Mr.  Lee's  letter  it  would  ap- 
pear that  the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee with  whom  he  discussed  this  ques- 
tion were  not  impressed  favorably  with  a 
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proposal  for  furnishing  such  luncheons 
which  had  been  previously  made  by  Mr. 
Joseph  A.  Cahalan  of  549  Park  Street, 
Dorchester.  The  commission  agrees  with 
the  opinions  expressed  by  Mr.  Lee  to  the 
effect  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  have 
luncheons  furnished  to  the  school  children, 
even  though  the  School  Committee  would 
receive  some  revenue  from  it,  if  the  lunch- 
eons furnished  were  of  poorer  quality  than 
those  which  are  now  furnished  by  the 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  commission  believes 
that  it  would  be  well  to  increase  the  rev- 
enues of  the  School  Department  if  the 
luncheons  furnished  were  to  be  of  as  good 
quality  as  those  now  being  furnished  under 
a  system  which  provides  no  revenues  for 
the  School  Department. 

The  commission,  therefore,  recommends 
for  the  consideration  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee the  proposal  of  Mr.  Cahalan,  of 
which  it  encloses  a  copy.  The  commission 
suggests  that  it  might  be  worth  while  to 
try  the  experiment  of  having  Mr.  Cahalan, 
or  someone  who  may  make  a  similar  pro- 
posal, furnish  luncheons  in  some  of  the 
high  school  buildings  under  a  suitable  con- 
tract accompanied  by  a  satisfactory  bond. 
If,  after  a  trial  period,  say  of  three  or  six 
months,  the  School  Committee  should  be- 
come convinced  that  the  luncheons  fur- 
nished by  Mr.  Cahalan  were  of  as  good 
quality  as  those  now  furnished  by  the 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union, 
it  suggests  that  a  contract  for  one  or  more 
years  with  proper  safeguards  and  an  ade- 
quate bond,  should  be  executed.  If,  during 
the  trial  period,  it  is  believed  that  the 
luncheons  furnished  by  the  contractor  a^e 
not  equal  to  those  furnished  under  the 
present  system  no  permanent  contract  re- 
lation need  be  entered  into  between  the 
School  Committee  and  the  contractor. 

The  commission  believes  that  the  health 
of  the  children  is  paramount  to  any  con- 
sideration of  revenues  likely  to  be  derived 
from  this  source,  and,  therefore,  suggests 
that  every  test  believed  by  the  School 
Committee  to  be  necessary  be  applied  to 
the  food  furnished  during  the  trial  period.

The  lunches  to  be  placed  on  sale,  only 
at  such  time  as  the  masters  of  the  said 
schools  shall  designate. 

The  price  of  the  lunches  not  to  exceed 
the  price  now  charged  by  the  Women's 
Educational  and  Industrial  Union  now 
running  the  said  lunch  counters. 

That  a  sample  of  all  milk,  cream  and 
butter  used  by  me  or  offered  for  sale  on 
said  lunch  counters  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Health  of  Boston  at  least 
once  a  month  or  at  any  time  upon  the  re- 
quest of  the  medical  director  of  the  Bos- 
ton Public  Schools. 

That  there  shall  be  offered  for  sale  only 
such  food  as  the  medical  director  and 
school  committee  of  Boston  consider 
healthful  to  the  children  of  said  high 
schools. 

That  at  the  request  of  the  medical  direc- 
tor or  the  School  Committee,  I  shall  dis- 
continue any  food  that  they  consider  ob- 
jectionable. 

That  at  all  times  at  the  request  of  the 
medical  director  or  School  Committee,  I 
shall  submit  a  sample  of  all  food  or  drink 
I  am  serving. 


That  said  lunch  counters  occupied  and 
used  by  me  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  clean 
and  neat,  and  that  all  waste  be  placed  in 
galvanized  receptacles  ,  and  be  removed 
from  the  schools  at  the  close  of  each  day, 
at  my  expense. 

That  all  sinks  used  in  connection  with 
the  lunch  counters  will  be  at  all  times 
kept  in  a  good  sanitary  condition,  and  that 
if  such  sinks  used  by  me  get  out  of  or- 
der, that  I  shall  have  the  same  taken 
care  of  at  once  at  my  expense. 

That  I  shall  keep  clear  from  waste,  the 
room  in  which  said  lunch  counter  is  lo- 
cated. 

I  agree  that  at  no  time  to  offer  for  sale 
any  tobacco,  cigars  or  cigarettes. 

That  I  shall  not  keep  about  the  said 
lunch  counters  any  inflammable  material. 

That  all  help  employed  by  me  shall  be 
temperate,  neat  and  clean,  and  free  from 
any  disease  Or  sickness. 

I  further  agree  not  to  employ  any  ot 
the  pupils  of  the  schools  to  assist  on  the 
lunch  counters. 

I  also  agree  not  to  charge  the  children 
of  the  said  schools  any  more  for  lunch 
than  what  will  show  a  profit  of  10  p.c. 
above  the  cost  of  furnishing  the  same, 
which  percentage  is  considered  a  fair 
standard  of  profit  in  such  business. 

I  shall  be  willing  at  all  times  to  confer 
with  the  School  Committee,  relative  to 
prices  of  lunch. 

For  the  above  privilege  of  placing  food 
for  sale  in  the  aforesaid  schools  of  Boston, 
I  agree  to  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer  of 
Boston,  the  sum  of  $200  per  year  for  each 
school  in  which  lunches  are  permitted  to 
be  sold  by  me  and  that  the  said  amount 
is  to  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  said 
schools  as  the  School  Committee  shall  di- 
rect. 

That  I  agree  to  make  a  contract  for  a 
term  of  five  years,  for  the  schools  now 
having  lunch  counters,  and  that  for  the 
privilege  of  placing  upon  sale  lunch  in  any 
additional  schools  that  may  be  opened  in 
the  next  five  years,  the  provisions  of  this 
agreement  are  to  apply  and  govern  as  in 
the  case  of  existing  schools. 

The  said  sum  of  $200  per  school  to  be 
paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  of  Boston  in 
three  payments,  namely,  Dec.  15,  Mar.  15, 
and  June  15,  during  the  terms  of  this  pro- 
posal if  same  be  accepted. 

In  return  I  am  to  enjoy  all  privileges 
now  held  by  the  Women's  Educational  and 
Industrial  Union,  unless  otherwise  speci- 
fied in  this  proposal. 

It  is  also  understood  that  I  am  to  have 
the  use  of  said  lunch  counters,  water,  light 
and  gas. 

That  the  city  of  Boston  shall  not  be  liable 
for  any  negligence  of  myself  or  employees, 
and  that  I  shall  save  them  harmless  in 
such  respects. 

I  agree  to  file  a  bond  of  the  Mass.  Bond- 
ing Co.  for  the  fulfillment  of  this  contract, 
in  such  sum  as  may  be  required  of  me  by 
the   school   committee.

USE  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  BY  CITY 
DEPARTMENTS.

Gentlemen:— 
The   Finance   Commission  begs  leave  to 
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report  that  it  has  considered  the  letter  of 
the  School  Committee  addressed  to  the 
commission  under  date  of  May  19,  1910,  and 
submits  for  your  consideration  the  follow- 
ing: 

The  former  Finance  Commission,  in  VM. 
2  of  its  reports  (page  48),  recommended 
that  the  city  departments  using  water  in 
buildings  pay  for  the  same.  The  present 
commission  believes  that  such  charges  are 
in  harmony  with  sound  principles  of  ac- 
counting, and  it  therefore  endorses  both 
the  recommendations  of  the  former 
Finance  Commission  above  referred  to,  and 
the  circular  letter  of  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
of  Boston  addressed  to  the  heads  of  de- 
partments vnder  date  of  February  4,  1910, 
in  which  said  departments  were  notified 
that  during  the  year  1910-11  bills  would  be 
sent  to  all  city  departments  for  the  water 
used  by  them.  The  commission  believes 
that  the  same  principles  apply  generally  to 
the  proposed  charges  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  the  use  of  school  buildings  by 
the  Election  Commissioners,  the  Music  De- 
partment and  the  Library  Department  of 
the  city,  or  other  departments  using  the 
schools.  The  School  Department  is  charged 
in  the  financial  reports  of  the  city  with  the 
amounts  expended  for  land  and  buildings 
for  schools,  also  for  the  cost  of  janitor  ser- 
vice, light  and  heat.  There  does  not  seem 
to  be  any  good  reason  why  other  city  de- 
partments which  utilize  school  buildings 
should  not  contribute  a  fair  amount  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  school  buildings.  Un- 
der such  an  arrangement  a  better  means 
of  ascertaining  the  actual  cost  of  the 
schools  for  educational  purposes  will  be 
afforded  than  exists  at  present. 

The  commission  therefore  recommends 
that  the  School  Committee  establish 
charges  for  the  use  of  school  buildings  by 
the  departments  in  question.  It  also  rec- 
ommends that  before  the  charges  are  fixed 
the  School  Committee  should  hold  confer- 
ences with  the  heads  of  departments  in 
question  with  a  view  of  reaching  an  ami- 
cable agreement  as  to  the  amounts  to  be 
charged.  If  no  agreement  can  be  reached 
in  conference,  the  Finance  Commission, 
upon  request  of  the  School  Committee  and 
of  the  departments  in  question,  will  un- 
dertake to  decide  what  the  proper  rates 
should  be. 

The  commission  believes  that  if  the 
School  Committee  should  charge  for  the 
use  of  their  buildings  within  the  current 
year,  such  a  course  might  possibly  disar- 
range the  financial  scheme  which  has  al- 
ready been  worked  out  by  the  Mayor,  the 
heads  of  the  several  departments  and  the 
City  Council,  as  expressed  in  the  appropri- 
ations for  the  year.  If  upon  consultation 
with  the  Mayor  it  is  found  that  the  de- 
partments which  are  to  be  charged  will  not 
have  a  surplus  from  their  own  appropria- 
tions for  the  current  year  to  meet  the 
charges  assessed  by  the  School  Committee, 
and  that  there  will  not  be  a  sufficient 
amount  left  in  the  reserve  fund  available 
for  such  uses,  the  commission  recommends 
that  during  the  present  year  the  School 
Committee  should  not  go  beyond  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  principle  and  of  the 
rate  and  that  the  actual  charge  be  made 
to  take  effect  in  the  fiscal  year  1911-12.

up  and  placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary 
was  directed  to  inform  Mr.  Cahalan  that 
the  Board  believes  that  it  ought  not  to 
receive  any  license  foe  in  connection  with 
the  furnishing  of  lunches  to  pupils  in 
school  buildings,  but  that  any  profit  aris- 
ing from  the  sale  of  lunches  should  be  de- 
voted to  providing  better  food  at  lower 
cost  to  the  pupils;  that  in  view  of  the  re- 
ports that  have  been  made  by  the  Wom- 
en's Educational  and  Industrial  Union  and 
by  the  Committee  of  Head-Masters  of  High 
Schools  on  the  subject  of  lunches  in  high 
schools,  the  Board  is  disinclined  to  re- 
quire said  organization  to  withdraw  from 
any  school  in  which  it  now  furnishes  lunch 
service,  but  is  willing  to  give  Mr.  Cahalan 
an  opportunity  to  perform  similar  service 
at  the  smallest  possible  cost  to  the  pupils, 
and  without  the  payment  of  any  license  fee 
to  the  School  Committee,  in  the  East  Bos- 
ton High  School-house,  and  in  such  build- 
ings, other  than  those  in  which  the  Wom- 
en's Educational  and  Industrial  Union  now 
provides  such  service,  as  the  School  Com- 
mittee may  from  time  to  time  approve, 
subject  to  such  tests,  inspection  and  con- 
trol as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time 
prescribe.

RESOLUTIONS     ON     THE     DEATH     OF 
ROBERT  E.   BURKE. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered  on 
the  death  of  the  late  Robert  E.  Burke,  As- 
sistant Superintendent:— 

RESOLVED,  That  the  School  Committee 
of  the  City  of  Boston  has  learned  with  pro- 
found sorrow  of  the  death  of  Robert  E. 
Burke,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents, which  took  place  on  Monday, 
June  27,  1910.  A  career  full  of  promise  has 
been  thus  brought  to  a  sudden  and  unex- 
pected close,  and  the  Board  records  with 
sincere  regret  the  loss  of  one  of  the  ablest 
and  most  progressive  men  in  the  school 
service. 

Mr.  Burke  was  born  in  this  city  on  March 
28,  1874,  and  received  his  early  education  in 
the  Eliot  Grammar  and  the  English  High 
Schools.  In  1896  he  was  graduated  from 
the  Bridgewater  Normal  School  and  three 
years  later  completed  the  course  in  Har- 
vard University,  with  the  degree  of  S.B. 
He  first  entered  the  Boston  service  in  No- 
vember, 1896,  as  an  assistant  in  the  Bige- 
low  Evening  School.  In  February,  1900,  he 
oegan  permanent  service  in  the  day  schools 
as  a  junior  master  in  the  Mechanic  Arts 
High  School,  remaining  in  this  position  un- 
til February  10,  1904,  when  he  was  appointed 
master  in  the  Normal  School.  On  Janu- 
ary 14,  1907,  he  resigned  from  this  position 
to  accept  appointment  as  Assistant  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

Mr.  Burke's  intellectual  ability  and  per- 
sonal qualities  enabled  him  to  rise  rapidly 
in  his  chosen  profession,  and  by  each  suc- 
cessive step  he  demonstrated  his  fitness 
for  more  responsible  duties.  He  failed  in 
nothing  that  he  undertook,  and  especially 
in  the  office  of  Assistant  Superintendent 
he  showed  a  breadth  of  conception,  grasp 
of  details,  and  intellectual  attainments  of 
no  small  order. 

His  death,  resulting  from  an  accident, 
was  a  painful  reminder  of  the  uncertainty 
of  human  existence,  and  of  the  dangers 
that  too  often  cut  short  lives  that  promise 
years  of  useful  service. 

The  Board  tenders  its  sincere  and  re- 
spectful sympathy  to  the  mother  and  mem- 
bers of  the  immediate  family  of  Mr. 
Burke,  and  joins  with  his  other  friends  in 
their  feelings  of  grief.  It  directs  that  this 
resolution  be  entered  in  full  in  the  official 
minutes  of  the  Board,  and  that  a  copy 
thereof  be  suitably  engrossed  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  family  of  the  deceased.

To  complete  Item  2,  Lyman  District,  ele- 
mentary school,  upper  grades,  additional 
funds  will  be  required,  and  your  Board  has 
been  asked  to  agree  to  the  transfer  of  the 
sum  of  $53,075,  from  the  list  for  the  year 
1910  bond  issue. 


In  explanation  of  the  foregoing  items, 
I  would  say  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Board  to  do  the  following  work: — 

Warren  District,  Charlestown,  the  pur- 
chase of  what  is  known  as  the  Doane  es- 
tate on  Pearl  st.,  Charlestown;  this  build- 
ing was  formerly  used  for  school  purposes 
and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  Septem- 
ber,   1910. 

Lewis  District,  Roxbury,  it  is  the  inten- 
tion to  build  an  upper  elementary  school, 
16  rooms  and  hall. 

Roger  Wolcott  District,  Dorchester,  an 
upper  elementary  school  of  16  rooms  and 
hall;  of  this  item,  but  eight  rooms  will 
be  erected  at  this  time,  the  plans  being  so 
drawn  as  to  allow  for  an  eight-room  addi- 
tion  with   hall   at   some  future   time. 

Lyman  District,  East  Boston,  it  is  the 
intention  to  build  an  upper  elementary 
school  and  hall;  even  with  the  amount  set 
aside  out  of  the  tax  levy  appropriation,  and 
the  amount  to  be  transferred  to  this  item 
from  the  bond  issue,  it  may  be  that  ad- 
ditional money  will  be  required.  This, 
however,  can  be  taken  care  of  next  year. 
The  amount  required  for  the  purchase  of 
land  for  the  building  is  rather  indefinite. 

Comins  District,  it  is  the  intention  to 
erect  a  twelve-room  lower  elementary 
school.

to  the  school;  after  the  boiler  plant  is 
erected,  it  is  the  intention  to  tie  in  the 
Prescott  and  Polk  street  schools,  altering 
over  the  heating  systems  in  both  buildings 
to  meet  the  new  conditions,  adding  an 
additional  story  on  the  Polk  street  school, 
thereby  obtaining  three  additional  rooms, 
and  taking  land  adjoining  the  Polk  street 
school  on  the  corner.  The  city  will  then 
own  the  entire  square,  there  will  be  ample 
playground  space,  the  buildings  will  be 
completely  renovated,  properly  heated  and 
ventilated,  and  when  finished  will  certain- 
ly take  care  of  the  poor  conditions  at 
present  existing  in  that  district.  The 
handling  of  the  problem  in  this  manner, 
effects  a  saving  thereby  allowing  money 
to  become  available  for  the  Lyman  school 
problem.

Tentative    Plan    for    a    Newsboys'    Trial 

Board. 

(1)  The  Trial  Board  shall  consist  of 
five  (5)  members,  as  follows: — Two  (2) 
adults  to  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
School  Committee  for  the  term  of  one 
(1)  year  from  October  1,  1910,  and  three 
(3)  newsboys,  one  elected  annually  from 
the  North,  South  and  West  End,  re- 
spectively. These  geographical  sections 
shall  include  the  schools  which  the  School 
Manual  now  groups  and  includes  under 
these  sections. 

(2)  Newsboy  candidates  shall  be  nom- 
inated from  each  section  by  not  more 
than  fifty  (50)  signatures  of  the  licensed 
newsboys  in  the  section,  no  boy  to  sign 
for  more  than  one  candidate,  the  election 
to  be  held  the  first  week  in  October,  and 
the  nominations  to  be  handed  in  at  least 
ten  (10)  days  before  the  election.  The 
preparation  of  the  ballot  and  the  mode, 
manner,  and  place  of  election  shall  be 
decided  by  an  official  or  officials  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  The  elections  shall  be  decided 
by   plurality   vote. 

(3)  If  any  judge  resigns  or  moves  out 
of  the  section  which  he  represents,  a  spe- 
cial election  shall  be  held  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy. 

(4)  Tlie  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  at  the  Boston  Newsboys  Club,  2i7 
Tremont  street,  and  the  mode,  manner  and 
method  of  procedure  and  time  of  meetings 
of  the  Trial  Board,  shall  be  established 
by  the  Board,  itself. 

(5)  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  in- 
vestigate, make  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions to  the  School  Committee  for  all 
violations  of  Newsboy  licenses. 

(6)  The  Supervisor  of  Licensed  Minors 
shall  be  authorized  in  his  discretion  to 
bring  his  complaints  before  this  Board 
instead  .of  to  the  Juvenile  Court.  The  Po- 
lice Commissioner  shall  be  requested  to  in- 
struct the  officer  now  specially  detailed  for 
these  offenses,  to  cooperate  in  so  far  as 
feasible  with   this  board. 

(7)  The  Board  shall  have  jurisdiction 
over  all  newsboys  attending  the  Boston 
Public   Schools. 

(8)  The  Newsboy-judges  shall  be  paid 
fifty  cents  (50c.)  for  their  attendance  at 
each  of  the  official  sessions  of  the  Board.

Gentlemen:— 

The  city  government  is  engaged  in  a 
street  cleaning  crusade  in  which  it  desires 
to  enlist  the  support  of  every  person  pos- 
sible. We  have  been  led  to  believe,  from 
the  example  of  other  cities,  like  Milwaukee 
and  New  York,  that  the  children,  whose 
thoughtlessness  contributes  so  much  to 
the  unsightly  littering  of  the  streets, 
might,  if  tactfully  approached,  be  per- 
suaded to  adopt  more  tidy  habits  and  even 
constitute  themselves  in  some  instances  as 
apostles  of  the  proposed  reform.  If  the 
one  hundred  thousand  pupils  of  the  public 
schools  could  be  organized  into  a  boys' 
and  girls'  brigade  for  the  purpose  of  keep- 
ing the  streets  clean  hardly  any  other 
agency  would  be  more  powerful  in  effect- 
ing this  desired  end. 

With  this  thought  in  mind  I  have  pre- 
pared the  following  letter  to  the  school 
boys  and  school  girls  of  Boston,  which 
I  respectfully  submit  to  your  committee 
with  the  request  that  it  be  read  on  an 
appointed  morning  by  every  teacher  in 
the  public  schools  to  his  or  her  class, 
and,  if  possible,  accompanied  with  suit- 
able remarks  and  questions.  The  actual 
reading  of  the  document  ought  not  to 
take  more  than  three  to  four  minutes, 
and  I  trust  that  you  may  regard  the  pur- 
port of  it  as  educational  in  a  broader 
sense  and  may  find  it  possible,  without 
disarrangement  of  your  program  of 
studies,  to  set  aside  a  short  period  some 
morning  when  this  appeal  could  be  made. 


Should  the  suggestion  meet  with  your 
approval,  as  I  trust  it  will,  I  shall  be 
most  happy  to  have  printed  copies  of  the 
appeal  mailed  to  the  teachers  of  the  city 
without    expense   to   your   committee.

To   the   School   Boys   and   School   Girls   of 

Boston:— 

I  wonder  if  you  know  how  much  it  cost 
last  year  to  keep  the  streets  of  Boston 
clean.  The  exact  amount  was  $660,617.38— 
almost  a  dollar  for  every  man,  woman  and 
child  in  the  city.  In  ten  years  this  would 
make  over  six  and  a  half  million  dollars, 
and  still  the  streets  are  not  so  clean  as 
they  ought  to  be.  Whose  fault  is  this? 
Nearly  everybody's  more  or  less.  So  many 
persons  seem  to  think  the  street,  which 
is  properly  the  opening  between  the  houses 
through  which  we  walk  or  ride,  is  also  in- 
tended as  a  great  receptacle  or  dumping 
place  for  rubbish.  Walk  along  and  notice, 
especially  in  the  channel  near  the  curb- 
stone, the  torn  fragments  of  paper  blow- 
ing about,  the  apple  cores,  banana  skins, 
corn  husks,  peanut  shells  and  house 
refuse,  and  then  notice  the  same  street 
after  it  has  been  swept.  How  smooth  and 
clean  and  almost  new  it  looks!  Doctors 
tell  us  that  all  this  rubbish  lying  in  the 
dust  carries  germs  of  disease  and  makes 
people  sick.  A  good  doctor  wants  to  keep 
people  well.  He  tries  to  prevent  sickness 
even  if,  when  he  has  done  so,  fewer  pa- 
tients come  to  seek  his  services.  So  all  the 
doctors  are  asking  for  oleaner  streets  and 
the  city  government  is  also  eager  to  have 
them  because  it  costs  so  much  every  year 
to  collect  and  remove  rubbish.  But  what 
can  the  doctor  do  and  what  can  the  city 
government  do  if  the  people  themselves 
continue  to  treat  the  open  street  as  if  it 
were  the  dumping  ground? 

We  are  told  that  the  people  in  Europe 
do  not  use  the  streets  in  this  way.  In  Ger- 
many, for  example,  they  would  regard 
some  of  our  habits  as  most  uncleanly,  and 
when  you  come  to  think  of  it,  are  they 
not  quite  right?  The  street  is  in  one 
sense  the  floor  of  the  city,  and  no  person 
who  has  been  well  brought  up  would 
throw  soiled  papers  or  decayed  fruit  on 
the  floor  of  his  home  or  of  a  school  room. 
The  waste  baskets  are  there  for  just  that 
purpose.  So,  why  not  let  us  all  agree  for 
the  next  year,  when  we  are  tempted  to  use 
the  streets  in  this  way,  to  refrain  from 
doing  so  and  to  hunt  up  a  suitable  barrel 
or  receptacle  in  which  the  rubbish  may 
be  placed.  This  may  cost  us  a  little 
trouble  but  most  things  that  are  valuable 
have  to  be  paid  for. 

I  wish  the  pupils  in  the  schools  might 
be  the  leaders  in  a  movement  of  this 
kind.  They  are  doing  it  in  other  cities 
and  Boston  ought  not  to  be  behind  in  so 
excellent  a  work.  There  are  more  than 
one  hundred  thousand  of  you  studying  in 
the  schools  and  if  all  the  litter  you  cast 
away  in  the  whole  year  were  heaped  up 
in  some  open  field  next  Fourth  of  July 
morning  I  think  it  would  make  the  big- 
gest and  brightest  bonfire  that  Boston 
ever  saw.  Let  us  keep  the  streets  clean 
and  be  all  so  much  the  healthier,  hap- 
pier, and  perhaps  the  richer  for  it. 
After  we  have  tried  this  for  a  whole 
year  I  am  sure  the  results  will  be  so 
satisfactory  and  we  shall  be  so  proud  of 
our  new  looking  streets  and  so  happy  in 
our  improved  health  that  we  shall  be 
glad  to  continue  the  practice,  until  some 
time  our  city  will  present  as  neat  an 
appearance  to  visitors  as  the  cities  of 
Europe  do.  I  ask  every  boy  and  girl  in 
the  schools  of  Boston  to  contribute  his  or 
her  share  toward  making  our  city  the 
cleanest  city  in  America.

Annually,  in  Sep- 
tember, on  a  day  designated  by  the  Super- . 
intendent,  newsboy  captains  shall  be  elec- 
ted in  each  school  or  district  having  ten 
or  more  licensed  newsboys  in  attendance. 

Section  2.  All  licensed  newsboys  attend- 
ing the  public  schools  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote.  The  preparation  of  the  ballot  and 
the  mode,  manner  >md  place  of  election 
shall  be  decided  by  an  official  or  officials 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  The  election  shall  be  decided  by 
plurality  vote. 

Section  3.  If  any  newsboy  judge  re- 
signs or  moves  out  of  the  city,  the  re- 
maining judges  shall  appoint  a  newsboy 
to   serve   for   the    unexpired   term.

SPECIAL  INSTRUCTOR  IN  DRAWING 
AND  MANUAL  TRAINING,  BAST  BOS- 
TON HIGH  SCHOOL.

142),  from  the  Boston  Mechanics  Exposi- 
tion, with  reference  to  offering  prizes  to 


pupils  in  the  elementary  and  high 
schools  for  free-hand  drawing,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Mechanics  Fair  to  be 
held  in  Mechanics  Building  during  the 
month  of  October,  1910,  stating  that  in 
its  opinion  it  would  be  unwise  to  depart 
from  the  principle  which  has  been  in  ef- 
fect for  several  years,  namely,  that  in- 
dividual prizes  should  not  be  offered  to 
the  pupils  in  any  department.  The 
Board  of  Superintendents  feels  that  such 
prizes  tend  to  the  overemphasis  of  a 
subject  and  to  a  competition  which  is 
not  beneficial.  Apart  from  the  question 
of  the  desirability  of  offering  prizes,  the 
time  available  in  the  present  instance 
renders  the  proposition  impracticable  as 
the  finished  drawings  are  asked  for  by 
October  first.  The  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents therefore  recommends  that  the 
proposition  of  the  Boston  Mechanics  Ex- 
position be  not  accepted.

HIGH     SCHOOL     INSTRUCTION     IN 
CLERICAL    SUBJECTS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Oct.  31,  1910,  in  response  to  the  order  passed 
by  the  Board  at  its  meeting  of  June  6,  1910, 
(see  p.  110),  requesting  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents and  the  High  School  Head- 
Masters'  Association  to  report  with  ref- 
erence to  the  desirability  of  providing  in- 
tensive study  of  clerical  subjects  for  pupils 
who  have  completed  two  or  more  years  of 
high  school  work,  reporting  as  follows:— 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  is  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  inadvisable  to  establish 
classes  in  high  schools  for  intensive  study 
of  clerical  subjects;  it  believes,  however, 
in  the  establishment  of  a  separate  school 
for  that  purpose  and  regrets  that  the  finan- 
cial situation  is  not  such  as  to  warrant 
the  establishment  of  such  a  school  at  the 
present  time. 

The  accompanying  report  on  the  subject 
by  the  Committee  of  Head  Masters  stated 
that  the  present  equipment  of  the  high 
schools  will  not  permit  of  any  marked  ex- 
tension of  their  commercial  work;  that, 
therefore,  intensive  clerical  courses  could 
only  be  given  by  forming  afternoon 
classes;  that  practically  all  the  commercial 
pupils  in  the  present  second  and  third  year 
classes  of  the  high  schools  prefer  to  con- 
tinue their  present  course  next  year,  either 
because  of  its  higher  educational  value,  or 
because   it   leads   to   a   diploma. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  directed 
to  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Board.

COMMITTEE  OF  PRINCIPALS  TO 
STUDY  SUBJECT  OF  STREET  ACCI- 
DENTS. 

On  motion  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  Superintendent  be 
requested  to  appoint  a  committee  of  prin- 
cipals to  study  the  subject  of  street  ac- 
cidents to  children,  especially  those  con- 
nected with  the  operation  of  electric  cars, 
and,  after  conference  with  the  proper  offi- 
cials of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Co., 
to  recommend  practicable  measures  tend- 
ing to  reduce  the  number  of  such  acci- 
dents.

VENTILATION  OF  SCHOOL  ROOMS. 

On  motion  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission be  requested,  so  far  as  feasible, 
to  provide  that  all  rooms  in  new  school 
buildings  shall,  on  one  side  at  least,  open 
wholly  from  floor  to  ceiling  to  the  outer 
air,  in  order  that  during  warm  weather,  at 
least,  the  pupils  may  have  as  much  fresh 
air  as  possible. 

OPEN  AIR  PLAY  SPACE,  NEW  BUILD- 
INGS. 

On  motion  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  School  Commit- 
tee earnestly  renews  its  request  to  the 
Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners 
that  except  where  a  public  park  or  play- 
ground makes  equivalent  provision  there 
be  provided  with  every  new  school  build- 
ing open  air  play  space  of  at  least  30  sq. 
ft.  for  each  pupil  where  the  same  can  be 


done  without  inordinate  expense,  and  that 
under  all  circumstances  such  space  be  at 
least  20  sq.  ft.  per  pupil. 


TEMPERATURE     AND     VENTILATION 
OF  CLASS-ROOMS. 

On  motion  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  attention  of  the 
principals  in  all  the  schools  is  hereby 
called  to  the  following  recent  orders  in 
regard  to  ventilation: — 

1.  Amendments  to  Section  231,  given 
in  the  proceedings,  Feb.  21,  1910  (see  p. 
20),  substantially  as  follows: — 

1.  That  teachers  keep  watch  of  the 
temperature  and  ventilation  of  the  rooms. 

2.  That  in  every  school  there  shall  be 
a  period  of  physical  exercise  in  each  ses- 
sion simultaneously  in  every  room  in  ad- 
dition to  the  regular  recess,  and  that  dur- 
ing such  period  the  windows  of  each 
room  shall  be  opened  sufficiently  to  thor- 
oughly air  out  the  room. 

3.  That  all  rooms  shall  be  thoroughly 
aired  out  after  each  session  and  after 
evening  school. 

4.  That  the  School  Committee  does  not 
desire  to  save  coal  at  the  expense  of  in- 
sufficient ventilation. 

II.  Proceedings,  April  4,  1910  (see  p. 
59).  £ 

Providing  in  substance  that  when  so 
doing  will  not  drive  the  thermometer  be- 
low 67  F.,  the  windows  on  at  least  one 
side  of  every  room  shall  be  kept  wide 
open. 


BOUNDARY       LINES,       COMINS       AND 
MARTIN  DISTRICTS. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
William  H.  Martin,  master  of  the  Comins 
District,  under  date  of  Nov.  7,  1910,  with 
reference  to  certain  pupils  residing  in  the 
Martin  District  being  permitted  to  attend 
the  Comins  School  in  accordance  with  a 
custom  of  many  years,  and  requesting  a 
readjustment  of  boundary  lines  accord- 
ingly. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  di- 
rected to  inform  Mr.  Martin  that  the 
question  which  he  raises  is  clearly  de- 
termined by  the  present  boundary  lines 
of  the  Comins  and  Martin  Districts.

CENTENARY  OF  CHARLES  SUMNER. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Clif- 
ford H.  Plummer,  President  of  the  New 
England  Suffrage  League,  under  date  of 
Oct.  22,  1910,  asking  for  the  use  of  the  hall 
of  the  Bowdoin  School  on  the  morning  of 
Jan.  6,  1911,  for  exercises  in  connection 
with  the  Centenary  of  Charles  Sumner, 
and  that  the  School  Committee  recognize 
the  celebration  by  ordering  exercises  in 
every  class-room  or  school  on  that  day. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  di- 
rected to  reply  thereto  to  the  effect  that 
as  Friday,  Jan.  6,  1911,  is  a  regular  school- 
day,  it  does  not  seem  expedient  to  occupy 
the  hall  of  the  Bowdoin  School-house  dur- 
ing the  forenoon  of  that  day  for  other 
purposes.

PAYMENT  OF  JANITOR  FEE  AT 
MEETINGS  OF  PARENTS'  ASSOCIA- 
TIONS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Mrs. 
Fannie  Fern  Andrews,  Secretary  of  the 
Boston  Home  and  School  Association,  un- 
der date  of  Nov.  3,  1910,  transmitting  a 
copy  of  a  vote  taken  by  the  Executive 
Board  of  that  association  on  Oct.  13,  1910, 
with  reference  to  the  requirement  of  a  $5 
janitor  fee  for  evening  meetings  of  par- 
ents' associations,  and  stating  that  en- 
forcement of  the  rule  will  force  most  of 
trie  parents'  associations  to  disband,  or 
limit   the   number   of  meetings   to   perhaps 


one  a  year.  Accompanying  the  forego- 
ing were  communications  from  various 
parents'  associations  expressing  objections 
to  the  rule,  and  stating  the  adverse  effect 
its  enforcement  will  have  upon  the  con- 
tinuance of  these  associations. 

Communications  of  the  same  nature  were 
also  received  from  the  Francis  Parkman 
Parents'  Association  and  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Extended  Use  of  School 
Buildings  in  the  Educational  Department 
of  the  Women's  Municipal  League;  the  lat- 
ter committee  suggesting  that  when  school 
buildings  are  used  regularly  throughout 
the  winter  by  persons  having  as  their  aim 
the  training  of  young  people  to  fit  their 
social,  industrial  and  civic  environment, 
janitors  of  the  buildings  used  be  paid  ac- 
cording to  the  schedule  now  in  effect  for 
janitors  of  evening  schools. 

Referred  for  consideration  and  recom- 
mendation to  a  committee  consisting  of 
the  Secretary,  the  Business  Agent  and 
the  Schoolhouse  Custodian.

Proceedings  of  School  Committee. 


Nov.  14,  1910. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the 
School  Committee  Chamber,  Mason-street 
Building,  at  4.42  o'clock  P.M.,  the  Chairman 
presiding. 

Present:  Messrs.  Brock,  Ellis,  Lee  and 
Magenis. 


APPROVAL  OF  RECORDS. 

The  reading  of  the  records  of  the  last 
meeting  was  omitted,  the  Board  approv- 
ing them  as  printed. 


APPOINTMENTS  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  Chairman  stated  the  question  was 
on  approving  the  appointments  of  teach- 
ers-on  probation,  as  reported  by  the  Super- 
intendent, and  laid  over  at  the  last  meet- 
ing, with  the  following  changes  recom- 
mended by  the  Superintendent,  that  the 
appointments  of  Frances  S.  Parker,  assist- 
ant (fourth  year),  Robert  G.  Shaw  District, 
and  Maude  L.  Plummer,  assistant  (fourth 
year),  Thomas  Gardner  District,  take  effect 
Oct.  3,  1910,  instead  of  Nov.  28,  1910. 

The  appointments  were  approved,  with 
the  aforesaid  changes. 


SITE  FOR  THE  NEW  HIGH  SCHOOL 
OF  COMMERCE  AND  SCHOOL  AD- 
MINISTRATION BUILDING. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  meeting 
had  been  called  especially  in  order  that 
the  School  Committee  and  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commission- 
ers, who  were  also  present,  might  be  in- 
formed as  to  the  opinion  of  the  business 
men  with  regard  to  the  selection  of  a  site 
for  the  proposed  High  School  of  Com- 
merce. 

The  following  members  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  of  that  school  were  present: 
Messrs.  Lucius  Tuttle,  Carl  Dreyfus,  Bern- 
ard J.  Rothwell,  John  C.  Cobb,  Wallace  L. 
Pierofc^JSdward  F.  McSweeney,  A.  Lincoln 
Filene,  Fred  L.  Howard,  T.  B.  Fitzpatrick, 
Frank  A.  Day  and  Daniel  D.  Morss,  also 
Messrs.  W.  A.  Hawkins,  N.  C.  Fowler,  Jr., 
P.  A.  O'Connell,  and  William  H.  Brainerd. 


The  following  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
advisory  committee  of  business  men  on 
the  High  School  of  Commerce  were  re- 
ceived:— 

WHEREAS,  The  business  men's  advisory 
board  of  the  Boston  High  School  of  Com- 
merce deplores  the  unavoidable  delay  in 
deciding  location  and  commencing  con- 
structions of  the  new  school  building  for 
which  legislative  authority  was  granted 
more   than    18   months   ago,    and 

WHEREAS,  Continued  delay  is  a  most 
serious  handicap  to  the  proper  develop- 
ment of  this  highly  important  system  of 
education  and  deprives  hundreds  of  boys 
of  the  opportunity  of  securing  the  ad- 
vantages  to   which   they  are   entitled,    and 

WHEREAS,  This  committee  and  the  busi- 
ness community  which  it  represents  unani- 
mously  believe   that  in   the   interest   of   its 


pupils  the  High  School  of  Commerce 
should  be  located  in  close  proximity  to 
the  wholesale  and  retail  business  centre; 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  committee  favors 
slre  in  the  :'mmediat  vkinity  of  Park 
Square,  and  urgently  requests  the  authori- 
ties having  final  jurisdiction  to  secure  the 
site  without  further  delay  and  begin  con- 
struction at  earliest  possible  moment. 

Placed   on   file. 

The  Chairman  called  upon  Mr.  Lucius 
Tuttle,  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, who  stated  that  a  further  expres- 
sion of  the  views  of  the  committee  would 
be  presented  by  Mr.  Bernard  J.  Rothwell, 
President  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
who  thereupon  read  the  following  state- 
ment:— 

The  question  of  a  proper  location  for 
the  new  High  School  of  Commerce  Build- 
ing has  been  so  thoroughly  discussed  and 
the  essentials  have  been  so  fully  explained 
that  further  argument  would  seem  to  be 
unnecessary. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  has  publicly 
charged  the  Business  Men's  Advisory  Com- 
mittee with  completely  ignoring  the  pos- 
sibility of  saving  $200,000  of  the  tax  payers' 
money. 

His  Honor's  views  as  to  economy  are 
worthy  of  respectful  consideration,  especi- 
ally by  business  men  who  are  themselves 
considerable  tax  payers.  They  have  not 
been  ignored.  On  the  contrary,  the  Com- 
mittee most  carefully  considered  the  Back 
Bay  Fens  proposition  only  to  arrive  at  the 
conclusion  that,  aside  from  the  evident  un- 
fitness of  the  location,  its  acceptance 
would  not  result  in  the  apparent  saving  of 
money  which  His  Honor  anticipates,  but 
would  compel  the  expenditure  of  a  con- 
siderably larger  amount  than  would  be 
necessary  to  locate  this  building  upon  a 
down-town  site. 

His  Honor  also  referred  to  the  fact  that 
theWarrenton  Street  site  previously  recom- 
mended by  the  Board  involved  a  construc- 
tion cost  largely  in  excess  of  the  appropri- 
ation, but^this  is  something  the  Advisory 
Board  was  not  responsible  for,  as  it  had 
the  assurance  of  the  former  Chairman  of 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission  that  the 
building  on  that  site  could  be  completed 
within  the  appropriation.  Possibly  final 
plans  did  not  correspond  with  original  in- 
tention. 

Getting  land  for  nothing,  under  obliga- 
tion of  expending  thereon  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  is  no  proof  whatever  of 
genuine  economy  and,  in  itself,  would  not 
warrant  acceptance.  It  might  prove  to  be 
something  in  the  nature  of  a  White  Ele- 
phant. 

While  the  Back  Bay  Fens  is  undoubtedly 
an  excellent  location  for  some  school,  it 
is  manifestly  an  entirely  unfit  location 
for  a  High  School  of  Commerce.  This 
statement  is  indisputable,  either  from  the 
standpoint  of  suitability,  accessibility  or 
economy. 

Contrary  to  His  Honor's  calculation,  the 
initial  outlay  in  providing  for  this  school 
would  be  distinctly  to  the  advantage  of 
a  down-town  site,  but  this,  in  itself,  would 
by  lo  means  be  a  conclusive  factor  in 
solving  the  problem. 

First,  as  to  suitability;  if  it  were  de- 
termined to  erect  two  schools — one  of 
Naval  design  and  the  other  of  Agricul- 
-  re— no  level-headed  official  would  loc 
the  Naval  School  in  the  middle  of  Frank- 
lin Park  or  the  School  of  Agriculture  at 
City    Point. 

In  otht  r  w  >rds,  the  fitness  of  the  sur- 
roundings to  the  work  at  hand  is  the 
first  and  absolutely  fundamental  considera- 
tion. If  a  location  fails  to  meet  this  re- 
quirement, then  every  other  consideration 
may  at   once   be   dismissed. 

The  Back  Bay  Fens  is  so  unfit  for  this 
particular  school  that  the  great  majority 
cf  the  business  men  who  have  stu  iod  the 
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problem  carefully,  intelligently,  and  wiM 
the  sole  purpose  of  making  the  school  a 
success,  believe  it  would  be  far  better  not 
to  build  the  school  at  all— to  let  it  go 
limping  along— turning  away,  for  lack  of 
proper  accommodation,  hundreds  of  boys 
every  year— than  to  place  it  in  a  location 
which,  for  all  time,  will  har-licap  its 
proper  development  and  eventually  rob 
it  of  its  distinctive  character. 

This  is  not  the  opinion  of  one  man,  or 
of  any  one  group  of  men— it  is  the  be- 
lief of  practically  all  who  have  seriously 
and  understandingly  considered  the  prob- 
lem. 

1st:   It  is  the  belief  of  the  School   Com- 
mittee. 

2nd:   It  is  the  belief  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

3rd:  It  is  the  belief  of  the  former  Head- 
master, who  bases  his  opinion  on  first- 
hand observation  of  High  Schools  of  Com- 
merce in  numerous  great  European  centres 
as  well  as  on  his  four  years'  experience  in 
the  Boston  High  School  of  Commerce. 

4th:  It  is  the  belief  of  the  present  Head- 
master, who  has  had  three  years'  experi- 
ence in  this  School  and  who  has  given  the 
problem  close  study  both  here  and  abroad 
5th:  It  is  the  belief  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Business  Men's  Advisory 
Board,  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee 
also  being  Chairman  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  and  a  widely  recognized  au- 
thority on  educational  matters. 

6th:  It  is  the  belief  of  the  Advisory 
Board  itself. 

7th:  It  is  the  belief  of  the  Committee  on 
Education  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

8th:  It  is  the  belief  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, a  moment's  glance  at  the  personnel 
of  which  will  disclose  the  qualification  of 
its  membership. 

9th:  It  is  the  belief  of  the  Retail  Trade 
Board— a  group  of  between  four  hundred 
and  five  hundred  prominent  retail  mer- 
chants, acting  independently  and  unon  its 
own  initiative. 

Not  one  of  all  these  has  a  single  object 
in  view  other  than  the  best  interests  of 
the  boys  who  are  to  attend  this  School-the 
permanent  success  of  the  School  itself  and 
the  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston  which 
obviously,  must  eventually  be  the  loser 
through  the  construction  of  a  misfit 

Against  this  consensus  of  opinion  the 
Mayor  stands,  practically  alone  in  advo- 
cacy of  the  Back  Bay  Fens  ° 
The  only  argument  of  fitness  which  he 
has  advanced  has  been  that  of  playground 
accommodation,  which  in  this  particular 
School  is  of  minor  importance,  as  bovs  en- 
tering commercial  pursuits  at  the  close  of 
the  Grammar  School  course,  as  manv  do 
have  much  longer  hours  of  employment 
and  have  little  time  for  outdoor  sports 

From  the  standpoint  of  accessibility  of 
the  Back  Bay  Fens  site,  both  to  the  pupils 
and  to  the  business  men,  upon  whose  ac- 
tive Interest  and  constant  cooperation  the 
success  of  this  particular  school  is  de- 
pendent, it  would  be  difficult  to  select  a 
more  unsatisfactory  location. 

Living,  as  most  of  these  pupils  do,  in 
Charlestown,  East  Boston,  the  North  and 
West  Ends,  South  Boston  and  Dorchestev, 
tne  trip  to  a  school  located  in  the  Fens 
would  involve  one,  and  in  some  cases  two 
transfers— in  some  cases  transfers  out  of 
aoors.  In  some  cases  there  would  be  an 
eignt  cent  fare  in  each  direction  if  addi- 
tional transportation  delay  is  to  toe 
avoided. 

It  will  mean,  for  the  average  pupil,  at 
least  twenty  minutes,  and  for  more  nearly 
half  an  hour  longer  in  transit,  and  in  con- 
nection with  part-time  work,  which  is  the 
coming  feature  of  this  type  of  education,  ' 
it  will  make  a  similar  serious  inroad  upon 
the  limited  time  of  the  pupil  which  is 
available  for  either  class-work  or  business 
employment. 

A   down-town    site,    on    the   other   hand, 


will  make  walking  possible  for  three- 
fourths  of  the  pupils,  which  would,  in 
itself,  be  a  great  physical  advantage  to 
all  of  them,  as  well  as  a  necessary  eco- 
nomic consideration  for  many. 

So  far  as  the  convenience  of  the  business 
men  is  concerned,  the  proposed  location  in 
the  Back  Bay  Fens  would  be  so  inacces- 
sible as  to  effectively  prevent  their  visiting- 
trie  school  with  any  frequency  or  regular- 
ity. As  is  well  known,  their  visits  to  the 
school  are  not  for  the  purpose  of  curiosity, 
but  to  make  helpful  suggestions  based 
upon  their  own  experience,  to  impart 
special  instruction,  and  to  aid  in  the  plan- 
ning and  provision  of  part-time  and  vaca- 
tion employment  for  the  pupils. 

It  is  upon  this  cooperation  by  the 
business  forces  of  the  City  that  the  suc- 
cess of  this  type  of  school  fundamentally 
depends.  So  clearly  has  this  been  recog- 
nized elsewhere  that  in  such  great 
European  centers  as  Paris,  Antwerp, 
Brussels,  Berlin,  Leipsig,  Munich,  Cologne, 
Frankfort,  Venice,  Genoa,  Milan,  Naples 
and  elsewhere,  the  High  School  of  Com- 
merce is,  without  exception,  located  in  the 
very  heart  of  the  business  center,  some- 
times in  close  proximity  to  the  Bourse, 
which  is  equivalent  to  our  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

In  Chicago  the  great  business  school  con- 
ducted by  the  Northwestern  University,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Chicago  Association 
of  Commerce,  is  located  in  the  very  heart 
of  Chicago's  wholesale  business  centre. 

Aside  from  the  absolute  necessity  of 
surrounding  a  High  School  of  Commerce 
with  a  commercial  atmosphere,  there  are 
strong   economic    considerations. 

In  considering  the  economic  side  of  this 
problem  the  Mayor  has,  no  doubt,  in- 
advertently ignored  the  fact  that,  if  this 
school  is  located  in  the  Back  Bay  Fens, 
a  down-town  site  must  be  secured  for  the 
erection  of  an  administration  building,  for 
it  is  not  seriously  proposed  to  remove  the 
administrative  offices  of  the  public  schools 
to  the  Back  Bay  Fens.  This  fact  in  itself 
betrays  the  remoteness  of  that  site.  In 
fact,  it  is  definitely  stated,  that  in  the 
event  of  the  High  School  of  Commerce  be- 
ing located  in  the  Back  Bay  Fens,  the 
administrative  offices  both  of  the  School 
Committee  and  of  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission will  be  •  excluded,  and  provision 
made  for  them  elsewhere. 

The  act  under  which  the  High  School 
of  Commerce  building  is  to  be  erected 
specifically  provides  for  the  inclusion  of 
the  administrative  offices  of  the  depart- 
ment. It  is  beyond  doubt  that  the  pro- 
vision, elsewhere,  of  a  building  for  these 
offices  would  involve  much  more  than 
the  saving  which  the  free  gift  of  the 
land  would  appear  to  permit. 

Furthermore,  the  cost  of  foundations  for 
a  building  erected  in  a  swamp  would  be 
somewhat  uncertain,  but  it  certainly 
would  exceed  the  cost  of  foundations 
upon  any  down-town  site  that  has  been 
suggested. 

Again,  a  due  sense  of  fitness  to  surround- 
ings would  require  a  more  ornate  type 
of  elevation— and  that  on  four  sides— 
than  on  a  down-town  site  where  one,  at 
least,  and  probably  two  sides  could  be 
severely   plain. 

It  therefore  seems  evident  that  the 
selection  of  the  Back  Bay  Fens  site  far 
from  permitting  a  saving  of  the  tax 
payer's  money  would,  in  fact,  involve  a 
much  larger,  an  unnecessary  and  an  un- 
wise expenditure  of  it. 

But  a  still  more  important  consideration 
is  that  if  the  High  School  of  Commerce 
is  located  in  the  Back  Bay  Fens,  then 
what  is  equivalent  to  commercial  labora- 
tories must  be  provided.  In  the  case  of 
the  Commercial  High  School  at  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  which  was  located  away  from  the 
business  centre,  nearly  $1,000,000  was  re- 
quired for  its  construction  and  commer- 
cial equipment. 
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The  addition  to  the  Mechanic  Arts  High 
School,  involving  $550,000  was  largely 
made  in  order  to  provide  mechanical 
laboratories,  the  construction  of  which 
could  have  been  avoided,  and  is  now  being 
avoided  elsewhere,  through  the  advanced 
educational  method  of  having  the  pupils  do 
laboratory  work  in  factories,  a  plan  which 
is  being  successfully  carried  out  at  Fitch- 
burg,   Providence  and  elsewhere. 

If  the  High  School  of  Commerce  is  lo- 
cated down-town,  in  close  proximity  to 
the  wholesale  and  retail  business  centers, 
then  it  will  have  immediately  at  hand  its 
laboratories— actual  working  establish- 
ments into  which  its  pupils  will  go  day 
after  day— and  the  City  will  be  saved  the 
expense  of  providing  what  at  best  would 
be   an   imitation. 

Every  element  bearing  upon  this  new 
educational  problem  has  been  carefully 
investigated  and  considered  by  the  busi- 
ness men  of  Boston.  It  ia  not  a  matter 
which  they  have  recentlv  taken  up,  or  a 
conclusion  at  which  they  have  quickly 
arrived.  From  the  very  inauguration  of 
this  school  nearly  five  years  ago,  it  has 
been  their  judgment  that  the  school  should 
be  olaced  as  closely  as  possible  to  the 
business  establishments  wherein  its  pupils 
are  to  receive  a  portion  of  their  instruc- 
tion and  in  which  they  are  to  find  employ- 
ment upon  graduation. 

I  repeat  again  with  all  possible  emphasis 
that  their  position  is  based  simply  and 
solely  upon  the  ultimate  good  of  all  con- 
cerned, and  that  this  ultimate  good  de- 
mands that  the  school  shall  be  located 
down-town. 

Of  the  down-town  locations  so  far  men- 
tioned the  Park  Square  Gasometer  lot  ap- 
pears, everything  considered,  to  be  the 
most  satisfactory. 

It  or  an  equally  suitable  location  should 
be  secured  without  further  delay  and  the 
work  of  construction  pushed  forward  with 
all  possible  speed.

Lucius  Tuttle  successively  addressed  the 
Committee  in  support  of  the  arguments  in 
favor  of  a  down-town  site  for  this  school. 


The  Chairman  briefly  addressed  the  gen- 
tlemen present,  thanking  them  for  ex- 
pressing their  views  and  for  their  interest 
in  the  matter,  and  declared  the  hearing 
closed.

Honor  the  Mayor,  the  members  of  your 
Board  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
that  the  elementary  assistants  are  at  pres- 
ent underpaid.

Dear  Sir:— 

At  the  recent  meeting  in  the  Mayor's 
Office,  regarding  the  proposed  site  for  the 
High  School  of  Commerce  at  Fort  Hill 
Square,  one  of  the  principal  objections  to 
this  site  was  the  noise  which  arises  from 
the  granite  block  pavement  at  present  laid 
in  this  square.  There  are  various  methods 
of  remedying  this  drawback,  however, 
among  which  I  might  mention  the  possi- 
bility of  covering  the  present  granite  block 
paving  with  a  coating  of  asphalt.  This 
would  be  the  cheapest  remedy,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $6000.  Secondly,  the  present 
pavement  could  be  removed  entirely,  and 
wood  block  paving  substituted,  at  a  cost 
of  about  $18,000.  Thirdly,  a  soft  granite 
block  could  be  substituted  for  the  present 
hard  granite,  which  would  decrease  the 
noise  very  materially,  and  meet  with  no 
objection  from  the  teaming  interests.  The 
cost  of  this  would  be,  approximately,  the 
same  as  that  of  wood  block.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  again  unani- 
mously declared  its  opposition  to  the  loca- 
tion of  the  High  School  of  Commerce  in 
Fort  Hill  Square,  and  in  conformity  with 
its  instructions  to  voice  the  opposition  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  I  enclose  here- 
with statement  as  to  the  reasons  therefor. 
Your  careful  consideration  of  these 
reasons  is  urgently  requested,  and  I 
specially  direct  your  attention  to  the  fifth 
reason,  with  reference  to  the  noise,  as  this 
alone  should  be  a  controlling  one  so  far 
as  this  location  is  concerned.

The  objections  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce to  the  proposed  site  are: — 

1st.  That  it  is  unwise  and  sets  an  unfor- 
tunate precedent  for  the  city  to  take  any 
part  of  its  few  small  parks  and  breathing 
spaces  for  building  purposes.  One  building 
alone  abutting  Fort  Hill  Square  is  to  house 
twelve  hundred  employees;  probably  an 
equal  number  is  employed  in  the  other 
buildings  surrounding  the  Square.  These 
workers  occupy  these  buildings  as  many 
hours  as  they  occupy  their  residences,  and 
therefore  the  deprivation  of  light  and  air 
which  this  little  Park  affords  is  equally  as 
important  as  it  would  be  if  located  in  the 
centre  of  their  homes. 
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If  the  city  once  enters  upon  this  policy 
there  is  no  indisputable  reason  why  other 
breathing  spaces,  such  as  Louisburg 
Square,  Union  Park,  Copley  Square,  Ches- 
ter Park  (Massachusetts  Avenue),  Rutland 
Square,  Central  Square,  East  Boston;  Win- 
throp  Square,  Charlestown;  Independence 
Square,  South  Boston;  Walnut  Park,  Rox- 
bury,  or  any  one  of  the  open  spaces  within 
the  city  limits,  should  not  be  utilized  for 
municipal  building  purposes,  whether  it  be 
schools,  gymnasiums,  baths,  district  courts, 
or  other  public  utilities. 

When  some  two  years  ago  it  was  pro- 
posed to  use  a  small  portion  of  the  Charles 
River  Embankment*  near  Leverett  street 
for  a  similar  purpose,  the  entire  Wrest  End 
was  up  in  arms,  although  the  area  to  be 
occupied  formed  but  a  comparatively 
small  portion  of  a  large,  open  space  front- 
ing a  broad  expanse  of  water  and  abutting 
on   a  wide   thoroughfare. 

2nd.  That  the  attempt  to  build  upon 
Fort  Hill  Square  will  lead  to  slow  and 
vexatious  litigation,  real  estate  owners, 
generally,  and  practically  every  occupant 
of  property  abutting  Fort  Hill  Square  hav- 
ing remonstrated  in  writing  against  the 
proposed  building.  Therefore  the  erection 
of  the  school  building,  for  which  a  crying, 
immediate  need  exists,  will  be  indefinitely 
postponed,  to  the  serious  loss  of  the  hun- 
dreds of  pupils  seeking,  but  unable  to  gain 
admission. 

3rd.  If  the  city  has  the  right  to  confis- 
cate this  Park,  it  is  economically  unsound 
to  place  thereon  a  school  building,  for 
which  land  can  be  provided  at  a  cost  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
whereas  the  assessed  value  of  Fort  Hill 
Square  Park  is  four  hundred  and  eighty 
thousand  dollars.  Therefore,  if  it  is  to  be 
condemned,  the  city  should  sell  it  at  its 
real  value  of  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  more,  use  two-fifths  of  this  amount 
in  purchasing  a  suitable  lot  for  the  High 
School  of  Commerce,  and  appropriate  the 
balance  for  other  necessary  municipal 
purposes. 

4th.  That  Fort  Hill  Square  is  in  a 
steadily  increasing  turmoil  of  heavy  team- 
ing throughout  the  day.  A  count  made  by 
a  representative  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce with  a  registering  counter  between 
the  hours  of  nine  and  eleven  A.M.  on 
Thursday,  Dec.  1,  showed  ten  hundred 
and  seventy-six  vehicles  entering  the 
Square,   in   most  cases   heavily   laden. 

The  report  of  this  representative  of  the 
Chamber  shows  a  considerable  congestion, 
compelling  frequent  stoppage  of  traffic, 
thereby  increasing  the  need  of  a  non- 
slipping  pavement.  Any  form  of  noiseless 
pavement  would  be  seriously  conducive  to 
slipping  and  would  thus  largely  impair  the 
usefulness  for  teaming  purposes  not 
merely  of  the  thoroughfare  surrounding 
the  Square  itself,  but  also  of  the  adjoin- 
ing streets,  and  in  this  way  would  be  high- 
ly  injurious    to   the   commercial   interests. 

It  is  believed  that  the  noise  resulting 
from  this  large  volume  of  traffic  and  from 
the  operation  of  the  Elevated  Railway  in 
close  proximity,  would  make  the  proper 
conduct  of  classes  practically  impossible, 
even  if  all  windows  were  to  be  kept  tightly 
closed— in  itself,  a  highly  undesirable 
feature. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  large  fire  engine 
and  hook  and  ladder  house  situated  on 
the  Square,  which  contributes  frequently 
to  the  noise  and  excitement.  The  erec- 
tion of  a  building  in  the  centre  of  the 
Square  would  affect  its  operations,  while 
the  introduction  of  any  noiseless  and 
slirmery  pavement  would  seriouslv  jeop- 
ardize the  safety  of  the  firemen,  the 
horses  and  the  apparatus  in  getting  un- 
der way  because  of  the  curves  as  well  as 
right  angle  turns  which  would  immedi- 
ately  be  encountered.  It  was  clearly 
shown  at  the  time  of  the  great  Boston 
fire  that  this  open  space  was  a  most  val- 
uable   barrier    to   an   extensive   conflagra- 


tion,  and  it  is  located  in  a  district   that 
is  regarded  as  specially  hazardous. 

5th.  While  this  location  would  be  con- 
venient to  the  business  men,  whose  iden- 
tification with  the  School  is  of  paramount 
importance,  it  would  be  highly  inconven- 
ient and  inaccessible  for  a  large  majority 
of  the  pupils  attending;  in  this  respect 
being  even  more  unsatisfactory  thai?  the 
site  which  was  proposed  in  the  Back  Bay 
Fens. 

The  only  close  connection  by  cars, 
either  elevated  or  surface,  is  via  Atlantic 
Avenue,  upon  which  the  service  of 
through  trains  is  comparatively  infre- 
quent." 

The  location  is  remote  from  either  the 
Washington  street  Tunnel  or  the  Tremont 
street  Subway,  which  are  the  main  arteries 
of  North  and  South  traffic— the  directions 
in  which  the  school  population  lies.  To  the 
great  majority  of  the  boys  coming  from 
Roxbury,  Dorchester  and  Jamaica  Plain, 
access  to  this  location  would  be  slow  and 
inconvenient. 

Finally,  the  modern  tendency  is  decided- 
ly toward  utilization  of  school  buildings  in 
the  evening,  as  well  as  in  the  day,  either 
as  educational,  neighborhood  or  civic 
centres.  The  Fort  Hill  Square  location 
would  effectively  prevent  any  such  evening 
use  for  either  purpose. 

To  sum  up,  the  single  recommendation 
for  this  lot  is  that  it  can  possibly  be  had 
for  nothing  beyond  the  cost  of  litigation. 
From  every  other  point  of  view  it  is  unde- 
sirable, and  therefore  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  is  strongly  opposed  to  the  plac- 
ing of  the  new  High  School  of  Commerce 
on  that  site. 

While  not  the  only  possible  one  a  site 
universally  agreed  to  be  desirable  has 
been  suggested  on  the  corner  of  Ferdi- 
nand Street  and  Grenville  Place,  off  Co- 
lumbus Avenue,  directly  facing  the  Cadets 
Armory,  on  the  line  of  the  proposed 
Arlington  Street  improvement,  and  close 
by  tne  new  Abraham  Lincoln  School,  the 
largest  in  Boston,  the  surroundings  all 
tending  toward  something  in  the  nature 
of  a  civic  centre. 

The  development  of  Columbus  Avenue 
is  quite  sure  to  be  along  lines  that  will 
permit  the  same  class  of  pavement  as  is 
laid  between  Winter  Street  and  Park 
Souare  on  Tremont  and  Bovlston  Streets. 
This  lot  is  well  located  both  for  the  High 
School  of  Commerce  and  for  the  Admin- 
istration Offices  of  the  School  Committee 
and  Schoolhouse  Commission,  which  the 
act  of  the  Legislature  provides  for.  It  is 
central  and  easy  of  access  both  to  pupils 
and  to  the  business  men  who  are  identified 
with  the  school. 

It  can  probably  be  secured  at  a  lower 
net  cost  than  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  and  the  location  of  the  new  High 
School  of  Commerce  in  that  vicinity  will 
tend  toward  the  much  needed  development 
of  the  city  in  that  direction.  Unless  a  more 
satisfactory  site  can  be  chosen  it  would 
seem  that  this  site  should  be  selected. 

With  earnest  desire  to  cooperate  with  the 
Mayor  in  every  wise  economy  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  believes  that  obvious  seri- 
ous objections  and  permanent  disad- 
vantages should  not  be  ignored  in  the 
interest  of  a  "Penny  wise,  pound  foolish" 
policy,  which  in  the  end  would  prove  to  be 
a  costly  blunder.

The  falling  off  in  the  elementary  grades 
occurs  almost  entirely  in  the  first  grade, 
although  a  slight  loss  occurs  in  the  fourth 
and  fifth  grades.

TEMPERATURE    OF   CLASS-ROOMS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Director  of  School  Hygiene,  under  date 
of  Nov  29,  1910,  in  response  to  the  ac- 
tion taken  at  the  meeting  of  Nov.  7    1910 

•(see  ?-Ai74)'  with  reference  to  the  plac- 
ing of  thermometers  in  school  rooms,  re- 
porting that  an  investigation  carried  out 
tor  a  number  of  days  shows  that  two 
thermometers,  placed  respectively  at  a 
level  at  the  seat  of  a  child  and  at  a  level 
°l  theJ  teacner  standing  on  a  platform, 
snowed  a  difference  in  temperature  of 
from  one  to  six  degrees  Fahrenheit.  In  other 
rooms,  thermometers  placed  in  such  a 
position  so  as  to  be  struck  by  the  cur- 
rent of  in-coming  warm  air,  registered 
a  much  higher  temperature  than  ther- 
mometers placed  in  other  parts  of  the 
room.  Furthermore,  thermometers  placed 
near  windows  on  outside  walls  register 
from  three  to  five  degrees  Fahrenheit 
lower  than  thermometers  placed  on  the 
inner  wall  of  the  same  room. 

The  proper  position  of  a  thermometer 
in  the  school  room  is  unquestionably  on 
the  inner  walls  placed  so  that  no  cur- 
rent of  air  forced  into  the  room  shall 
strike  the  thermometer  directly.  Each 
class-room  should  have  two  thermometers 
placed  on  opposite  sides  of  the  room  on 
the  inner  walls.  No  room  temperature 
should  vary  more  than  three  degrees 
Fahrenheit  with  thermometers  so  placed. 
The  best  height  for  placing  thermometers 
should  be  between  4  and  4%  feet  from 
the  floor  in  rooms  twelve  feet  high.  A 
dial  thermometer,  well  tested,  should  be 
adopted  in  order  that  the  reading  might 
be  more  accurately  recorded.  The  read- 
ing of  the  ordinary  thermometer  is  often 
recorded  erroneously  by  children,  who,  on 
account  of  their  height,  have  to  read  the 
column  of  mercury  in  the  thermometer 
from  below  or  from  above. 


The  Schoolhouse  Commission  has  re- 
cently installed  thermometers  of  a  metallic 
back  which  has  an  advantage  in  that  the 
warping  of  the  wooden  back  in  the  ordi- 
nary thermometer  and  in  the  cheap  tin 
thermometer  interferes  greatly  with  the 
accuracy  of  the  registration.

In  returning,  with  my  signature,  the  en- 
closed order  passed  by  your  honorable 
board,  I  desire  to  take  the  opportunity  to 
point  out  the  essential  injustice  of  this  ar- 
rangement. The  city  of  Boston  is  charged 
by  the  town  of  Winthrop  for  the  trans- 
portation and  tuition  of  three  children, 
residents  of  Deer  Island,  who  are  sent  to 
the  Winthrop  schools,  but  the  entire  share 
of  the  county  expense  of  Suffolk  County, 
which  would  properly  be  paid  by  Winthrop, 
is  assumed  by  the  city  of  Boston.  It  would 
seem  that  a  realization  of  this  debt  mii?ht 
have  led  the  officials  of  that  town  to  fur- 
nish desk  room  to  these  three  children 
without  insisting  so  rigidly  upon  payment 
for  the  travelling  expenses  thereby  in- 
curred.

ADVANCEMENT  OF  PUPILS  ACCORD- 
ING TO  QUALIFICATIONS.

Nov.  22,  1910  (see  p.  185),  a  communication 
from  the  Mount  Hope  Citizens'  Associa- 
tion, transmitting  a  vote  of  said  associa- 
tion with  reference  to  the  advancing  of 
pupils  in  the  public  schools  according  to 
their  respective  qualifications  and  not  by 
fixed  rule: 


DECEMBER    19,    1910. 
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The  Board  of  Superintendents  desires  to 
put  itself  on  record  as  heartily  in  accord 
with  the  principles  set  forth  in  the  vote  of 
the  Mount  Hope  Citizens'  Association  and 
would  report  that  the  size  of  rooms  and 
division  into  classes  are  not  controlling 
forces  in  the  promotion  of  pupils.  The 
regulations  provide  that  promotions  of 
pupils  from  grade  to  grade  may  be  made 
at  any  time  by  the  principal  of  the  district, 
with  the  approval  of  the  assistant  superin- 
tendent in  charge.  Since  the  elementary 
school  course  of  study  has  been  reduced  to 
eight  years,  it  may  be  safely  said  that 
pupils  are  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  is 
for  their  advantage.

perience in  teaching,  a  satisfactory  portion 
of  which  shall  have  been  in  a  vocational 
school. 

Section  291,  paragraph  13.  Insert  the  fol- 
lowing to  immediately  follow  the  provision 
for  additional  teachers  in  the  High  School 
of  Practical  Arts: 

In  the  High  School  of  Practical  Arts 
there  may  also  be  appointed  one  vocational 
assistant. 

Passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules.

The  Board  of  Superintendents  is  of  the 
opinion  that  as  an  exclusive  method  of  in- 
struction in  spelling  and  mental  arithmetic, 
contests  have  serious  defects;  but  that  as 
an  occasional  or  temporary  device,  con- 
tests have  marked  advantages.  The  Board 
of  Superintendents  does  not,  therefore, 
make  any  constructive  recommendation  in 
regard  to  contests,  but  suggests  that  they 
be  used  as  heretofore  where  conditions  in- 
dicate that  they  will  be  useful. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Superintendent 
requested  to  encourage  the  continuance  in 
elementary  schools  of  contests  in  spelling 
and  mental  arithmetic,  especially  group 
contests,  to  such  extent  as  he  may  deem 
advisable.

house  Commission,  within  whose  jurisdic- 
tion the  solution  of  the  question  specifically 
and  definitely  belongs.

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Boston  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters,  under  date  of  Dec.  15,  1910, 
stating  that  their  attention  has  been  called 


to  the  fact  that  if  the  new  High  School 
of  Commerce  is  established  in  Fort  Hill 
Square  it  will  be  necessary  to  lay  a  smooth 
pavement  upon  the  Square  and  in  the  ad- 
joining streets,  and  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  de- 
sired to  put  itself  on  record  as  opposed  to 
such  action  because  of  the  delay  to  the 
fire  apparatus,  three  companies  being  di- 
rectly located  in  the  Square,  and  to  the 
Boston  Protective  Department  in  starting 
out  for  a  fire.

RELATION  OF  SCHOOL  NURSES  TO 
OTHER  NURSES  AND  SOCIAL 
WORKERS. 

The  report  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
on  School  Hygiene  received  at  the  meet- 
ing of  Nov.  22,  1910  (see  p.  184),  with 
reference  to  the  relation  of  school  nurses 
to  other  nurses  and  social  workers,  was 
taken  from  the  table  and  placed  on  file. 


On  motion,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  Director  of  School 
Hygiene  be  directed  to  secure  the  fullest 
possible  co-operation  of  the  school  nurses 
with  other  organizations  that  may  be  of 
benefit  to  the  children. 

That  the  basis  of  such  co-operation  be 
that  nurses  shall  attend  to  nursing  work 
and  to  any  necessary  instruction  of  par- 
ents in  the  physical  care  of  their  child- 
ren, while  in  cases  of  cruelty,  or  neglect, 
or  of  need  for  material  relief  or  for  other 
forms  of  social  assistance,  the  proper 
agencies  shall  in  each  case  be  notified. 

Specifically  the  co-operation  shall  in- 
clude   the    following    items: — 

All  tubercular  children  shall  be  re- 
ferred 'to  the  Boston  Consumptives  Hos- 
pital Trustees. 

Wherever  there  is  nurses'  work  to  be 
done  in  a  family  visited  that  the  school 
nurses  themselves  cannot  fully  and  prop- 
erly attend  to,  they  shall  inform  the 
family  or  the  family  physician  hi  re/rard 
to  any  other  organization,  s  loh  as  the 
Instructive  District  Nursing  Association, 
from  which  the  needed  assistance  may  be 
obtained. 

Whenever  there  seems  to  be  need  of  ma- 
terial relief,  whether  for  the  purchase  of 
glasses  or  braces,  or  for  any  other  reason, 
and  whenever  there  is  cruelty,  neglect,  or 
other  social  condition  calling  for  assist- 
ance, the  nurse  shall  call  the  matter  to  the 
attention  of  the  appropriate  social  or 
charitable  organization.  There  should  be 
no  case  of  a  child  needing  glasses  who  has 
not  got  them  or  been  put  in  a  way  to  get 
them. 


.    NAMING  OF  SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

The  Board  took  up  for  consideration  the 
report  submitted  by  Dr.  Scannell  at  the 
last  meeting  (see  p.  196),  containing  the 
following  recommendations  with  regard  to 
the  naming  of  new  school-houses: — 

That  the  elementary  school  building  on 
-M'pleton  Street  in  the  Rice  District  be 
named  the  George  Bancroft  School; 

That  the  proposed  new  elementary  school 
building  in  the  Roger  Wolcott  District  be 
named  the  Mary  Lyon  School;

DEATH  OP  DR.  JAMES  A.  McDONALD.

The  School  Committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  desires  to  place  upon  its  records  a 
brief  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Dr. 
James  A.  McDonald,  who  rendered  many 
years  of  faithful  and  efficient  service  as 
a  member  of  the  former  School  Committees 
of  Charlestown  and  of  Boston. 

The  respect  and  esteem  in  which  Dr. 
McDonald  was  held  by  his  neighbors  and 
friends  in  Charlestown,  and  the  confidence 
they  reposed  in  him,  were  no  less  than  he 
enjoyed  from  his  associates  upon  succes- 
sive School  Committees.  His  absolute  in- 
tegrity and  sincere  devotion  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  public  school  system  were  never 
questioned,  while  his  personal  character- 
istics, his  warm  heartedness,  his  loyalty  in 
friendship  were  such  as  to  endear  him  to 
those  with  whom  he  came  into  personal 
contact.

McDonald  and  to  the  other  members  of  the 
family  its  respectful  and  sincere  sympathy, 
and  trusts  that  their  memories  of  a  de- 
voted husband  and  father,  a  faithful  pub- 
lic servant,  and  an  upright  citizen  will  be 
a  solace  to  them  in  the  hours  of  affliction.

ERT   G.    SHAW    DISTRICT.

4.  All  requirements  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Massachusetts  District  Police  shall  be  ful- 
filled.

A  report  was  received  from  the  Commit- 
tee of  Principals  on  Street  Accidents  to 
Children,  in  part  as  follows:  Of  the  more 
than  eighteen  hundred  street  accidents 
which  occurred  last  year,  one-half  were  in 
connection  with  street  cars  and  moving 
vehicles,  one-third  from  falls,  and  one- 
sixth  from  all  other  causes.  The  number 
of  persons  injured  by  street  cars  and  other 
moving  vehicles  is  larger  year  by  year 
from  the  ages  of  seven  to  thirteen  years. 
Twice  as  many  children  were  reported  as 
stealing  rides  on  street  cars  on  a  school 
day  than  on  a  non-school  day  immediate- 
lv  following.  Accidents  to  persons  due  to 
the  operation  of  automobiles  have  in- 
creased from  10  in  1900  to  261  in  1909.  The 
schools  can  do  much  to  prevent  accidents 
due  to  wilful  breaking  of  city  ordinances, 
but  in  the  main  the  conduct  of  children  on 
the  street  must  rest  with  parents  and  the 
police  authorities.  The  committee  recom- 
mends that  steps  be  taken  toward  secur- 
ing legislation  which  shall,  to  a  degree, 
place  legal  responsibility  upon  parents  for 
misdemeanors  of  their  children;  that  school 
principals  inform  themselves  of  danger 
points  in  their  respective  districts,  and 
warn  their  children  of  them;  and  that  the 
Superintendent  issue  a  circular  recom- 
mending that  all  teachers  give  to  their 
pupils  seasonable  talks,  admonishing  them 
of  the  dangers  of  thin  ice.  snow-balling, 
coasting,  and  especially  of  the  dangers 
arising  from  jumping  on  cars,  walking  on 
railroad  tracks,  hurriedly  crossing  crowded

In  returning,  without  ray  approval  the 
order  of  your  Board  changing  the  rank  of 
George  S.  Burgess,  chief  clerk  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  Superintendent,  to  that  of  Sec- 
retary to  the  Superintendent,  and  establish- 
ing his  salary  at  $3180  per  year,  to  date

DEFERRED  ANNIVERSARIES  DISCON- 
TINUED; RANKS  OF  INSTRUCTOR 
AND  ASSISTANT  INSTRUCTOR,  HIGH

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Jan.  16,  1911, 
stating  that  under  the  existing  regulations 
with  reference  to  anniversaries,  ranks,  and 
salaries  in  Normal,  high  and  Latin  schools, 
serious  difficulties  arise  in  securing  teach- 
ers, in  administering  the  schools,  and  in 
determining  equitable  salaries  and  promo- 
tions. These  difficulties  arise  because  of 
the  existence  of  the  regulations  providing 
for  deferring  the  anniversaries  of  newly 
appointed  teachers  until  Jan.  1  or  Sept.  1 
following  the  actual  anniversaries  of  said 
appointments;  because  of  the  existence  of 
the  rank  of  instructor  and  of  assistant  in- 
structor; and  because  the  amount  of  an- 
nual increase  in  an  instructor's  salary  dif- 
fers from  that  of  a  junior-master. 

In  order  to  correct  these  difficulties,  it 
is  desirable  that  the  School  Committee  take 
three  actions. 

First.  To  discontinue  for  all  classes  of 
teachers  the  practice  of  deferring  the  first 
increase  in  salary  to  the  September  or  Jan- 
uary following  the  anniversary  of  the  date 
of  appointment,  and  to  provide  instead 
thereof  that  the  advance  to  the  second 
year  of  the  salary  schedule,  and  subse- 
quent advances,  be  made  on  successive  an- 
niversaries of  the  original  date  of  ap- 
pointment. 

Second.  To  abolish  the  rank  of  instructor 
in  Normal,  high  and  Latin  schools,  and  to 
appoint  the  present  instructors  as  junior- 
masters,  at  such  date  and  upon  such  year 
of  the  salary  schedule  as  may  be  deter- 
mined to  be  equitable  in  each  separate 
case. 

Third,  To  abolish  the  rank  of  assistant 
instructor  in  Normal,  high  and  Latin 
schools,  and  to  appoint  the  present  as- 
sistant instructors  as  assistants,  at  such 
date  and  upon  such  year  of  the  salary 
schedule  as  may  be  determined  to  be 
equitable  in  each   separate  case.

On  motion  of  the  Superintendent,  and 
under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  present  system  of 
deferred  advances  in  the  salaries  of  teach-

I  beg  to  notify  you  that  I  have  Petitioned 
for  the  passage  of  a  bill  providing  that  the 
increase  of  ten  cents  upon  every  thousand 
dollars  of  taxable  valuation  allowed  the 
School  Committee  for  the  financial  year 
ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  January  in 
the  year  1912,  be  applied  to  increasing  the 
salaries  of  teachers  in  the  elementary 
schools.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  the 
compensation  paid  to  this  large  and  de- 
serving class  of  city  employees  is  inade- 
quate and  I  am  convinced  that  by  the  ex- 
ercise of  proper  economy  m  other  direc- 
tions the  School  Department  could  be 
maintained  without  any  impairment  ot  its 
present  standard  of  efficiency  if  the  whole 
of  this  sum  were  devoted  to  the  Purpose 
designated  in  the  measure,  a  copy  of  which 
is  enclosed  herewith.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  General  Court  assembled,  and  oy 
the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Not  less  than  ten  cents  of  the ^thiee 
dollars  and  seventy  cents  which  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton is  authorized  to  raise  by  tax  levy  for  the 
support  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton for  the  financial  year  ending  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  January  in  the  year  one  ^^^ 
nine  hundred  and  twelve  and  for  each  financial 
year  thereafter  under  the  provisions  of  chaptei 
three  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine  shall  be  devoted 
by  the  School  Committee  of  said  city  of  Boston 
exclusively  to  increasing  the  salaries  of  teachers 
in  the  elementary  schools  of  said  city,  and  meet- 
ing the  increases  of  salaries  thus  created. 


Section    2.     This   act    shall    take    effect    on    its 
passage.  _  ,.

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  conference 
between  certain  health  officials  of  this 
city,  especially  representatives  of  the 
Health  and  Consumptives'  Hospital  De- 
partments and  the  Department  of  School 
Hygiene,  with  Dr.  Ernst  J.  Lederle,  Com- 
missioner of  Health  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  might  result  in  the  adoption  of  a 
progressive  policy  in  the  field  of  pre- 
ventive hygiene,  which  is  attracting  more 
and  more  attention  from  municipal  au- 
thorities in  this  country.  Dr.  Lederle  has 
informally  expressed  his  willingness  to 
meet  various  representatives  of  the  health 
department  of  this  city,  and  I  have  written 
him  asking  him  to  fix  a  date  for  the  con- 
ference. 

May  I  ask  your  committee  to  consider 
whether,  in  its  opinion,  the  Director  of 
School  Hygiene  might  not  properly  be  sent 
to  such  a  conference,  in  company  with 
representatives  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  the  Consumptives'  Hospital  Depart- 
ment. The  expense  would  presumably  have 
to  be  borne  by  the  several  departments, 
but  in  my  opinion  the  results  are  likely  to 
be  such  as  to  warrant  the  comparatively 
moderate  outlay  involved.  The  confer- 
ence would  not  last  more  than  a  single 
day,  but  through  the  opportunity  which  it 
would  afford  for  a  personal  interchange  of 
views,  would  doubtless  yield  results 
superior  to  those  which  can  be  obtained 
from  correspondence  and  the  reading  of 
official  reports. 

I  should  be  pleased  to  learn  that  your 
committee  would  be  willing  to  make  the 
small  appropriation  necessary  and  would 
join  me  in  accepting  Dr.  Lederle's  informal 
invitation  for  a  conference  such  as  I  have 
described.

INDEPENDENT    ELECTRIC    LIGHTIXO 

PLANTS,    SCHOOL    BUILDINGS. 

Mr.  Magenis,  for  the  sub-committee  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  and  report  relative 
to  the  establishment  of  independent 
electric  lighting  plants  in  school  buildings, 
(see  p.  161,  1909)  submitted  the  following 
report:— 

One  of  the  present  day  problems  before 
the  citizens  of  Boston  is  the  more  ex- 
tended use  of  school  buildings  in  order  to 
better  serve  the  city.  Boston,  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  has  invested  in  land  and  build- 
ings for  educational  purposes  the  large 
sum  of  $19,835,300.  That  was  the  appraisal 
of  the  city  of  Boston  on  the  first  day  of 
April,  1910.  The  only  present  return  the 
city  is  receiving  from  this  large  invest- 
ment is  the  education  of  its  young,  ami 
for  this  purpose  must  be  added  annually 
the  sum  or  $4,455,000,  to  which  should 
be  added  annually  the  40c.  on  the 
tax  levy  which  the  school  commit- 
tee can  appropriate  for  purposes  of 
new  buildings.  This  amounted  at  the  last 
appropriation  in  1910  to  $529,577,  thus  mak- 
ing the  general  running  expenses  of  the 
entire  school  equipment  of  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton for  the  past  year  $4,984,577.  Thus  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  educational  plant  of 
the  city,  valued  at  $19,835,300,  has  an 
operating  expense  per  annum  of  $4,455,000, 
with  an  annual  increase  for  new  buildings 
ranging  from  $500,000  to  $1,000,000  per  year. 

The  output  of  this  plant  in  educated 
children  is  well  worth  the  money.  That 
no  one  will  deny.  However,  a  problem 
of  present  and  future  is  the  further  use 
of  this  prant,  the  more  extended  use  of 
school  buildings  for  the  benefit  of  the 
community.  The  city  has  of  necessity 
to  purchase  light,  the  city's  streets  must 
be  lighted,  and  its  public  buildings 
and  its  schoolhouses  must  be  lighted. 
Without  going  into  the  expense  of 
lighting  the  streets  or  public  build- 
ings other  than  schoolhouses,  it  will 
be  well  to  note  that  the  legislature  hav- 
ing given  to  the  Edison  Electric  Illumi- 
nating Co.  of  Boston  a  monopoly  of  elec- 
tric lighting  in  Boston,  the  city  pays  to 
this  company  each  year  a  large  amount 
of  money  for  lighting.  The  school  de- 
partment of  the  city  of  Boston  alone  paid 
to  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com- 
pany during  the  past  five  years  the  sums 
set  out  in  the  following  table:

The  city  of  Boston  is  paying  to  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Co.  of  Boston 
10c.  per  KW-hour  for  its  electric  current. 
The  city  can  receive  no  better  figure  than 
any  other  customer  of  the  company,  not- 
withstanding  the    fact   that   without   com- 
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pensation  to  the  city  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  is  making  use  ot 
the  public  ways  of  the  city,  and  under  its 
franchise  has  a  right  to  use  those  ways 
and  to  prevent  competition  in  its  use.  It 
is  contended  on  the  part  of  this  company 
that  even  the  city  of  Boston  has  no  right 
to  convey  wires  from  one  of  its  buildings 
over  to  another  building  across  a  public 
highway  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  that 
building  without  the  consent  of  this  cor- 
poration. This  is  a  point  that  is  disputed 
by  sound  legal  authority,  and  should  be 
determined  by  the  court  of  last  resort  for 
the  benefit  of  the  city. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  number  of  the 
more  prominent  mercantile  houses  of  the 
city  are  generating  their  own  electricity 
for  lighting  purposes  by  means  of  gas 
propelled  electric  generators,  your  sub- 
committee investigated  a  number  of  these 
plants  and  saw  their  operation,  securing 
figures  of  the  cost  of  electricity  as  pro- 
duced in  this  manner.  In  none  of  these 
isolated,  separate  electric  generating  plants 
does  the  cost  of  the  current  exceed  50  p.c. 
of  the  cost  as  charged  by  the  Edison  Com- 
pany to  the  city  of  Boston.  In  fact  in 
instances  cited  to  your  sub-committee  the 
cost  per  KW-hour  of  electric  current  to 
the  owners  of  these  separate  plants  did 
not  exceed  4c.  per  KW-hour  as^contrasted 
with  10c.  charged  by  the  Edison  Company 
to  the  school  department  of  the  city  of 
Boston. 

Taken  into  consideration  the  need  of 
more  extended  use  of  school  buildings  of 
Boston,  the  opportunity  of  utilizing  the 
splendid  engineering  plants  contained  in 
our  more  modern  buildings,  and  the  op- 
portunity of  using  these  buildings  as  cen- 
tral stations  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the 
schools,  other  public  buildings  and  perhaps 
the  streets  of  Boston,  the  problem  is  some- 
thing that  should  deeply  concern  the  citi- 
zens of  our  city. 

With  a  view  to  ascertaining  what  can  be 
done  in  this  respect  we  called  into  service 
the  assistance  of  a  number  of  gentlemen, 
and  have  met  with  some  recommendations 
contrary    to    the    general    proposition,    and 
at  the  same  time  have  met  with  the  strong 
endorsement    and    commendation    of   many 
citizens,    thus   proving   that   the    matter   is 
an  academic  question  which  is  viewed  by 
different  parties  from  different  view-points. 
On  all  of  the  facts  as  ascertained  by  your 
committee    we    have    reached    the    conclu- 
sion that  the  establishment  of  an  indepen- 
dent lighting  plant,  consisting  of  gas  pro- 
pelled dynamos,   in  a  group   of  the  school 
buildings  is  well  worthy  of  demonstration. 
Accordingly  we   have   selected   a   group   of 
school  buildings  in  the  North   End   of  the 
city    consisting    of    the    Eliot,    Christopher 
Columbus,     Paul     Revere,     Hancock     and 
Cushman     school-houses,     as     a     desirable 
group    wherein    can    be    demonstrated    the 
problem  of  the  city  lighting  its  own  school 
buildings,  and  lighting  adjoining  municipal 
buildings.      In  the  vicinity  of  this  group  of 
schoolhouses  is   the  municipal   bath   house 
adjoining    the    Paul    Revere    school    which 
also  might  be  lighted,  and  not  far  away  is 
the  North  Bennett  street  industrial  school 
at  the  corner  of  Salem  and  North  Bennett 
streets,    with    a    branch    of    the    public    li- 
brary close  by. 

We  have  taken  into  consideration  in  this 
group  of  schools  the  cost  of  installing  a 
s  operated  electrical  plant,  and  annex 
herewith  an  estimate  received  from  Mr.  E. 
N.  Wrightington.  Second  Vice  President  of 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Co.

Or  Edison  costs  34%  more  than  gas. 
We  have  not  included  in  this  list  of  ex- 
penses any  amount  for  labor.  In  most 
of  our  plants  the  additional  work  re- 
quired under  similar  conditions  would  not 
entail  very  much,  if  any.  increased  ex- 
pense for  labor.  In  this  instance  we  be- 
lieve that  your  Committee  will  be  better 
able  to  judge  of  what  extra  cost  will  be 
necessary  for  labor  than  we. 

We  are  basing  this  estimate  on  data  as 
to  demand  and  consumption  secured 
from  the  records  shown  by  the  bills  and 
have  not  made  any  independent  investi- 
gation or  tests  as  to  the  amount  of  cur- 
rent actually  used.  We  have  figured  the 
gas  consumption  per  K.  W.  Hour  about 
50  p.c.  in  excess  of  most  of  our  plants 
to  allow  an  ample  amount  for  the  light 
loaded  portions  of  the  day  when  the 
load  on  the  engines  will  not  be  particu- 
larly  favorable. 

The  combining  of  these  buildings  on  one 
plant  will  necessitate  the  crossing  of  two 
public  streets.  The  crossing  of  these 
streets  involves  a  legal  question  which  you 
no  doubt  have  already  considered.

As  will  be  seen  by  the  above  communi- 
cation the  item  of  labor  in  the  operation 
of  the  plant  and  the  disputed  question  of 
the  ability  of  the  city  of  Boston  to  convey 
electricity  across  its  own  streets,  are  mat- 
ters for  future  determination.  The  matter 
of  labor  can  easily  be  adjusted  under  our 
janitor  schedule,  so  that  the  cost  of  labor 
will  not  materially  add  to  the  expenses. 
The  matter  of  the  right  of  the  city  to 
light  another  building  from  a  school  build- 
ing across  the  way  is  something  to  be  de- 
termined by  law. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  this  question  to  note 
that  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com- 
pany, which  has  the  monopoly  of  electric 
lighting  in  this  city,  is  incorporated  for 
$15,511,400,  that  during  the  past  five  years 
this  company  has  paid  more  than  10  p.c. 
annually  in  dividends  upon  this  stock,  and 
that  during  the  year  1910  it  paid  Feb.  1 
2y2  p.c,  May  2,  3  p.c,  Aug.  1,  3  p.c,  and 
Nov.  1  3  p.c,  aggregating  11%  p.c.  divi- 
dends during  1910  upon  its  capital  stock. 
As  a  public  service  corporation,  retaining 
a  monopoly  of  lighting  privileges  by  elec- 
tricity within  the  city  of  Boston,  we  feel 
upon  its  own  statement  as  filed  at  the 
State  House,  that  the  Edison  Electric  Il- 
luminating Company  of  Boston  can  well 
afford  to  give  the  city  of  Boston,  and  in 
fact  the  people  of  the  city  of  Boston,  bet- 
ter terms. 

In  the  matter  of  public  service  corpora- 
tions serving  the  people  of  Boston  it  is 
well  to  note  by  way  of  comparison  that 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Companv, 
also  given  a  monopoly  of  public  service  in 
its  business,  is  capitalized  for  $19,000,950. 
and  without  doubt  contributes  in  actual 
service  a  great  deal  to  the  people  of  Bos- 
ton. It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Bos- 
ton  Elevated  Railway  Company  is  paying 
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but  6  p.c.  upon  its  capital  stock  against 
liy2  p.c.  paid  by  the  Edison  Company  upon 
its  capital  stock. 

Taken  into  consideration  the  estimate  as 
furnished  by  Mr.  Wrightington,  the  fact 
that  there  are  in  operation  today  isolated 
electric  plants  producing  electricity  for 
less  than  one-half  the  expense  charged  by 
the  Edison  Company  of  Boston,  the  addi- 
tional fact  that  the  large  investment  of 
the  people  of  Boston  in  their  schoolhouses 
should  give  a  more  extended  use  of  its 
buildings  and  more  extended  use  of  their 
engineering  plants,  to  the  betterment  of 
the  people  of  Boston,  we,  after  careful 
consideration  of  the  whole  matter,  here- 
with report  to  the  School  Board  of  Boston 
our  findings  and' advise,  upon  the  basis  of 
this  report,  the  installation  of  an  inde- 
pendent gas  propelled  electric  generating 
plant  in  this  group  of  schools  in  the  North 
End  of  the  city.  We  further  advise  a 
determination  of  the  issue  with  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston 
as  to  the  right  of  the  city  of  Boston  to 
conduct  wires  across  a  public  highway  for 
the  purpose  of  illuminating  buildings  at 
the  other  side  of  the  street,  and  we  finally 
advise  the  laying  of  this  matter  before  the 
corporation  counsel  with  the  request  that 
he  proceed  to  have  the  rights  of  the  city 
determined. 

The  report  was  placed  on  file  and  a  copy 
ordered  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Board  of 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners,  with  a  re- 
quest that  said  Board  proceed  to  estab- 
lish an  electric  generating  plant  in  a  group 
of  school  buildings  in  the  North  End  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  con- 
tained in  the  foregoing  report. 

APPROVAL  OF  PAT  ROLLS,  BILLS 
AND  CONTRACTS. 

On  motion,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  pay  rolls  and 
bills,  both  regular  and  special,  for  the 
month  of  February,  1911,  prepared  and 
certified  to  by  the  Business  Agent,  and 
contracts  for  the  same  month,  be  ap- 
proved on  behalf  of  this  Board  by  Mr. 
Corcoran,  or  in  the  event  of  his  absence 
by  Dr.  Leen. 

•  VOCATIONAL  TRAINING  IN  TAILOR- 
ING. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
Samuel  H.  Spring,  Secretary  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  Merchant  Tailors  of 
America,  under  date  of  Jan.  24,  1911,  with 
reference  to  the  possibility  of  the  School 
Committee  providing  vocational  training 
for  young  men  who  desire  to  be  employed 
in  the  tailoring  business. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  di- 
rected to  reply  thereto  to  the  effect  that 
the  Board  now  has  under  consideration  a 
broad  plan  for  the  development  of  Con- 
tinuation Schools,  and  will  give  the  fore- 
going proposition  full  consideration  in 
connection  with  the  adoption  of  such  a 
m  plan. 

EXECUTIVE    SESSION. 
The  Board  went  into  executive  session. 
The  doors  were  opened. 

RANK  AND  SALARY  OF  GEORGE  S. 
BURGESS. 

The  Board  took  up  for  consideration  the 
communication  from  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
received  at  the  meeting  of  Jan.  16,  1911  (see 
p.  219),  returning  with  his  disapproval  the 
following  order  passed  by  the  Board  at  its 
meeting  of  Jan.  9,  1911:— 

ORDERED,  That  the  rank  of  George  S. 
Burgess,  chief  clerk  in  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent,  is  hereby  changed  to  Sec- 
retary to  the  Superintendent;  and  that  his 
salary  is  hereby  established  at  thirty-one 
hundred  and  eighty  dollars  ($3180)  per  year 
to  take  effect  Jan.  1,  1911. 

The  communication  was  placed  on  file. 

The  Chairman  stated  the  question  was  on 
the   passage   of  the   aforesaid   order,   not- 


withstanding the  objections  of  His  Honor 
the  Mayor. 

The  order  was  passed  by  the  following 
vote  :— 

Yeas— Messrs.  Ellis,  Lee,  Magenis  and 
Scannell— 4. 

Absent— Mr.  Brock— 1. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  transmit 
the  following  communication  to  His  Honor 
the  Mayor  in  explanation  of  this  action:— 

The  School  Committee  acknowledges  re- 
ceipt of  Your  Honor's  letter  of  Jan.  12,  1911, 
in  the  matter  of  its  order  changing  the 
rank  and  salary  of  Mr.  George  S.  Burgess. 
The  Board  has  given  careful  consideration 
to  Your  Honor's  point  of  view,  and  in  ar- 
riving at  a  result  opposed  to  that  which 
you  havje  reached  desires  to  imply  no  dis- 
respect to  Your  Honor's  judgment  in  the 
matter. 

The' School  Committee,  believes,  however, 
that  it  is  more  familiar  with  the  relation 
of  this  question  to  the  interests  of  the 
school  system  than  is  Your  Honor,  and 
must  therefore  regretfully  pass  this  order 
notwithstanding  Your  Honor's  veto. 

The  duties  of  Mr.  Burgess'  position  are 
more  than  Your  Honor  has  apparently  ap- 
preciated, and  the  title  of  "chief  clerk," 
which  described  the  function  of  the  pre- 
vious incumbent  of  the  position,  as  applied 
to  Mr.  Burgess  has  been  a  misnomer. 

Mr.  Burgess  is  only  in  a  limited  sense 
a  clerk,— his  duties  are  largely  executive; 
he  has  made  many  important  changes  in 
the  organization  of  the  Superintendent's 
office,  and  he  daily  makes  with  tact,  abil- 
ity and  good  judgment  important  decis- 
ions affecting  the  welfare  of  the  schools, 
which  would  otherwise  require  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Superintendent.  Mr.  Burgess 
has  thus  left  the  Superintendent  free  to 
devote  a  much  larger  portion  of  his  time 
to  vital  educational  and  administrative 
questions. 

Mr.  Burgess  has  had  a  wide  experience  in 
school  administration.  He  was  at  one 
time  a  member  of  the  school  committee 
in  another  city;  served  in  the  Massachu- 
setts Legislature  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education,  and  was  for  several 
years  the  secretary  and  agent  of  the  Lynn 
School  Committee.  The  attention  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee  was  attracted 
to  him  because  of  the  constructive  ability 
he  demonstrated  in  Lynn,  and  because  of 
a  new  accounting  system  adapted  especial- 
ly for  school  administration  uses  which  he 
had  invented,  and  had  put  into  operation 
in  Lynn,  and  which  he  was  afterwards 
employed  to  install  in  the  City  of  Law- 
rence by  the  School  Committee  of  that 
city.  He  was  engaged  to  assist  in  the  re- 
organization of  the  business  management 
of  the  Boston  School  system,  and  rendered 
such  valuable  service  that  he  was  later 
employed  to  make  an  investigation  of  the 
prices  at  which  school  books  are  sold 
throughout  the  United  States.  In  this  last 
capacity  he  made  an  important  study  and 
report. 

The  School  Committee  has  had  a  very 
full  opportunity  to  ascertain  the  char- 
acter of  Mr.  Burgess'  work;  has  been  im- 
pressed by  the  fact  that  he  possesses  un- 
usual qualities  to  fill  a  difficult  position, 
which  not  only  calls  for  executive  ability 
of  a  high  order,  but  also  demands  a 
thorough  grasp  of  the  details  of  educa- 
tional administration;  and  is  convinced 
that  the  salary  which  it  has  fixed  is  no 
more  than  Mr.  Burgess'  services  to  the 
school  system  are  worth,  or  than  he 
could  command  in  private  employment.
